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Herald mini-surrey reveals: 
Many Lake County voters 
unaware of fire referendum

While officials prepare for Buffalo 


Grove fire service referendum In late 
November, many residents In the Lake 
County section of the village arc not 
aware a referendum is In tltc works. 


A Herald mini-survey shows that 44 


per cent, or 22 of SO residents inter- 
\icutxl from Lake County, know nothing 
of the efforts to switch into the Wheeling 
Township Rural Fire Protection District. 
The district employs the Buffalo Grovo 
Fire Dept.. Inc. to service the Cook 
County section of the village. 


The Long Grove Fire Protection Dis- 


trict currently provides the 4,000 to 5,000 
residents in Lake County with fire and 
emergency services. 


OF THE RESIDENTS contacted, 28, or 


56 per cent, said they arc aware of the 
referendum and plan to vote. Nineteen of 
these residents, or 07 per cent, said they 
were undecided or had no comment as to 
how they would cast their ballots. Some 
said they could not take a position on the 
matter because they arc unfamiliar with 
the fire transfer issue and wanted mora 
time to analyze It. 


Several said they plan to attend one of 


four meetings scheduled over the next 
four weeks where the referendum will be 
discussed and explained by officials of 
the village and the two fire districts. 


The first of those sessions will be at 


7:30 tonight at Kilmer School, 655 Golf- 
view Terr. Other meetings have been 
scheduled for Oct. 10,17 and 24. 
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Late November vote likely 


Village Ally. Richard Raysa sold 


Wednesday the fire-service referendum 
for Buffalo Grove probably will be de- 
layed until late November. 


Raysn said an Oct. 25 hearing has been 


set In Circuit Court on the petitions that 
have been circulating for permission to 
conduct the election and a period of 20 
days must follow before the court an- 
nounces a referendum date. 


The period will allow objectors to the 


fire transfer to file notices with tho 
court. Raysa said if the court sets a ref- 
erendum date it will probably be near 
the end of November. 


Eight residents who indicated they 


would vote, or 27 per cent, said they fa- 
vor the switch. Some gave as a reason 
the belief that the Buffalo Grove depart- 
ment has a better paramedic program 
than Long Grove. 


"I would just feel safer," said Mrs. Mi-

ANOTHER RESIDENT, Mrs. Robert

like to see the transfer for "the para- 
medics and tho facilities."

The Long Grove ambulance, she 
said, arrived "in a matter of minutes." 


BUFFALO GROVE Fire Chief Wayne 


Winter said he is not surprised at the 
number of residents unaware of the ref- 
erendum, or undecided as to how they 
will vote. 


"It surprises me that so few people are 


undecided at this point." He said officials 
from both departments agreed that resi- 
dents unawarencss is "one of the biggest 
problems we've got." 


Winter said flyers explaining the issue 


will be sent to all the residents in the 
Lake County area the week preceding 
the vote. "They're purely informational 
so that everybody who doesn't make it to 
the open houses can be somewhat con- 
vcrsive when the referendum comes up," 
Winter said.

Reaction of Rolling Meadows aldermen 


ranged from

Wednesday at the disclosure that Mayor 
Roland J. Meyer Is using city equipment 
and facilities to sell products for his own 
company. 


"Possibly there Is no conflict of inter- 


est, but it is just a hair away," said Aid. 
William D. Ahrcns, 2nd. 


Only one alderman, Merrill A. Wucrch, 


1st, dismissed the disclosure as "making 
a mountain out of a molehill." Wucrch 
sold he sees no difference between the 
mayor's demonstrating wares with city- 
owned property and any other salesman 
who has a product to sell. 


HOWEVER, THREE other aldermen 


— Fredrick E. Jacobson, 5th; Thomas 
W. Scanlan, 1st; and Stephen J. Ebcr- 
hard, 3rd — joined Ahrcns in raising 
questions about the morality of the setup, 
wondering whether Meyer Is "using his 
clout" as mayor for personal financial 
gain. 


Meanwhile, three aldermen — Thomas 


W. Waldron, 2nd; James A. Huddleston, 
4th; and Daniel E. Weber, 4th — ap- 
peared less concerned, though they said 
they wanted additional time to study the 
matter. 


Most of the eight aldermen polled 


Wednesday said they Intended to ques- 
tion tho mayor on his private corpo- 
ration, Midwest Environmental Systems 
Inc., and its relationship with the city. 
All of them said they were unaware the 
firm exists and the mayor is its owner 
until they were contacted by The Herald. 


WEDNESDAY'S EDITION of The Her- 


ald revealed Meyer's first, 


last December, has become a sales rep- 
resentative for Orbital Collection Sys- 
tems Inc., a Washington-based firm dis- 
tributing garbage trucks Identical to 
those owned by the city. 


Midwest employs James McFeggan, a 


former Rolling Meadows public works 
superintendent, who demonstrates the 
capacity and speed of the trucks by tak- 
ing prospective buyers to the city ga- 
rage, 3200 Central Rd., to examine the 
vehicles. The customers also follow city 
trucks on their routes, and are taken to 
the trash compactor and transfer station 
to view the entire city refuse system. 


Meyer confirmed the information, and 


said it is perfectly legal. He said he has 
sought no special treatment or favors 
and has received none, but is treated in 
the same fashion as any other salesman 
handling a product the city uses. 


Ahrcns agreed the business activity is 


legal. But he said he still is "dis- 
appointed." Meyer has "gotten all over 
past city officials for a lot less than this 
— he's had their heads," Ahrcns said. He

The grand court of Woodfield Mall 


in Scbaumburg was filled Wednesday 
night as it has never been filled 
before, as an attentive audience esti- 
mated at 30,000 heard the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra play its wel- 
come home concert. 


The event, sponsored by the Wood- 


field Merchants Assn., recognized the 
orchestra's recent return from a Eu- 
ropean tour. 


Traffic in the vicinity of the shop- 


ping center was backed up for miles 
before the presentation 
and the 


Woodfield parking lot was filled to 
overflowing. The crowd was the larg- 
est audience to hear the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra in a single con- 
cert. 


People began gathering across the 


ramps and in the aisles around the 
mall's interior as early as 6 p.m. to 
find an advantageous place to hear 
the concert. • 


John Lightner, 50, of 810 N. Had- 


dow, Arlington Heights, joined his 
wife and friends while sitting on 
chairs they had carried into the mall. 
Late arrivers, they were "pretty 
much out of luck" in terms of seeing 
the orchestra because people were 
already standing three deep in front 
of them. 


But Lightner was happy to see the 


free co'ncert. "This is absolutely an 
excellent program," he said of the 
mixture of Rachmaninoff, Tschai- 
kovsky, Strauss and other greats 
whose music was performed by the 
orchestra. 


Many others echoed Lightner's 


delight at the opportunity to see the 
world-renowned Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra perform. 


The 80-minute concert began with 


the noise of shoppers drawing from 
the performance at first. But shortly 
into the program the power of the 
orchestra 
washed out any dis- 


tractions, and stores were quickly 
emptied of customers. 


The concert was recognized as an 


opportunity for many who otherwise 
would never see a symphony orches- 
tra perform. Conductor Henry Mazer 
said of the audience: "It was hard to 
tell but I thought they were with us." 
He said the audience might be the 
largest he ever performed for. "I felt 
like I was in the coliseum, but there 
were no lions," he said.

with the orchestra, echoed

maestro's comments, saying he had 
never seen such a huge audience at a 
performance.

"Our biggest goal is to 
work toward revamping the school board," teacher negotiator 
Dan O'Brien said after the vote, reflecting dissatisfaction of 
many teachers with the agreement. "It's the first time since 
I've been in the'dlstrict that people have said it's time to do 
something about the school board." 


Young franking charge dropped 


A charge by Abner J. Mikva that Ms Congressional oppo- 


nent. U.S. Rep. Samuel H. Young, R-10th, has misused'his 
franking privileges was thrown out Wednesday by federal 
officials. A spokesman for the Commission on Congressional 
Mailing Standards said the ID-count complaint, which had 
been filed lost July and amended several times, was dis- 
missed after being reviewed in Washington. The decision was 
unanimous by the six-member bipartisan panel. 


"We found all of the mailings cited in the complaint to

construction of Its Wheeling-Buffalo Grove branch without the 
planning approval needed to obtain important Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield funds, a hospital spokesman said Wednesday. 
Norman Davis, a Franklin Boulevard consultant, said approv- 
al by Comprehensive Health Planning, Inc., a prerequisite to 
receiving a Blue Cross-Blue Shield contract, probably would 
take six months. To delay start of construction that long, 
Davis said, would mean a sharp rise In construction costs. "If 
we don't get started this year, I doubt if we'll ever do it," he 
said.

Early cattle slaughter holds prices down 
The rapid rise In livestock fccdgraln prices In recent weeks 


has forced many cattle producers to take their animals to 
market prematurely, an official of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture said In Chicago yesterday. He said the premature 
marketing 1s holding beef prices down slightly, but prices 
could shoot higher as the number of cattle available for 
slaughter decreases. In Texas, meanwhile, two hundred ran- 
chers and dairymen agreed to postpone for two weeks the 
slaughter of 1,000 calves to protest low prices cattlemen are 
getting for beef at the market. 


Pile $152 million suit in boy's death 


Tho family of Jeffrey Kalscrman, 0, killed by a taxicab as 


ho got off a school bus In Skokle on Oct. 30, 1072, has filed a 
$152 million damage suit against 11 defendants, including the 
bus operator and an Illinois safety expert. Attorney Darryl 
Fohrmnn said the suit was believed to bo the largest "wrong- 
ful death action" Involving a single victim filed in Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court.

Foreign aid bill back to committee 


The Senate unexpectedly voted Wednesday to send a con- 


troversial $2.5 billion foreign aid authorization bill back to 
committee, forestalling any action on the measure at least 
until after the November elections. By a vote of 41-39 the 
Senate approved a motion to recommit the bill to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. The bill was loaded with 
amendments that would cut off military old to five notions 
and ban secret U.S. Intelligence activities abroad except un- 
der strict conditions. 


Army argues: Galley release order wrong 


The Army argued Wednesday in New Orleans that a federal 


Judgo was wrong last week In ordering former Lt. William 
Calloy released from military prison. "Tho novelty of the 
Issues raised by the lower court's opolnlon Is doubtful," the 
Army said. Calloy was convicted of killing at least 22 civil- 
ians at the South Vietnamese village of My Lai in 1968. 


House votes $200,000 for Nixon 


Tho House late Wednesday voted to provide former Presi- 


dent Nixon $200.000 for his transition to private life, less than 
a quarter of what was sought, but rejected a move to strip 
him of his pension. The bill, which Included $8.4 billion for 
education programs - some half-bllllon dollars more than the 
administration wonted — was approved 317-72 and sent to the 
Senate. 


Greyhound pleads guilty on campaign issue 


The Greyhound Corp. pleaded guilty yesterday to illegally 


contributing $18,040 to the 1972 presidential campaigns of 
Richard Nixon and George McGovcrn. Special Watergate 
Prosecutor Loon Jaworskl charged Greyhound with a one- 
count misdemeanor. The single count carries a maximum 
penalty of a $5,000 fine. 


Kissinger: U. S. has open mind toward Cuba

Plan suggested by John Sawhill 
IRS would refund 30 cent gas tax 


WASHINGTON :UPO - Federal ener- 


gy chief John Sawhill disclosed Wednes- 
day he had proposed 10 the White House 
that gasoline consumption be reduced by 
imposing a tax that would later be re- 
funded by the Internal Revenue Service. 


And Treasury Secretary William E. 


Simon at the same time denied he had 
anything to do with a federal rule — 
drafted while Simon was the nation's 
energy chief — which allowed oil com- 
panies to make $40 million in windfall 
profits this year. 


Sawhill said he suggested to President 


Ford's advisers that the "refundable 
fee" be set at 20 to 30 cents a gallon with 
the motorist filing for a refund through 
his Income tax returns. 


"The refund would have to come 


through the withholding system although 
other mechanisms would have to be 
found to refund to people who are not 
part of the tax system; that is those who 
don't pay Income tax," said the head of 
the Federal Energy Administration. 


"In order to really be effective a fee 


would have to be somewhere in the 20 to 
30 cents a gallon range." 


As an example, Sawhill said that if a 


motorist drove 10,000 miles a year in a 
car that got 20 miles per gallon, he would 
pay a refundable fee of $100 if the rate 
was 20 cents a gallon. 


He said he was opposed to a straight; 


non-refundable tax on gasoline because it 
would have to be quite large to reduce 
consumption and it would work a hard- 
ship on poor people. 


Sawhill said the United States must 


"take some tough steps to cut back on 
our usage of energy" to prove to the rest 
of the world that the nation is "serious 
about energy conservation." 


Meanwhile, Simon answered what he 


called "severely derogatory comments" 
by members of a House subcommittee. 


Rep. 
John 
D. 
Dingell, 
D-Mlch., 


chairman of the Subcommittee on Regu- 
latory Agencies, said either the govern- 
ment knowingly assisted the oil com- 
panies/or Simon had shown "the most 
serious form of lack of leadership" when 
he headed the Federal Energy Office. 


Dingell told Simon that even some oil 


companies themselves had warned the 
government that the federal rule might 
lead to excessive profits. The so-called 


"double dip" provision in federal oil allo- 
cation rules, which allowed big oil com- 
panies to claim costs twice, existed for 
four months early this year before it died 
with the petroleum crisis. 


"There appears in the record severely 


derogatory comments by members of 
this committee seeking to assign blame 
for the chaotic situation under which we 
were all laboring at the FEO," said Sim- 
on. Such statements reveal little under- 
standing of the magnitude of the task im- 
posed upon us."

Ford considering 
speech to nation 
on economic plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford is considering an address before a 
joint session of Congress next Tuesday to 
unveil his new inflation-fighting econom- 
ic program, White House sources said 
Wednesday. 


They said they expected the speech, if 


given, would be televised on all major 
networks. 


Ford promised In his concluding re- 


marks at the economic summit last 
weekend to offer the American people 
and Congress "a program of action 
which will bring balance and vitality to 
our economy." 


His top economic advisers have been 


meeting daily since Saturday afternoon 
to develop an action program. Ford has 
presided at the session that Is headed by 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon to 
oversee, coordinate and implement all 
the administration's economic policies, 
national and international. 


Ford was studying scores of proposals, 


including taxes which would lift some of 
the financial burden from the poor who 
arc suffering most from Inflation. Anoth- 
er tax under consideration is a surtax on 
Income for the high-salaried. 


The President has definitely ruled out 


wage and price controls and no surprises 
were expected along that line. 


Ford said inflation "strikes society 


unevenly" and government must concern 
Itself with those on whom this burden 
falls excessively. He said the govern- 
ment'must provide productive work for 
those without jobs. 


"We must adjust our tax system to en- 


courage savings, stimulate productivity, 
discourage excessive debt, and correct 
inflation-caused inequities," he said. 


Also in the address he is considering, 


Ford will present a plan of action to keep 
the federal budget for the current fiscal 
year under $300 billion. 


He also is exploring proposals for a na- 


tional energy conservation program. 


The President requested that the pub- 


lic send in recommendations on how to 
fight inflation and save energy, and an 
aide said that they arc beginning to pour 
in. 


Meanwhile, the President will appear 


before a congressional subcommittee 
Ocl'. io to answer questions on how and 
why he pardoned Richard M. Nixon, it 
was announced.

Ehrlichman claims double jeopardy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -John D. Ehr- 


lichman claimed Wednesday he cannot 
be prosecuted on Watergate covcrup 
charges, saying the principle of double 
Jeopardy invalidates two of the five 
charges against him in the two-day old 
cover-up trial. 


With jury selection proceeding slowly 


in the courtroom, Ehrlichman's lawyers 
filed an "affirmative defense of double 
jeopardy" with trial judge John J. Sirica 
claiming their client can't be prosecusted 
for the cover-up conspiracy because of 
his earlier conviction In the Ellsberg bur- 
glary case. 


Sirica, meantime, warned prospective 


jurors they could be jailed for contempt 
of court if they fail to declare their true 
feelings about the case during the jury 
selection process expected to last several 
more days. 


After eight hours of 
preliminary 


screening Wednesday, Sirica excused 80 
persons from jury duty on personal hard- 


'The birds' are returning to Graceham 


GRACEHAM, Md. (UPI) — Last win- 


ter millions of birds finally left a pine 
grove near this tiny hamlet after threat- 
ening its economy and health for weeks. 
But experts warned the birds might re- 
turn in the fall. 


Already hundreds of thousands of birds 


have returned to the communal roost. 
Health and wildlife officials indicated 
Thursday that measures to keep the 
birds away apparently were Inadequate. 


Last winter, evoking memories of Al- 


fred 
Hitchcock's horror film, 
"The 


Birds," millions of starlings, blackbirds 
and gracklcs blackened the skies, de- 
stroyed crops and ate livestock feed. 
Droppings several inches thick in places 


carried the threat of hlstoplasmosis, a 
lung disease. 


Finally their spring departure was hur- 


ried by a barrage of firecrackers, bright 
lights and recordings of birds in distress. 
But experts predicted the birds, at- 
tracted by the grove's warmth and shel- 
ter, would return unless some trees were 
cut. 


The grove is finally being thinned out 


after months of argument over who 
would pay for the work. But the state 
health department's chief veterinarian, 
Dr. Kenneth Crawford, thinks the cutting 
is too little too late. 


"If they're only taking out every third 


row, they're going to have bird prob- 


lems," he said. "Within days those trees 
will fill up that thinned out space." 


But project forester Ken Willetts dis- 


agreed. "If it was thinned anymore, you 
would get to the point of detriment to the 
other trees and might as well remove 
them all," he said. 


Frederick County health official Paul 


Beale said the grove is "a lot more open 
now" and added, "Some foremen for the 
cutting are beginning to say it's not go- 
ing to keep the birds away. There are 
already a lot of birds in Graceham, and 
a lot of people don't have much hope that 
thinning trees is the answer." 


He said the county might try burning 


sulphur in small quantities in the grove 
to keep the birds away.

Jaworski gave no indication who 
else he may seek to prove was involved. 


McLaughlin quits as White House aide 


• Nearly two months after his duties 


ended, Fr. John McLaughlin resigned 
Wednesday as a White House speech- 
writer. One of many former Nixon aides 
still on the payroll, McLaughlin's presence 
was a particular embarrassment because 
of his post outspoken and controversial 
defense of the former president, and a 
life style — including an apartment in 
the Watergate complex — that furrowed 
the brows of his Jesuit 'superiors.

Honduras airlift 
of food, clothing 
stalled temporarily 


The military airlift of some 18,000 


pounds of food and clothing collected In 
the Northwest suburbs and earmarked 
for hurricane-stricken Honduras was 
canceled Wednesday but other arrange- 
ments arc being made to get the contri- 
butions to South America. 


A Defense Dcpt. directive issued 


Wednesday morning from Washington, 
D.C.. ordered the Marine Air Reserve at 
the Glcnvlcw Naval Air Station to forget 
about plans to deliver the supplies to 
New Orleans, where a ship was to take 
them to Honduras. 


Instead, llonduran officials arc final- 


izing plans to transport tho provisions 
across country by commercial Jet or by 
truck for shipment overseas, meaning a 
delay In aiding needy victims of Hurri- 
cane Fifi. The strom struck Honduras 
two weeks ago, killing several thousand 
people and leaving countless others 
homeless. 


"Tho good Intentions arc appreciated," 


said Mrs. Normn Solano of tho Honduran 
Embassy In Chicago in reference to tho 
efforts by tho Glcnvlcw Marines thA ulti- 
mately were aborted. "Now oil we con 
do Is wait a day. 


THE CRY FOR HELP was answered 


by area residents who read of Mrs. 
Maria McGowcan of Arlington Heights, a 
native of Honduras whoso family appar- 
ently was unharmed by the hurricane 
and subsequent flooding. But in the 
course of learning of the family's status 
It became obvious that persons affected 
by tho disaster needed assistance. Con- 
tributions and gifts poured in and plans 
were made to send them. 


Though Delta Airlines had already 


flown for no charge three shipments of 
Chicago donations to Miami where they 
were placed aboard Sahsa Airlines in a 
final link with Honduras, a difficulty in 
scheduling weekday runs prompted a 
call to Glcnvlcw. The supplies were de- 
livered to the base Tuesday night but 
they remained there all day Wednesday 
when tho trip was canceled. 


"The plans have fallen through," said 


operations officer Maj. Greg Lee of Pala- 
tine. "Without us knowing it some sort of 
big meeting was going on yesterday 
(Tuesday) and this morning (Wednes- 
day) In Washington. The Defense Dept. 
has issued new guidelines making it Ille- 
gal for us to fly any airlifts." 


LEE SAID THE ORDER explained 


that the Air Force had completed efforts 
to get "immediate, high-priority supplies 
( m e a n i n g food, medicine and in- 
secticides)" to Honduras and that any 
additional supplies would have to be sent 
without military assistance. 


Officials from the Glcnvicvv base were 


asked to help because regularly sched- 
uled training flights to Miami and New 
Orleans arc made from there. Plans 
called for a flight to go to the Louisiana 
city Wednesday morning at 10 but it was 
delayed so long by the Washington meet- 
ing that it never got to New Orleans. Pi- 
lots made a practice run closer to homo 
instead.

Many mercy flights delayed 
because of material logjam

When the torrential rains and high

— badly needed supplies are held up in 
staging areas became of transportation 
problems. 


In Miami, donations of food and cloth- 


Ing have reached the million-pound mark 
but they arc arriving at such a rate that 
TAN, the 
Honduran airline, cannot 


handle the situation. 


AT HOUSTON tons of provisions are 


stacked up at two airport warehouses for 
lack of moving facilities. 


A Houston Fire Dcpt. spokesman said 


Wednesday that fuel had been received 
for a flight to Honduras but no plane Is 
available. 


Two Air Force Reserve planes trans- 


ported 40 tons of supplies to the disaster 
area but It was not known whether the 
Air Force would authorize additional 
mercy flights. 


Lt. Col. Don Reynolds, who accom- 


«IMV-»X.. , 
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ponied one of the flights from Houston, 
said the planes had to land at different 
airports because of storage problems. 


"Both airfields were working to capac- 


ity and if there hod been more craft ar- 
riving or departing they couldn't have 
handled them," Reynolds said. "Nearly 
half of our cargo was unloaded box by 
box by 10-to 12-year-old Honduran Boy 
Scouts." 


IN MIAMI. TAN president Bill Spohrcr 


said "It's just too much. We're tho stag- 
ing area but it's more than we can deal 
with. We just can't fly It out as fast as 
it's coming in." 


Three flights leave daily and two ships 


sail weekly from Miami on the mercy 
mission. Similar accounts have been re- 
ported from other areas but Spohrer said 
that much of the smaller individual con- 
tributions seem to be diminishing and 
most of the relief shipments now come 
from professional relief organizations. 


Mrs. Henry Leo, an organzcr of the 


Honduran Rclltf Center in Morgan City, 
La., said 12 tons of food with a ton of 
medical and other supplies collected by 
volunteers in the Morgan City are* were 
being shipped to Honduras by boat.

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Special plan OK 
to stymie hospital 
branch project? 


Franklin Boulevard Community Hospi- 


tal will have to begin construction of its 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove branch without 
the planning approval needed to obtain 
Important Blue Cross-Blue Shield funds, 
a hospital spokesman said Wednesday. 


Norman Davis, a Franklin Boulevard 


consultant, said approval by Com- 
prehensive Health Planning, Inc., a pre- 
requisite to receiving a Bluo Cross-Blue 
Shield contract, probably would take six 
months. 


To delay start of construction that 


long, Davis said, would mean a sharp 
rise In construction costs. 


"If we don't get started this year, I 


doubt If we'll over do It," he said. "We 
simply can't wait for Comprehensive 
Health Planning to review It." 


DAVIS SAID EVEN If hospital officials 


waited for the review, there Is still tho 
possibility the agency would not accept 
tho hospital plans. 


Franklin Boulevard Hospital legally 


can begin construction without the ap- 
proval of Comprehensive Health Plan- 
ning. Without that agency's approval, 
however, Blue Cross-Blue Shield will not 
sign a contract with the hospital. 


This means that It would not bo fully 


reimbursed by Bluo Cross-Blue Shield for 
costs Incurred by patients with that type 
of hospital Insurance. 


A spokesman for Bluo Cross said 


Wednesday more than 30 per cent of tho 
persons In tho United States arc insured 
by tho company and would thus create a 
"severe financial hardship" on any hos- 
pital which was not a member. Officials 
could not break down membership In tho 
Buffalo Grovc-Whccllng area. 


In addition, Davis said without a Blue 


Cross contract tho hospital backers will 
have to look toward an alternate method 
of financing tho branch hospital. 


A STATE LAW allows the hospital to 


finance part of tho construction with gen- 
eral obligation bonds that arc purchased 
through the county or municipality in or- 
der to obtain lower Interest rates. Davis 
sold, however, that unless tho hospital 
can show financing agencies that It has a 
contract with Bluo Cross, they arc un- 
willing to commit financial support. 


Thus, If tho project cannot be financed 


with general obligation bonds, the hospi- 
tal would have to use private financing 
which carries higher Interest rates, 
Davis said. 


He said it may be financially beneficial 


for his clients to obtain private financing 
because tho higher Interest rates may 
cost less than If they wait several 


months and arc faced with substantially 
higher construction costs. 


Davis said ho was dismayed to learn of 


the Blue Cross requirement because he 
thought the hospital had cleared Its final 
hurdle two weeks ago when its final 
plans were approved by the Illinois Dept. 
of Public Health. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR Comprehensive 


Health Planning said a recent report In- 
dicated there is no need for additional 
hospital facilities In Cook County. He 
said tho new hospital will not be ap- 
proved unless Franklin Boulevard offi- 
cials can show tho agency otherwise. 


"The assumption that a hospital is not 


needed out hero is pretty ridiculous," 
Davis said. "I don't know how they 
(Comprehensive Health Planning) can 
refuse to approve us after we already 
have state approval." 


By obtaining approval by tho state be- 


fore Oct. 1, the hospital avoided the new- 
ly-enacted certificate of need law, which 
requires tho backers to prove that a hos- 
pital is needed where It is being pro- 
posed. 


Davis said it probably Is illegal for 


Blue Cross to refuse to enter Into a con- 
tract because a hospital has not been ap- 
proved by Comprehensive Health Plan- 
ning. He said, however, ho doubts the 
hospital will challenge the matter in 
court. 


Before any decisions arc 
reached, 


Davis said, he plans to meet with Bluo 
Cross officials. Ho said he met with them 
recently, but little progress was made. 


THE BLUE CROSS spokesman sold It 


has been tho firm's policy since 1973 to 
require review of all hospital facilities by 
a local planning agency before entering 
Into a contract. 


Although there arc serious problems 


facing the new hospital, Davis said the 
backers arc not likely to abandon the 
project. "I don't think those people will 
do that," he said. "They've already done 
too much and worked too hard to scrap 
the plans now." 


Davis said the hospital will solicit the 


support of local organizations to demon- 
strate the hospital has the backing of the 
community. "We want to show there is 
great Interest In this hospital," he said. 


Tho 228-bcd satellite facility has been 


proposed for a tract on the east side of 
Schocnbcck Road, just south of Wheel- 
Ing's corporate limits. 


Tho $113-milllon facility would bo de- 


signed to serve Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove, parts of Mount Prospect, Pros- 
pect Heights, Arlington Heights, North- 
brook and southern Lake County.

said he "certainly will talk to the may- 
or" about the matter. 


AN EQUALLY NEGATIVE reaction 


was registered by Jacobson, who said "It 
certainly Isn't Illegal but there Is a mor- 
ality issue hero in tho mayor possibly 
using his clout" to advance sales for his 
own private firm. 


"The aldermen are going to havo some 


questions, a lot of questions," said Jacob- 
son, and "until I can ask some questions 
and get some answers, I don't think any 
additional things can be done." 


Jacobson said his first reaction was to 


wonder "why It was never brought to our 
attention by the director of public 
works." 


Jacobson said ho was concerned that 


city employes might havo been used in 
sales demonstrations, and added "I 
would prefer nobody was demonstrating" 
with city equipment. "Why should tho 
taxpayers be Involved In private enter- 
prise?" 


Although Scanlan said "I know Roland 


loo well to think he would do anything 
dishonest," ho added ho thought tho 
mayor had not used good judgment. 


"IP HE WOULD HAVE consulted with 


me on something like that I would havo 
said 'No. Roland, I wouldn't do it. It just 
doesn't look good,'" said Scanlan. Tho 
alderman said ho feels Meyer Is "one of 
tho best things that happened to this 
city," and felt the mayor might bo able 
to justify his firm's sales technique by 
pointing to other businessmen who dem- 
onstrate their product line with satisfied 
customers. But "I would havo said 'no.' I 
just don't think it's good judgment," 
said Scanlan. 


Huddlcston said: "I don't know just 


what to think about the situation at this 
point. I'd just like to think about tho mat- 
ter." Waldron agreed, although he noted 
McFoggan proposed the city buy the spe- 


cialized garbage trucks. "It was his idea 
for these Kuka Shark trucks and the 
whole system," noted Waldron. 


The fact that the mayor owns Midwest 


might boost company sales, suggested 
Waldron. "I think a mayor might havo 
more weight in Impressing a prospect 
ivc buyer than any other salesman 
might," he said suggesting there may be 
"unfair competition." 


ALTHOUGH WEBER said he intends 


to question Meyer, ho added he considers 
tho mayor "the last guy who would put 
himself in a position whcro there's any 
conflict of interest at all or where there's 
any public disgrace."

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Schools adopt new 
sex ed program 
for upper grades

A new sex education curriculum (or 


seventh and eighth graders In River 
Trails Dist. 28 has been adopted by the 
board of education. 


The two-year program was designed 


during tho summer by teachers Ma- 
rianne Jezowki and Don Wlckorsham and 
was presented to the board at Its Tues- 
day night meeting. 
. Alan Levin, curriculum director, said 
• sex education was taught last year by a 
team of outside consultants. This year, 
he added, the curriculum will bo taken 
over at tho district level and taught by 
teachers. 


Tho seventh-grade curriculum, which 


will be taught over a four-week period, 
will deal with tho adolescent changes ex- 
perienced by young people, and with re- 
production. 


LEVIN STRESSED that tho curriculum 


"emphasizes tho normal to alleviate any 
worries about fast or slow development." 


Teachers will discuss not only the 


physical changes young people experi- 
ence but tho social and emotional 
changes. Discussions on reproduction 
will Include Information on tho male and 
female reproduction systems, fertiliza- 
tion, prenatal development and birth. 


Eighth-grade curriculum will review 


reproduction and dclvo into the areas of 
dating and social diseases. 


The two teachers who mapped out the 


new program created a 54-page guide for 
use by sex education teachers. The guide 
Includes pages of reference material, dis- 
cussion topics, diagrams, suggested ac- 
tivities, and the district's objectives in 
teaching each of tho subject areas. 


FOR EXAMPLE, IN the area of emo- 


tional aspects of adolescent change, the 


8500,000 school 
tax warrants 
apparently lost 


A total of J300.000 worth of negotiable 


tax anticipation warrants Issued by Elk 
Grove Township Dlst. 59 have apparently 
been lost by two financial Institutions, 
school officials said. 


The loss docs not affect the school dis- 


trict because tho institutions arc respon- 
sible for any loss if tho warrants are 
cashed, according to Arthur Perry, as- 
B 1st ant superintendent for adminis- 
tration. Both Institutions will post bonds 
lis times greater than the warrants to 
Insure payment if tho originals are cash- 
ed. 


The Dlst. 39 Board of Education au- 


thorized Issuance of duplicate tax war- 
rants to replace the originals earlier this 
week. 


ACCORDING TO PERRY, the action 


will allow the district to pay the debt as 
planned and remove any possibility of 
tarnishing tho district's credit rating 
with bonding companies. 


The two institutions are Northwestern 


National Bank of Minneapolis and Kid- 
dor. Peabody & Co., a Now York-based 
brokerage firm, said Harold Erlondson, 
Elk Grove Township school treasurer. 


William Schumway, attorney for the 


school treasurer, refused to supply any 
Information from the warrant-sale docu- 
ment In his possession, saying he didn't 
want to "embarrass" the two Institutions 
involved. Schumway contended that the 
Information Is confidential. 


Edward Cosmo, an official in tho 


bonds and investment department at 
Northwestern National, said ho knows 
nothing about tho lost warrants. 


ANOTHER DANK OFFICER however 


said he was vaguely aware of tho situ- 
atlon but didn't know any details. 


Gcsmo did say It was possible North- 


western National was holding the bonds 
for "one of our clients — maybe a coun- 
try bank." 


The warrants are a means to borrow 


against anticipated tax revenue. They 
were issued against 1973 tax monies. 


The warrants are to bo paid off when 


the tax money Is received and will expire 
In six months, Perry said. Tax money is 
now starting to come in. 


The loss of three of tho tax warrants 


was discovered in June, according to Er- 
landson. The district was expecting part 
of the tax levy to come in and the town- 
ship treasurer Issued a call for the three 
warrants to the Minnesota Bank. The 
bank was unable to locate the warrants, 
he said. 


The second set of warrants was dis- 


covered missing Sept. 28 when the treas- 
urer issued another call for the warrants 
from the East Coast firm. Erlandson 
sold that apparently the broker ago firm 
holding the bonds merged with another 
firm and lost tho warrants during tho 
merger. 


"WE'RE OLAD TO GET some of this 


cleared up," said Erlandson. "We paid 
off three of the warrants yesterday 
(Tuesday)." 


The treasurer pointed out that the mix- 


up was going to bo an additional expense 
to tho township school trustees, a body 
which has control over local school dis- 
trict funds. "Someone has to take care of 
the paperwork," he said referring to tho 
trustees, "and It's going to cost some-- 
body somewhere along the line." 


Erlandson said ho had no idea what 


the cost Involved would bo.

During their research, the teachers 


sought advice from tho Illinois Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction's office on 
how to handle discussions of birth con- 
trol. 


The response from the stale, Levin 


said, was that only a doctor can discuss 
birth control with a class and students 
must have written permission from their 
parents. Teachers should refer questions 
on the subject back to tho parents — 
pointing out there arc religious overtones, 
he said. 


"NOT INCLUDING birth control infor- 


mation Is like giving a child a book of 
matches and not telling him where the 
extinguisher Is," said board member 
Lcoru Rosen. 


Other board membcs tagged OSPI's 


answer as "archaic" and "outdated." 


Wickcrsham, who may be teaching the 


sex education course, said both he and 
Jczowkl had hoped the board would react 
In favor of including birth control In the 
curriculum. He said changes would be 
made In the guide as teachers work with 
it and It was possible this addition would 
be made. 


Tho guide contains recommendations, 


also approved by the board: 


• A sex education curriculum for kin- 


dergarten through eighth grade should 
bo developed to emphasize self-under- 
standing, family life, social responsi- 
bilities and physical development. 


• The process of formulating a sex 


education curriculum should be an on-go- 
ing process; deletions and additions 
should be made as necessary. 


• The guide should be evaluated by 


parents and teachers and should be re- 
vised each year based on recommenda- 
tions. 


• Parent meetings should be held to 


show the specific materials that will bo 
used and answer any questions. 


• A parent bookshelf should be estab- 


lished with reference materials for adults. 


• Supplementary materials should be 


purchased. 


• No teacher should be forced to teach 


the curriculum. 


• Teachers will have In-service train- 


Ing to help them use the guide and be- 
come comfortable with tho subject area. 


The curriculum will be used this year 


after Initial changes are made by Levin 
and training workshops arc held for in- 
structors.

Firm hired to study costs 
Prospect moves to buy water system 


Mount Prospect has taken the first 


step toward purchase of Citizens Utilities 
Co.'s water and sewer systm in the New 
Town section of the village. 


The village board Tuesday voted to 


hire the firm of M & E/Alstot, March 
and Gulllou Inc., DCS Plalncs, to conduct 
a study of the cost of purchasing the util- 
ity company's equipment in the north- 
cast portion of the village. 


Cost of the appraisal is not to exceed 


$27,600. 
1 


M a y o r Robert D. Tolc^ert said 


Wednesday the purpose of the'Appraisal 
is to determine whether It would be finan- 
cially feasible for the village to make an 
offer to tho company and assume the wa- 
ter supplying job in that area. 


"The study will try to place a price on 


capital improvements and hopefully de- 
termine how the system can be in- 
tegrated into the village water system," 
Telchort said. The study also will try to 
determine if the equipment serving 
Mount Prospect can be separated from 
company holdings in other areas, Tel- 
chert said. 


ACCORDING TO tho agreement pro- 


posed by George March of the engineer- 
ing firm, the study will determine the 
value of the existing water supply and 
sewer system and figure what other 
costs, such as short-range capital im- 
provements, financing of the system, 
purchase and annual maintenance and 
operation costs would bo required. The 
study also will report on the total cost 


needed for the purchase, whether the 
present rate structure would provide the 
needed revenue and whether the pur- 
chase is considered feasible. 


Teichert said that if purchase of the 


equipment is possible the cost would be 
financed through the sale of revenue 
bonds which would be retired through the 
payment of user fees. 


Teichcrt speculated that the ultimate 


price of purchasing the equipment could 
be paid off according to tho present rate 
structure charged by Citizens. Due to a 
recently approved rate increase, about 
2,330 households in Mount Prospect that 
are served by Citizens pay a minimum 
monthly water rate of $5.35 and a flat 
sewer charge of $6 per month. 


The charge to Citizens customers in 


Mount Prospect is considerably higher 
than the cost assessed to village resi- 
dents who are tied into the village water 
system. 


THE RATE differential is such that a 


family in the Citizens service area would 
pay $13.46 a month including a sewer 
charge for 6,000 gallons of water used 
compared to a charge of $7 per month to 
other village residents for the identical 
service. 


"The rate difference is extreme and as 


it stands thero is no relief for the people 
in the Citizens area," Teichert said. 
"They don't have a constant supply of 
water and they still pay a higher cost." 


The mayor added that if the Citizens 


equipment was integrated into the vil- 


lage water system, residents in the New 
Town area would be assured a constant 
water'supply with good pressure because 
the village wells could handle the added 
load. 


Teichert said it is possible that if the 


village purchases the Citizens equipment, 
rates charged to residents in the New 
Town area eventually could go down 
once the revenue bonds are retired. "At 
least they couldn't be in a worse position 
than they are now," the mayor said. 


NO TIMETABLE for completing the 


study has been determined but Teichert 
said he believes the matter is urgent and 
should receive prompt attention. 


"This is way overdue, in my judgment. 


The people have approached us to con- 
sider this and they are the ones who will 
have to bear the cost," Teichert said. 


Although Citizens has said it is not in- 


terested in selling any or all of its oper- 
ation, Teichert said if the village made 
the company an offer, he expected it 
•would be given serious consideration. 


"The ultimate goal in this situation is 


to provide the people there with better 
service and lower rates," Gelchert said. 


TRUSTEE RICHARD N. Hendricks, 


the lone dissenter in the vote to proceed 
with the study, said Wednesday he is not 
opposed to possible purchase of the utili- 
ty company. 


"My question is whether we should 


spend $27,000 for a study when it may not 
be feasible to buy the company at all," 
Hendricks said. 


Hendricks moved to have the mtter ta- 


bled in favor of waiting for a legal opin- 
ion on whether the village has the right 
to condemn the company if Citizens re- 
fuses to sell. Teichert ruled the motion 
out-of-order contending that the village 
always has the right of condemnation as 
a last resort. 


"I voted aginst the motion reluctantly 


because my concern was not answered," 
Hendricks said, "but I am in favor of 
obtaining the company in order to get 
those people on village water." 


Des Plaines, which already has' re- 


ceived a study, is considering alterna- 
tives to outright purchase of the system. 
About 500 homes in Waycinden Park, an 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township sub- 
division surrounded by Des Plaines, are 
served by Citizens Utilities Co.

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Missouri prof tells teachers; 
'Career education9 helps kids throughout life

"Career Education" Is another nnmc 


for "personalized education" and will 
help students learn to make the decisions 
that will affect the rest of their lives, a 
professor from the University of Mis- 
souri told a group of Northwest suburban 
teachers Tuesday. 


Norman Gysbcrs, professor of educa- 


tion at Missouri and the author of sev- 
eral books on career education, told 
teachers associated with the Elementary 
Vocational Education (EVE) project, 
that "career education really encom- 
passes all of education — It Involves the 
English teacher, the Latin teacher and 
the fine arts teachers." 


EVE Is a project involving four local 


elementary districts. The project, oper- 
ated through the Northwest Education 
Cooperative, runs teacher-training pro- 
grams to help elementary teachers learn 
how to teach elementary children about 
careers and career planning. 


GYSMKllS SAID THAT some people 


think career education "is simply a now 
title for vocational and technical educa- 
tion." but he said It Is more than that. 
Career education can instead help stu- 
dents decide on vocations and on how 
they want to relate to all other roles they 
Mill have in life, ho said. 


"Some people tend to equate a career 


with an occupation," ho said, "but I 
think that's a misuse. The world has oc- 
cupations, but people havo careers. We 
need to look at the career concept as en- 
compassing all of a person's roles." 


He cautioned the teachers that some 


people ulll be hostile to the Idea of ca- 
reer education. "Some people view this 
as the Trojan horse built by vocational 
educators and drawn up to the gates of a 
liberal education. They sec it as a water- 
ing down of education," he said. 


Also, he said, some people arc sceptic-

is just about work is too narrow. While 
we have to focus on the work ethic, we 
also have to focus on the life ethic in 
which all work has meaning." 


He added, "I don't really think all 


work has dignity. I think people havo 
dignity and sometimes they take that 
dignity to their work." 


Career education is also not just for 


students who arc not going to college, he 
sold, because "people who go to college 
ako have careers." He said career edu- 
cation can be applied when teachers tako 
children on field trips and focus on the 
people who work somewhere rather than 
on the machinery and the product. 


IN ADDITION, HE said that published 


information about different jobs is just 
one part of career education. "Most ca- 
reer information Is wntten by labor 
economists to answer questions labor 
economists ask — not to answer the 
questions kids ask," he said. 


"We have to get young people involved 


in developing their own information. One 
of the most Important curriculum pur- 


chases you can make Is a tape recorder 
and a Polaroid camera,'.1 he said. Using 
the tape recorder and camera, he added, 
"You can send a couple of kids out as an 
investigative team to find out about jobs 
and come back and report to the class."

Last week a small green book arrived 


In the mall titled "Tho Third Annual 
Stale of Education Message," by Michael 
Bakalis, state school superintendent. 


The book is bound to bo noteworthy on 


several counts. For ono thing this is the 
last year that Bakalis will serve as the 
last elected stato school superintendent 
In Illinois. In January the state board of 
education will take over and will hire a 
superintendent. 


And, in fact, the chapter on the Stato 


Board of Education In tho green book is 
the one that is especially Interesting — 
and it already has gotten Bakalis Into a 
little hot water with tho stato board. 


THE CHAPTER on the state board Is 


blunt and to the point. Bnkalls points out 
that the stato board Is appointed by the 
governor — not elected as ho has been — 
and that this "presents grave dangers 
for public accountability which,will ne- 
cessitate an increased citizen aware- 
ness." 


Bakalis also points out that state 


boards of education In other states gener- 
ally arc "not very effective bodies, and 
exorcise little Important Influence In the 
overall decision-making power of public 
education." Ho adds, "It would, indeed, 
bo a tragedy If our new stato board of 
education wore also to fall Into this pat- 
tern of disuse, mediocrity and Impo- 
tence." 


Baknlis then spells out the things the 


state board must do to avoid that prob- 
lem — saying that it must "establish a 
philosophy" and make the "selection of n 
superintendent who must be compatible 
with the philosophy." 


Then comes part of the report that had 


Bakalis explaining what ho meant to 
members of tho state boon): "If tho 


Education

board Is not to become an anonymous 
and distant body, which tho public knows 
little about, It must seek in a con- 
scientious way to be visible and acces- 
sible to tho people of Illinois. No longer 
do the people have a direct voice either 
to tho board or to tho superintendent." 


THAT LINE ABOUT "direct voice" 


bothered at least ono of the board mem- 
bers. Bakalis explained that he meant to 
indicate by that that tho board should go 
out to communities, and, in fact, in the 
next sentence of tho report ho says just 
that: "Tho responsibility is even greater 
that tho board go to communities, listen 
to people, and, most Importantly of all, 
Insure that it never becomes the captive 
or the spokesman for any single vested 
interest in the educational estab- 
lishment." 


That statement Is true, and, in fact, 


moit of Bakalis' statements and cautions 
about the new state board are realistic 
and valuable. It Is, after all, a problem 
to have an appointed board working with 
an appointed staff In a field that has In- 
creasingly become a topic of political 
controversy. 


It is even possible that in a few years 


we will find some people in Illinois sug- 
gesting that we should have an elected 
school superintendent — because by that 
time everyone will have forgotten the 
abuses some politicians brought to the 
office and will know what is wrong with 
the state board system. 


BAKALIS' STATEMENTS on the state 


board are Interesting In another way. As 
the state board has been going over ap- 
plications for state superintendent there 
has been plenty of speculation around the 
state about the possibility that Bakalis 
will be hired. 


It seems though, that if Bakalis really 


believed he was going to be named su- 
perintendent that he would be a little 
more cautious about the things he wrote 
about tho state board. It may be that he 
already knows he isn't going to be cho- 
sen for the job and so felt free to point 
out the weaknesses of the state board 
system In his "State o' Education" mes- 
sage. 


Doing that could put him in a pretty 


good position if the state board flops.

URBANA, 111. (UPI) — The corn and soybean crop damage 


wreaked earlier on northern Illinois fields was spread into 
other parts of the state by this week's frosts, the University 
of Illinois Agricultural Service reported in a special issue 
Wednesday. 


A light frost Monday night was followed by a hard freeze 


Tuesday that killed corn and soybean plants in central Illi- 
nois, and damage extended into southern Illinois, the service 
reported. Earlier frosts already had killed crops in the north- 
ern part of the state. 


Late planted corn and soybeans will be severely damaged 


by the frost and yields will be reduced, the university's in- 
vestigators said. 


As of Wednesday, agronomists and county extension ad- 


visers gave this picture of crop and weather conditions; 


• Southern Illinois: Frost with temperatures down to 30 


degrees hit southern Illinois Tuesday night causing damage to 
corn and soybeans, said Dale Millis, U. of I. area agronomist 
at Brownstown. . 


The extent of the damage will not be known for a few days, 


Millis said, but drooping soybean leaves and watery spots on 
corn leaves are sure signs of injury. The frost came too soon 
for many late planted fields to escape damage and yields will 
be reduced. Harvest is running behind schedule due to late 
planting and less than ideal weather conditions during the 
growing season, Millis said. 


• Eastern Illinois: Freezing temperatures Tuesday night 


took care of the possibility of anything continuing to grow, 
said Earl Bantz, Champaign County extension adviser. 


Corn and soybean plants are now dead and yields will be 


down on those that were planted late. Bantz reported that 
some harvesting is under way with soybean yields ranging 
from in to 40 bushels per acre. Reported corn yields are near 
the 100 bushel mark. 


• Western Illinois: A hard freeze Tuesday night with tem- 


peratures dropping as low as 26 degrees killed corn and soy- 


bean plants in Adams County, said Ronald G. Dedert, exten- 
sion adviser. A light freeze the previous night had done min- 
imal damage. 


"I'd estimate 75 to 80 per cent of the crop was past frost 


danger," Dedert said, but corn planted as late as June 24 had 
just dented and will be damaged considerably, and some soy- 
beans planted in the middle of July will probably produce 
nothing. 


• Northern Illinois: Frost hit northern Illinois again early 


this week but D. E. Mulvaney, U. of I. area agronomist at De 
Kalb, said the latest frost made little difference as the dam- 
age already was done. 


Soybean harvest has started, with yields ranging from 20 to 


35 bushels per year, Mulvaney said. 


"Yields at our Elwood research field are running 8 to 10 


bushels per acre below the four-year average," he said. 
Farmers still are harvesting some corn for silage; however, 
only seed corn companies are harvesting corn grain, he said.

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The environment 
Energy experts probe atomic plants 


by LEA TONKIN 


Energy experts Dixie Lee Ray of the Atomic Energy Com- 


mission and federal administrator John Sawhill continue to 
bank on the increased use of nuclear power to meet the na- 
tion's demand for power. Yet environmental critics such as 
tho Palatine based Pollution and Environmental Problems 
Inc., and tho Lake Michigan Federation are calling for added 
restriction of nuclear power plant development. 


"We In Illinois are particularly concerned about the prob- 


lems — not tho promises — of nuclear power," said Mrs. 
Catherine Qulgg. PEP vice president. 


"We face one of the Ugliest potential concentrations of radi- 


ation pollution In the United States, from six nuclear power 
plants, including tho world's largest at Zlon and General 
Electrlc's reprocessing plant at Morris." Operating diffi- 
culties have stalled the opening of tho Morris facility. 


The Atomic Energy Commission Sept. 20 Instructed oper- 


ators of all boiling water nuclear reactors to conduct detailed 
examinations of welds In small auxiliary pipes in tho system 
that circulates water to cool tho nuclear fuel. The exam- 
ination is aimed at determining whether cracks or flaws exist 
In any of these pipes. Two Commonwealth Edison Co. nuclear 
power units — Dresden and the Quad Cities In Illinois — 
recently were shut down because pipe cracks developed in 
their cooling systems. 


The chances of a "meltdown" from a cooling system fail- 


ure, or a major accident arc as likely as those of a meteorite 
falling, said an AEC spokesman. Yet Mrs. Qulgg contends that 
tho meltdown hazard has yet to be solved. 


While some financial experts congratulate Edison for its 


ability to turn out electric power at lower cost than oil-de- 
pendent utilities. Mrs. Qulgg contends that the Illinois dis- 
tinction as a frontrunncr in the nuclear power field as a 
dubious honor. Approximately one-third of Edison's electric 
power supply Is generated at its nuclear stations. 


At tho GE reprocessing plant at Morris, Mrs. Qulgg said 


the AEC has warned that "of all types of shipments spent 
fuel rods and high level waste represent the highest poten- 
tial risk to the citizens of the state." The unit is designed to 
extract plutonlum and uranium from spent nuclear fuel.

National Laboratory and the University of Michigan recently 
spent 10 days gathering samples of sediment from the lake. 


David Edgington of Argonne's Radiological and Environ- 


mental Research Division, said analysis of the samples in- 
dicates tho sedimentation of heavy metals has Increased dur- 
ing the past 35 years because of high lake levels and in- 
creased shore erosion. He said that approximately 13 million 
tons of sediment including heavy metals from radioactive 
materials, automotive exhausts and industrial wastes enter 
the Lake Michigan each year. 


Scientists hope to determine whether changes are occurring 


and what the effect will be on the lake. One process they are 
studying is eutrophlcation, among the causes of Lake Erie 
pollution. 


Power plant cleanup ordered 
Shortage of sea lampreys 


The U. S. Environmental Protection Agency Wednesday or- 


dered most of tho nation's power plants to cut down the 
amount of heated water and chemicals discharged Into 
streams. The $4.1 billion program will eventually add 1.5 per 
cent to the consumers' electric bills, said EPA administrator 
Russell Train. 


The new regulations will apply to power plants in- 


corporating more than 3,000 generating units, Train said. 


Exemptions are provided for power plants at which It can 


be shown that heated discharges do not have an adverse 
impact on the fish population in surrounding waters. Tho 
cleanup will cost $1.4 billion to control chemical discharges 
and $2.7 billion to control thermal discharges.

Scientists arc taking a close look at the bottom of Lake 


Michigan to help determine whether the lake will end up as 
polluted as Lake Erie. A team of researchers from Argonnc 


Sea lampreys hit record low: A catch of 1,911 sea lampreys 


in Lake Superior this year is the most encouraging devel- 
opment to date in the 18-year battle to control the undesirable 
fish. Data recently released by the Dept. of the Interior's 
Fish and Wildlife Service indicate populations of the parasite 
are more than 90 per cent lower than they were in 1961. In 
that peak year, sea lampreys virtually wiped out other fish 
species including the lake trout in the Great Lakes. The trout 
arc now showing signs that they will become self sustaining. 


EPA bans ttvo pesticides 


The U. S. Environmental Protection Agency banned further 


production of tho pesticides dleldrin and aldrin for agricul- 
tural use. The regulation allows existing supplies of the chem- 
ical to be used by corn producers. The National Pest Control 
Assn. adds that the restriction does not affect the use of the 
chemicals to control termites in homes. Shell Chemical pro- 
duces Uic two chemicals.

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Dems expected to control Assembly

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UP1) - The con- 


ventional wisdom has it that Democrats 
will win control of both houses of the Illi- 
nois General Assembly In the Nov. 5 gen- 
oral election. 


Should that assessment, prove correct, 


it probably would boost Gov. Daniel 
Walker's national political ambitions; 
possibly save House Speaker W. Robert 
Blair's political life: and almost certain- 
ly reflect national and local Issues, rath- 
er than statewide concerns. 


Tho breakdown of the legislative ballot 


is this: 


• Republicans now control each house 


of the legislature by a single vote. It has 
been nearly 40 years since the GOP lost 
the governor's mansion and both legisla- 
tive houses simultaneously. 


• Twenty of the Senate's 50 seats arc 


up for election. Twelve of those scats 
currently arc held by Republicans, eight 
by Democrats. All eight Democrats are 
running for another term, while only 10 
of the 12 Republicans will be on tho bal- 
lot. 


• All 177 House scats arc up for elec- 


tion. 


ANALYSTS FROM both parties believe 


the House will have a four-to 10-votc 
Democratic margin when the 70th Gener- 
al Assembly convenes next January. Tho 
Senate, the opinion goes, will be Demo- 
cratic by between one and three votes. 
Even among Republican strategists, it's 
difficult to find anyone who seriously be- 
lieves tho GOP can retain control of ei- 
ther house.

It's also difficult, though, to find any- 


one who can convincingly say why 
Democrats should sweep both houses this 
year. 


Legislators say they're hitting local is- 


sues In their campaigns — issues ranging 
from the Regional Transit Authority in 
tho northeast to the Oakley Dam in the 
Champalgn-Decatur area. They also die 
an expected national reaction to presi- 
dential misdeeds and pardons, though 
Democrats say they're not relying on 
such a trend actually showing up in bal- 
lot counts. 


But, almost to a man, the candidates 


sny no statewide issue — even the eter- 
nal promise of tax relief — has excited 
voters. That situation, they fear, could 
contribute to an unprecedented low vot- 


er turnout the first Tuesday in Novem- 
ber. 


THE 
LEGISLATIVE 
campaign, 


though, holds a great deal of interest for 
Walker. The governor, apparently hoping 
to identify himself nationally as an archi- 


< tect of Democratic triumph, is planning 
a major campaign effort on behalf of his 
party's candidates, whether they want 
his help or not. 


The effort reportedly will include both 


money and personal campaigning. The 
money will come from the Walker-run Il- 
linois Democratic Fund which still hasn't 
paid off Walker's 1972 campaign debt. 
The campaigning will feature Walker in 
his "meet the people" role and deputy 
governor Victor de Grazia as a strate- 
gist. 


Walker operatives say their polls show 


the governor is a "potent, persuasive" 
force downstate, and thus, should help 
Democrats engaged in close races. 


Some of those Democrats, though, 


don't want the governor's help. And oth- 
ers believe his main concern is his own 
future, rather than their election. 


Rock Island County Democratic Chair- 


man John Gianulls, for example, said 
last week it "would definitely hurt us" if 
it became known that de Grazia was 
working for Democrats in the 36th Dis- 
trict. 


"WE'RE TRYING to elect two Demo- 


crats here and we think we have a good 
chance to do it," Gianulls said. "Ho 
(do Grazia) has the interests of only one 
guy at heart — Dan Walker." 


It's one of those interesting little 


ironies of Illinois politics that a Demo- 
cratic takeover in the House could be a 
political lifesaver for the Republican 
speaker. 


It is widely assumed that Blair has gu- 


bernatorial ambitions for 1976 or later. 
To keep those ambitions alive, he will 
have to retain his leadership post, either 
as speaker or as minority leader. 


But Blair has made some blood 


enemies on his own side of the aisle — 
some as a result of the bitter speak- 
ership race he won two years ago, others 
because of his position on the RTA, and 
still others who object to the manner in 
which he has used his power as speaker. 
Those enemies could deny Blair the 89 
votes he would need for reelection as 
speaker should the GOP keep control of 
the House. 


If his party is out of power, though, 


Blair would need only a majority of his 
own members for election as minority 
leader. If, for instance, there were 87 Re- 
publicans, ho would need only 44 votes 
for election. 


HIS CHANCES would be much better 


— although still not certain — under 
those circumstances. 


A Democratic House victory likely 


would hand the speaker's gavel to the 
current minority leader, Hep. Clyde 
Choate of Anna. The only real threat to 
Choate would be the opposition of Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


Sens. Cecil Partec, D-Chicago, and 


William Harris, R-Pontiac, seem rela- 
tively secure in their leadership posi- 
tions.

All calories are the same 


My huiband and I have an argument concerning calorlci. 


He claims one can eat even 500 calories In fat, butter, or 
swwt cream, and not get fat — sick maybe, but not fat. I 
disagree very much. 


He It 5 feet 6 Inches, weighs 210 pounds and li 67. He Is 


trying to lose weight and toys It doesn't matter what ne eaU 
as long a* he doeui't overeat hit 3,000 calories a day. I dis- 
agree again. Some days he doesn't eat at all, drlnki coffee all 
day. to cut hit appetite he says. I think this Is wrong also. It'i 
bad for your nervoui system. He'i very Irritable when he 
drinks all that coffee. Who Is right? 


I don't think he Is going to lose much weight on 3,000 calories 


regardless of what kind of food It Is, unless as you say, It 
makes him sick. Ho will probably need to cut down well 
below that level unless he Is far more active physically than I 
would guess him to bo. 


Tho Important thing In losing weight is how many calories 


you cat (whether it is fat, carbohydrate or protein), and how 
many calories your body uses. A calorie is a calorie whether 
It comes from protein food or carbohydrate. Think of it like 
your chocking account. The balance, what you weigh, is al- 
ways the accumulative result of what you have eaten and 
absorbed into your body against the amount you have used. 


Those crash days on a diet arc not a good approach. The 


goal of a diet Is to lose excess fat safely and keep It off. Your 
husband would do much better to bo on a well-planned, bal- 
anced diet, low enough In calories to cause a slow but steady 
low of fat. Then he should stick to that diet or add a few 
calorics for maintenance onco ho has gotten down to the 
desired level. Too much coffee can be harmful.

As obstruction progresses some poplo develop gangrene and 


require an amputation. The disease can affect the hands, too. 
It Is absolutely essential for these people to quit smoking.

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The Nixon pardon further erodes public's faith in government 


Mirage?

WASHINGTON. (UPI) — The summer 


of expectation has passed into an autumn 
of apprehension In Washington. August's 
surge of confidence has gone flat, re- 
placed by a September and October of 
confusion and vague fear. 


The summer was a time of tension — 


breath holding — with all attention fixed 
on the terminal struggles of a doomed 
presidency. When it ended, relief washed 
over the city like one of the rare summer 
cool weather highs that free Washington 
from Its swampy heat. 


The first days of the new adminis- 


tration were almost giddy, as witness the 
attention given to presidential muffin- 
toasting. But there was a deeper sense of 
new motion, of confidence restored, of 
release from a sucking bog. 


The pardon was like walking into wall 


in the dark. The effect was disorlentatlon 
more than anger; what had seemed to be 
an open road led only into yet another 
maze. 


Still, it was not the nightmare re- 


turned. It was more like being slapped 
awake from a pleasant dream and forced 
to face a real world where facts change 
slowly. 


Last fall, a Senate subcommittee head- 


ed by Edmund Muskle of Maine hired 
the Louis Harris organization to moke a 
full-scale national survey on public atti- 
tudes toward government and society. 
The results were devastating — the 
single most publicized finding was that 
people trusted their trash collectors 
more than those who operate just about 
any other institution, and that 53 per cent 
of the public agreed with the statement 


that "there is something deeply wrong in 
America." 


Using questions he has asked for eight 


years, Harris found a 31 per cent in-, 
crease in the number of people — 76 per 
cent — who agreed with the statement: 
"The rich get richer and the poor get 
poorer." There were majorities as well 
— for the first time — for the state- 
ments: "What you think doesn't count 
much any more" and "People running 
the country don't really care what hap- 
pens to you." 


These questions are part of a scale of 


"alienation and powerlessness." It Is on 
the basis of these and other similar re- 
sults that experts substantiate what poli- 
ticians report from their forays among 
the people — the public is turned off. 


Muskle has a private office in the base- 


ment of the Capitol, reached by following 
a twisting corridor past the walk-in re- 
frigerators of the Senate restaurant. He 
goes there to work and think — and 
recently, to talk — without interruption. 


"The crisis of confidence we talked 


about in our subcommittee report still 
exists," he said. "It was something deep- 
er seated than Watergate. 


"The initial reaction to the succession 


of President Ford showed some promise 
of reversing these trends, but the pardon, 
the reaction, seems to have undone some 
of the gains." 


Muskie slouched in a heavy leather 


chair, 
speaking slowly, sorting his 


thoughts. 


"Something more than cosmetics, pub- 


lic relations, is needed. Even that period 
the change of presidents didn't do 
much," he said. Public anxiety, he sug- 
gested, centers on such things as the 
state of the economy and the quality of 


personal lives, and the people want "con- 
crete evidence" of improvement "before 
they offer their confidence again." 


The people also demand "more open- 


ness, less secrecy, integrity," Muskie 
said, and the new President "sensed this 
•in stating the theme of his adminis- 
tration." 


Muskie turned to the findings of the 


1973 survey. He said "I would be 
amazed" If the percentage of the public 
believing that wealth begets wealth and 
poverty gets worse had not increased 
with "the energy crisis and the profits of 
the oil companies." 
As for the public's sense that its opinions 
are not heard, Muskie saw the possibility 
of an improvement over the year: "They 
may feel a little more reassured as a 
result of the resignation." 


But he believes the feeling of alienation 


between the rank and file and the na- 
tion's leadership has not really im- 
proved: "People want to see results." 


Muskie returned to the pardon, ex- 


pressing personal concern "for the in- 
tensity of reaction to it" experienced in a 
recent three-day trip back to Maine. 
"Ford had a great opportunity," Muskie 
said, "... but he's let them down." The 
people Muskie talked to "were mad at 
Ford, not Nixon." 


But he worries more about the loss of 


confidence in government itself — "The 
feeling that the government doesn't run 
the country," that powerful Interests 
were calling the shots. He agreed that 
this had always been an undercurrent in 
the population but expressed the belief 
that the advent of an activist federal es- 
tablishment under Franklin Roosevelt 
had "substantially minimized this feel- 
ing." 


Washington, as has been said many 


times by its critics, is a company town. 
To the extent that is true, the Capitol and 
the government agencies that operate 
there are the factory; the White House Is 
the nerve center, the head office. It is 
there, behind the fence, that the tone of 
the city is set. 


Two glimpses of the last five weeks tell 


something of a story. In his first full 
week, the new President called delega- 
tions of governors and mayors to Wash- 
ington to pledge his cooperation. Waiting 
for the conference to end, reporters 
lounged in groups on the lawn outside the 
White House. It was a sight not recently 
seen on that uptight campus, and finally 
someone in the Press Office told the po- 
lice to ask the reporters to stop lying . 
around on the grass. The request was 
politely made and just as politely accept- 
ed. The reporters moved. 


Three weeks later, the President went 


to a downtown hotel to address the Re- 
publican National Committee. At least 
half an hour before his arrival, the Se- 
cret Service shut off the main lobby cor- 
ridor from the meeting room to the press 
room. A reporter, wearing both national 
committee and White House credentials, 
was stopped trying to get to the press 
room telephones. When he insisted and 
started to walk through, he was restrain- 
ed, and a loud, angry scene ensued. 


At the end of the interview, Muskie 


was told that one unpublished in-depth 
survey of public attitudes was expected 
to show mounting concern with the state 
of the nation, but continued sense of in- 
creased personal well-being. 


He shook his head. "That's not what I 


get. Fear, Old people, young people, ev- 
eryone — fear."

Education comes first 


The priority In High School Dist. 


214's study of possible additions to 
Its schools should be on educational 
facilities — not on frills like swim- 
ming pools. 


In addition, the citizens com- 


mittee which is being established 
to study building needs should 
consider particularly the needs of 
Arlington High School, the oldest 
building in the district. 


The Dlst. 214 board of education 


recently agreed to form a citizens 
committee to study the possibility 
of making additions and doing re- 
modeling work in the district's 
eight high schools. The committee 
will be formed soon and will begin 
to consider a long list of building 
needs compiled by school officials. 
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The study Is particularly appro- 


priate at this time because, for the 
first time in years, Dist. 214 is not 
planning or building a new high 
school. As enrollment growth has 
slackened, it makes sense to go 
back and look at the buildings to 
see what is needed. 


However, we are concerned that 


the group of parents who first sug- 
gested the study seemed to place 
much of their emphasis on the 
need for swimming pools and field- 
houses, rather than on improve- 
ments in the instructional areas of 
the schools. 


True, most of the schools prob- 


ably need increased physical edu- 
cation facilities in order to accom- 
modate expanding girls' athletics. 
Federal law will probably soon re- 
quire that girls be given the same 
access to gymnasiums that boys 
enjoy — and that will mean the 
need for more space. 


However, physical education and 


athletics should never become the 
tall that wags the educational dog. 
We are particularly unconvinced 
that all of Dist. 214's schools need 
swimming pools, since several of 
the district's schools have pools 
built cooperatively with the park 
districts. It seems unnecessary 
that the other schools be provided 
pools at the expense of all the tax- 
payers In Dist. 214. 


The schools in Dist. 214 do need

O'Connor uproar 'inconsequential'

It is not a matter of consuming con- 


cern to me — and I think Len O'Connor 
might be startled to learn that it doesn't 
dominate the worry of most residents of 
the Chicago area — whether he gets 
fired by NBC News. 


It would be a matter of more than a 


little concern to me if the whole question 
of his firing, or quitting, or whatever, 
really centered around the question of 
his First Amendment rights, as he would 
have us believe. 


I hove for a good many years delighted 


in Len O'Connor's nasal whining about 
the ineptitudes, inequities and inertia of 
that monster we call government. His 
grasp of government and politics, par- 
ticularly politics, Is precise, and his acer- 
bic sarcasm has served on more than a 
few occasions to derail stupid govern- 
ment programs or to prick the balloons 
of pompous demagogues. 


He is, from my limited observation of 


him, not the kind of journalist who in- 
spires a great deal of affection among 
his colleagues in the news business. 


Operating as he does in a sphere of 


journalism suffering from a schizophren- 
ic confusion over the difference between 
newsmen and vaudeville 
performers, 


that is understandable enough. 


Having circulated in that sphere for 


three decades and more, O'Connor has 
some rather creditable claim to the title 
of dean of Chicago journalism, and it is 
not surprising that a touch of prima don- 
na has crept into his demeanor. 


It is precisely because of his proven 


competence and his prominence as a Chi- 
cago journalist that O'Connor's petulant 
behavior on prime time television works 
a disservice to his profession and to the 
public.

It is of no great moment to the tele- 


vision audience whether Len O'Connor 
agrees with everything his bosses decide. 


But to take advantage of his position 


as a television commentator to blow a 
dispute with the management of WMAQ- 
TV and the network into the proportions 
of an attack on his constitutional right of 
free speech is an abuse — albeit an in- 
consequential one — of that very right. 


From O'Connor's own account, his 


complaint against the network boils 
down to the fact that one of the public- 
officials on whom he has exercised his 
acidic tongue was offered an opportunity 
to appear on another program on the 
same station to tell his side of the story. 


To allow one of his victims a chance to 


talk back, O'Connor is telling us, is an 
attack on his (O'Connor's) God-given 
right to vent his spleen. Well, what hap- 
pened to the other fellow's right? 


It is a bit perplexing to try to com- 


prehend O'Connor's charges that his 
freedom of speech is being trampled on 
by his bosses when for three consecutive 
nights those very bosses allow him to go 
before their television cameras to carp 
about them. 


How O'Connor figures that giving an- 


other man the right to voice his views • 
infringes on his own right to do so is a 
bit hard to follow. 


The right to freedom of expression is a 


precious commodity. What O'Connor 
seems to have lost sight of is that it is 
not a right vested only in television com- 
mentators or movie critics or newspaper 
columnists. It is a right vested in the 
people. 


That Len O'Connor happens to make a 


living through the daily exercise of that 
right does not give him any special pro- 
prietary interest in it. 


Instead, it imposes upon him an ex- 


traordinary responsibility to defend and 
preserve it. By invoking his First 
Amendment right in a fit of professional 
jealousy, he demeans that which belongs 
to all of us. 


If O'Connor has not come to under- 


stand that in some 40 years of the prac- 
tice of journalism, it is not likely that it 
is going to come through to him in the 
next 40.

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Women stiff not welcome

The reaction ranges from livid to 


whnfs-tltoblg-deal but It is clear that 
m e m b e r s of womcn's-rights groups 
across-the-board don't core for tho Kl- 
wanls Club regulation restricting women 
from membership. 


"I think it's shocking" that public ser- 


vice organizations can have a dis- 
criminatory policy against women, said 
Sherry Rothonbcrg, chairperson of tho 
women's rights committee of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union and a lawyer In 
n scx-dlscrlmlnatlon suit against nine 
private Chicago clubs. 


"It's silly, they're ploying gomes they 


should have stopped playing when they 
were seven years old," sold Mrs. Jan 
Tucker of Arlington Heights, a member 
of the American Assn. of University 
Women and its Women Today study 
group. 


"It's not really a big thing with me," 


said Mrs. Linda Hayes, also an AAUW 
member who added that organizations 
discriminating against both women and 
men are "being n little narrow-minded." 


THE THREE WOMEN were respond- 


ing to a question surrounding the suspen- 
sion of a Colorado Springs Klwanis Club 
chapter for breaking the rules of the 
charter by allowing women to Join and to 
a query about discrimination against 
women hi general. The Kiwanls situation 
may have a greater Impact locally be- 
causo of the presence of a woman, Mary 
Clark, on tho Elk Grove Village Klwanis 
rolls. 


"If the word black would be substi- 


tuted for the word woman we (society) 
would bo outraged," said the ACLU 
chairperson. She said the group could 
practically do what it wants with its 
membership if it Is a private organiza- 
tion but when It assumes n public pos- 
ture It is subject to government rules 
and regulations. Tills means, she said, 
their actions may be In violation of fed- 
eral and state laws, something that even- 
tually will be tested in court. 


Mrs. Tucker, who made It clear she Is 


not an official spokesman for AAUW ("I 
can't speak for them, I would need local 
approval, state approval, national ap- 
proval and probably God's approval,"), 
said, "If a woman wants to be In Ki- 
wanis ami can be helpful she should be 
allowed to Join."

topic of discrimination. "Ultimately," 
she said, "women's and men's orgonfca- 
tions will have to invite members of the 
opposite sex to join," with women's 
groups having to put their actions ftto 


words by having men members. The 
League of Women Voters has already 
done this but many women's organiza- 
tions, including AAUW, have only female 
membership. 


Still, a spokesman for Klwanls Inter- 


national, the ruling body of the worldwide 
service organization, said Miss Clark's 
membership in the Elk Grove VilUige 
chapter would force the board of direc- 
tors at its February meeting to take ac- 
tion according to its constitution. 


"We'll call it to their attention to either 


get rid of her or get out," he said. Then 
he added, "that's a terrible thing but 
that's the way It Is." He said there has 
been no organized pressure from any 
outside groups to force Klwanis to 
change its policy, though he said, "<iy 
secretary seems to bo giving me a bad 
time, lately."

the public, it Is necessary to take Issue with some firms 
.erroneously offering other than eight pieces as an "official" 
type set. 


In the opinion of this writer, a legal Type coin occurs when a 


major, noticeable change is deliberately mado In cither the 
'physical, metallurgical or design structure of a lawfully is-' 
sued coin. On the other hand, any attempt to correct a poorly 
executed die or an imperfect mechanical operation can create 
several varieties of a single type. 


Many of the so-called acts being offered inexperienced col- 


lectors contain one or more "varieties" which are not types. 


Collecting coins 


by Mart Reed 


THE COINAGE Act of Feb. 21,1857 authorized the Issuance 


of a small, convenient-size one-cent coin. It was to be % Inch 
In diameter — which has never changed over the years — in 
a composition of 88 per cent copper and 12 per cent nickel 
with a weight of 72 grains. 


From 1857 to 1059 there were five designs, eight types, 


three designers, three different weights and four com- 
positions. 


James B. Longacre designed the Flying Eagle and the In- 


dian head scries (Typo 1, 2, 3 and 4). The Typo I reverse 
consisted of a wreath of American agricultural products — 
.corn, cotton, wheat and tobacco. Typo II • 1859 reverse was a 
wreath of laurel. Typo III • I860 displayed a reverse wreath of 
oak and laurel tied to three arrows and separated at the top 
by n Union shield. 


Type IV remained the same In design but changed in com- 


'pcsltlon to OS per cent copper and 5 per cent tin and zinc, and 
in weight from 72 to 48 grains. This changed the color of the 


cent from the famous "White" penny to a deep copper. 


IN 1009, Victor D. Brenner designed the Lincoln-head cent 


on the invitation of President Theodore Roosevelt as a tribute 
to the 100th anniversary of Lincoln's birthday. The Type V 
design remained unchanged from 1909 to 1959, but metal- 
lurgical differences during that period created VI with the 
"steel" cent of 1943, and Type VII with the issurance of a 95 
per cent copper, 5 per cent zinc composition struck from 
salvaged shell casings in 1944 and 1945. 


In 1959, in commemoration of the 150th anniversary of Lin. 


coin's birth, Frank Gnsparro designed Type VIII — the Me- 
morial reverse as it appears on our one-cent coin today. 


From 1946 through 1962 the composition of the Lincoln cent 


reverted back to 95 per cent copper and 5 per cent tin and 
zinc. In 1962 this was changed to eliminate the tin making the 
alloy 95 per cent copper and 5 per cent zinc, with the weight 
remaining at 48 grains.

33% empty offices locally

The "golden corridor" of Northwest 


Cook County still shines, says prospec- 
tors In the office market. Yet sagging 
occupancy rates at area office buildings 
is indicated in a survey recently issued 
by Chicago's Continental Bank. 


A 33 PKIl CENT vacancy rate at 


Northwest Cook County office buldlngs Is 
the highest of all Chicago area suburban 
regions included in the bank survey, tak- 
en in the first quarter of the year. An 
overall 22.3 per cent vacancy rate for all 
suburban areas Is Indicated in the survey 
of 247 office buildings. North and West 
Cook County, Southeast DuPagc County 
and remaining (low density) areas were 
surveyed in addition to Northwest Cook 
County. 


Commenting on the relatively poor 


showing In occupancy rates In the North- 
west suburban office market, Continen- 
tal's area research analyst Ronald Pol- 
Una said. "A lot of developers got the 
same Idea at the same time for new of- 
fice space. Developers may back off 
from their plans for 1975, partially be- 
cause of the amount of space available, 
and the economy. It just happens we 
have both variables working at the same 
time." 


Occupancy rales were reported at 67 


per cent for Northwest Cook, 85,5 per 
cent for north Cook, 83.5 per cent for 
West Cook, 80.5 for southeast DuPagc 
and 113.8 per cent for low density areas. 


"One reason why the Northwest Cook 


area stacked up higher vacancy rates 
than other suburban regions is the ex- 
plosion of new available office space 
within the past years," said Pollina. Of 
the 2.7 million gross square feet of avail- 
able office space recorded In the bank 
survey. Northwest Cook claims 1.3 mil- 
lion square feet. The area has more than 
twice as much available space as south- 
east DuPage, with the next largest 
amount. 


BETWEEN 1983 AND 1974, 68 buildings 


or 5.7 million gross square feet of new 
office space were constructed in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The office building boom which prog- 


ressed more rapidly In Northwest Cook 
than all other suburban regions, has re- 
sulted in a turnaround for developers 
who expected to lease their buildings as 
soon as they were completed, Pollina 
said. As the glut of office space is 
abosrbcd in the market and occupancy 
rates climb to tho 85 to 00 per cent 
range, developers will selectively plan 
new office projects, he said. 


What appears to be a dismally low oc- 


cupancy rate for Northwest Cook office 
buildings actually reflects the large num- 
ber of buildings opened tills year. The 
occupancy rate of 86.3 per cent for area 
office 
buildings opened before 1974 


(2.816.591 gross square feet) compares 
with the 67 per cent occupancy rate for 
all area buildings open when the survey 
was taken (4,028,201 gross square feet). 


"The space will be absorbed," com- 


mented Pollina. "It may take a while, 
but the area has a lot of potential and It 
will continue to grow."

office market In the City of Chicago later 
tliii fall. A survey taken In May of this 
year by the Building Managers Assn. in- 
dicated a 88.08 occupancy rate for city 
office buildings. 


What about the nttlon that Schaum- 


burg is the hub of the "golden corridor" 
and It's development will become a sec- 
ond Loop? Pollina discounts this projec- 
tion as unrealistic. Yet Schaumpurg "al- 
ready Is one of the major office centers 
In the metropolitan area," he said. 


OPTIMISM CHARACTERIZES the out- 


look of local participants In the office 
market:

• Greg Campbell, property manager 


for J. Emll Anderson & Son, Inc., devel- 
opers of the Woodflcld Plaza In Schaum- 
burg and other area properties, said, 
"We find business Is good," although he 
concedes that the office market Is some- 
what depressed. "Substantial growth" Is 
planned In the Schaumburg area, he 
said. Possible pitfalls: a lack of mass 
transportation and a continued down- 
trend in the economy. 


• Dwlght Walton, vice president of 


Brian Properties, Inc., in Arlington 
Heights, reports approximately 98 per 
cent occupancy at the firm's smaller of- 
fice buildings (average size 18,000 to 
20,000 square feet). Catering to the small 
user accounts for the company's success 
he said, adding that "when you talk 
about the major complexes that sprang 
up along the Northwest Tollway you may 
find more competition." 


Ho predicts a continued upsurge in 


small office building construction in the 
rental range of $6.50 to $7 a square foot 
for older buildings and $7 to $8.25 a 
square foot of newer facilities. 


• Marvin Klngdon, director of the 


commercial and Investment division of 
Wm. L. Kunkel & Co. In DCS Plaines 
said, "our experience is that the office 
rental market has picked up consid- 
erably In the past three to four months." 
Convenient access, parking and other 
amenities account for "pretty solid occu- 
pancy rates" at area office buildings, he 
said. 


• Charles Krckas, leasing manager for 


IDC Real Estate at One Woodflcld Place 
In Schaumburg, said leasing activity In 
this area has just been "phenomenal." 
The 70 to 80 per cent leasing of the office 
building before construction was com- 
pleted indicates strong demand for office 
space, he said. Plus factors: access to 
Woodficld shopping center, and major 
highways, a good labor market. 


WHAT LIES AHEAD In the Northwest 


suburban office market? Developers' as- 
sessments of the situation should surface 
as they decide if they should go ahead 
with construction of new facilities in the 
coming year. The occupancy figures as 
well as projections for 1975 may have 
changed since the Continental Bank sur- 
vey was taken, yet the report does offer 
some clues. 


Developers reported plans for only five 


office buildings (418,943 gross square 
feet) under construction for opening In 
1975. This represents a 700 per cent de- 
crease in number of buildings and a 693 
per cent drop in gross square feet from 
1974 totals. It could bring 1975 office con- 
struction in the Chicago metropolitan 
area to the lowest point since 1965 when 
no buildings were opened.

Plaines. And, two Chicago banks — Con- 
tinental Illinois National Bank and Trust

Northwest suburban banks top a 10 dis- 


trict list in lack of county funds, Ander- 
sen said, while calling for a new deposit 
system. 


THE NORTHWEST suburbs, which 


contribute more than 10 per cent of all 
taxes collected in Cook County, showed 
county deposits of only $450,000 — about 
$350,000 at the Bonk of Elk Grove in Elk 
Grove Village and $100,000 at O'Hare In- 
ternational Bank — according to county 
treasurer Bernard Korzen's Aug. 1 re- 
port. 


Northwest suburban banks could com- 


pete, by bidding, for nearly $20 million in 
an investment program proposed by An- 
dersen. Nearly $180 million would be fun- 
nelled Into non-Loop banks. 


"The increased deposits of county 


funds will allow all county taxpayers, 
who are the source of the funds, to bene- 
fit instead of a few large commercial en- 
terprises with ties outside the county, 
state-and even the country," Andersen 
said. "The increased suburban deposits 
would ease "tight money" in some 
areas," he added. 


Andersen's program calls for division 


of the county Into 10 "community In- 
vestment districts." Banks would submit 
public bids for county funds and deposits 
in each district would be similar to the 
percentage of county taxes paid by resi- 
dents in the district. 


"TAXPAYERS HAVE the right to ex- 


pect to receive full benefit from each tax 
dollar they pay," he said. "Tax money 
should earn the highest possible interest 
rate while being investment to bolster 
the county economy. 


"The treasurer (Korzen) has misused 


his discretionary investment power to fa- 
vor a few powerful banks instead of im- 
partially serving the people," Andersen 
said. 


A spokesman for Korzen said that 


"any bank can apply for deposits of 
county funds." Michael Rizzo, who su- 
pervises deposits for.Korzen, said that 
"the chances are they (Northwest subur- 
ban banks) haven't applied for it." 


Andersen said suburban banks are 


"scared" of county investments because 


of "political strings" involved. 


"With the interest situation the way it 


is, many smaller banks cannot afford to 
compete," Rizzo said. "There are also 
restrictions. Deposits can't be more than 
75 per cent of the bank's capital sur- 
plus." 


Korzen is not seeking reelection. 
Andersen criticized his opponent, Ed- 


ward Rosewell, for seeking the treas- 
urer's post. Rosewell, a Democrat, is a 
former Continental Bank vice-president 


O'Hare adds 
to suburban 


office boom 


Office building construction has prog- 


ressed more rapidly in the Northwest 
suburbs than any other suburban area in 
the Chicago vicinity. As indicated in a 
study by the Continental Bank, Chicago, 
68 buildings or 5.7 million gross square 
feet of office space were constructed In 
the area between 1955 and 1974. 


DRAMATIC DEVELOPMENT of area 


office space has been concentrated in 
two areas. The largest center of activity 
is the O'Hare airport vicinity. The sec- 
ond focal point is the vicinity of the inter- 
section of the Northwest Tollway and Rt. 
53 (Schaumburg and Rolling Meadows). 
Accessibility to O'Hare airport and Chi- 
cago's central business district charac- 
terize both development centers. 


The average building in these areas 


has 83,349 gross square feet compared to 
the metropolitan area average of 75,451 
gross square feet. Some 1.3 million gross 
square feet of available space in the first 
quarter of 1972 indicates a wide range of 
choices for tenants. Rapid development 
of office space resulted in low occupancy 
rates for these communities: Arlington 
Heights, 60 per cent; Rolling Meadows, 
27 per cent; and Schaumburg, 42 per 
cent respectively. 


Rental rates in Northwest Cook County 


as indicated in the survey ranged from 
$4.25 to $9 a square foot. 


Northwest Cook County is referred to 


as the "golden corridor" because of its 
dramatic and continued growth. The pop- 
ulation in explosion in the Northwest 
Suburbs is accompanied by substantial 
industrial and commercial development. 


OTHER INDICATORS: 
• Transportation — highway access In 


the Northwest Suburbs is considered ex- 
cellent. The lack of mass transportation 
with the exception of service offered to a 
limited number of commuters by area 
railroads may affect the labor pool. The 
attraction of the area for managers and 
professionals is greater than for lower 
income clerical workers, the ban said. 


• Amenities — restaurants, 
snack 


shops, hotels, motels and shopping cen- 
ters are generally located within two 
miles of area office buildings. Parking 
space, conference rooms and other ame- 
nities are important in leasing consid- 
erations.

"and he was in charge of getting govern- 
ment funds," Andersen said. County de- 
posits in Continental Bank totaled nearly 
$38 million in August.

Continental 
and First National hold more county 
funds because "they are the largest," he 
said. 


"I have no axe to grind with the down- 


town banks," Andersen said. "But the 
county funds are drawn from the com- 
munity at large and should be invested 
in local economies." 


Andersen said he favors a removal of 


restrictions on deposits of government 
funds in savings and loans. As an aid to 
State Rep. Henry Hyde, R-Park Ridge, 
Andersen wrote a bill that would remove 
the band. The bill will be considered next 
session by the Illinois General Assembly.

New Century Town shows first phase 


Now Century Town, a planned new 


community of homes, shopping, recrea- 
tion and offices, inaugurated Its first 
housing phase the weekend of Sept. 28-29 
when the preview sale of condominium 
townhomcs and garden homes officially 
began. 


Located In Vernon Hills Just south of 


Llbertyvllle, Now Century Town will 
eventually consist of 5,000 residences on 
a 600-ncro site that Includes the new 
Hawthorn Center enclosed mall regional 
shopping center. 


"We envision Now Century Town as an 


up-lo-dato version of the American home- 
town, where you can work nearby, walk 
to the grocery store or movie, play ten- 
nis before breakfast, go boating after 
dinner or picnic on an island," stated 
Thomas J. KluUnlck of Urban In- 
vestment and Development Co. 


More than another housing subdivision, 


the new community Is planned as a 
largely self-contained urban complex In 
a suburban setting, complete with 
homes, schools, n major regional shop- 
ping center, parks and a town center 
with restaurants, boutiques, a motion 
picture theater, shops, and professional 
offices, all within walking distance of the 
homes. A research and development 
area Is also planned for the site. 


The first homes to be available will bo 


two-and three-bedroom two-story town- 
homes priced from 138,300 to $44,700 
and onc-and two-bedroom garden homes 
In two-story buildings priced from $25,050 
to $33,600. Four models, fully furnished 
by the Interior design department of 
Marshall Field & Company, have been 
completed and arc on display. 


"An Important attraction of the open- 


ing phase will bo the 7-7/8 per cent mort- 
gage financing with a five per cent down 
payment, the lowest cost financing wo 
know of in tho Chicago area," Klutznick 
stated. 


Already 39 of the now units have been 


sold as a result of drive-by interest, he 
reported. Buyers are largely families 
from the surrounding area, with half un- 
der 30 and half over. One condominium 
has been bought by a single man. 


"On tho basis of this unsolicited inter- 


est, plus everything we have to offer, we 
think New Century Town will be off to a 
flying start," ho said. 


Designed for drama as well as con- 


venience, tho first of tho townhomes fea- 
tures a soaring two-story living room, 16 
by 12 feet, and Wi by Ott foot step-down 
dining room with sliding glass door over- 
looking a private fenced patio. 


There's also an 8 by 7 foot breakfast 


room with a sliding gloss door leading to 
the front garden; a 0 by 0 foot galley- 
type kitchen; entry foyer; powder room; 
and utility room with dryer and washer 
on the main floor. 


Upstairs, there's the IS by 11 foot mas- 


ter bedroom suite with sliding glass 
doors leading to a 12 by 3tt foot walk-out 
balcony, plus a large walk-In closet and 
linen closet; a full bath with linen closet;

suburban real estate firm.

through savings and loan companies, 
banks and other financial and lending in- 
stitutions, it matters little to the home 
seller whether the buyer makes a down 
payment of 20 or SO per cent, because at 
the closing, he will see either the dollars 
of the purchaser or the equally spendable 
money put up by a financial institution." 


"However, when there is no lender to 


supply the cash at closing, or, when 
mortgage money becomes expensive to 
cither the buyer or the seller or both, the 
terms offered by the seller to the buyer 
or vice versa, have a direct relationship 
on tho price a home will bring and the 
time it may take to find a buyer." 


"Reducing It to an easy example," Ca- 


ruso adds, "let's say that two identical 
homes are offered for sale nt $50,000 
each with an assumable mortgage hav- 
ing a balance of $25,000. Let's also say 
that Seller A is looking for a buyer who 
can cither get his own financing, pay all 
cash, or come up with $25,000 In order to 
assume the existing $25,000 mortgage." 


"Let's next assume that Seller B is 


willing to help with the financing by tak- 
ing a second mortgage at Oft per cent 
interest for five years in the amount of 
$15,000." 


"It stands to reason," Caruso contin- 


ues, "that there is a lot more going as 
well as more potential buyers for Seller 
B's home, which requires only a $10,000 
down payment versus at least $25,000 for 
Seller A's home. Under the circum- 
stances, Seller B has a much better 
chanco of realizing a quick sale and his 
$50,000 sale price." 


"Besides the disadvantage of demand- 


ing a large amount of cash, Seller A also 
limits tho number of prospects who can 
deal with him. Ho also faces the possi- 
bility that his buyer's financing from a 
lending institution may require the pay- 
ment of points by the seller, or the buy- 
er, being forced to pay higher financing 
costs himself, might be unwilling to pay 
more for Seller A's home when ho com- 
pares the more liberal terms offered by 
Seller B." 


Summing It up, Caruso says that the 


best terms will amost always produco 
the best price, and that unfavorable 


terms will result in an unfavorable price 
for the seller. This should be borne in 
mind by those families selling their home 
in a tight money market. 


By the same token, Caruso points out 


that home buyers who are not willing, or 
cannot offer attractive terms to the sell- 
er, should prepare themselves to pay a 
higher price than those who can offer the 
seller large amounts of cash or who have 
their own sources of financing. Such 
home buyers in today's market are most 


attractive to the sellers of property and 
can, therefore, be in a better bargaining 
position: 


Concludes Caruso, "The value of 


'terms' as a marketing tool underscores 
the advisability of obtaining expert pro- 
fessional help In selling real estate prop- 
erty today. This also implies an obliga- 
tion on the part of Realtors to sharpen 
their negotiating techniques and to use 
e v e r y ' creative, progressive method 
available for financing properties.

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How to choose best fireplace wood 


Onco considered a luxury Item con- 


fined to custom-built houses, the fire- 
place has now become a common feature 
in homes of virtually all price ranges. 
This has been brought about by the ad- 
vent of factory-built fireplaces that have 
eliminated the need for massive footings 
and masonry associated with earlier fire- 
place construction. 


Some of today's owners and occupants, 


reared during the days when fireplaces 
were not so commonplace, may find fire- 
wood purchasing rather confusing. Do 
you buy It by the cord or ton? Why docs 
some wood cost more than others? Which 
woods have the highest heat values? 
Which ones Impart the best aroma? 
What woods should not bo used as fire- 
place fuel? These arc a few of the ques- 
tions that the new fireplace user may 
ponder. 


Mcatllator Fireplace, a division of 


Vega Industries, Inc., one of America's 
leading manufacturers of factory-built 
fireplaces, offers some tips on firewood 
In hopes of helping fireplace users obtain 
maximum pleasure from their hearths 
while at the same- time making the most 
effective use of this source of supplemen- 
tal heat during the energy shortage. 


A standard cord of firewood Is a stack 


of wood 8 by 4 by 4 feet (128 cubic feet). 
However, when buying from a wood-lot 
supplier, you will most likely bo buying a 
face cord — one that Is 8 feet long by 4 
feet high but only as deep as the length 
of the logs — perhaps as little as 12 
Inches. In that case, you are buying only 


one-fourth of a standard cord. In 24-inch 
lengths, a face cord measures just half 
of a standard cord, etc. ' 


In some parts of the country firewood 


Is sold by the ton. If you buy wood by 
weight, instead of volume, make sure 
that the wood is dry (not exceeding 12 
per cent moisture). Otherwise, you will 
be paying for water. Request winter-cut 
wood because It Is drier from the start. 


How docs a ton of wood compare with 


a cord? Let's assume that you buy white 
oak. A cord containing 12 per cent mois- 
ture content wood will weigh approxi- 
mately 4,200 pounds, or just in excess of 
two tons. Weights per cord vary from 
white pine (2,250 pounds) to hickory 
(4,600 pounds). When you get freshly cut 
wood, then the weights Increase to 3,240 
pounds and 5,670 pounds respectively — 
roughly one-half ton per cord of addition- 
al moisture! 


Choosing the kind of firewood to burn 


In your fireplace is a highly Individual 
matter. Some woods ignite easily but 
burn fast and with poor heat output. Oth- 
er, such as the heavier hardwoods, ore 
slow starting, long lasting and have very 
high heat output. 


Knowing characteristics of various 


woods, the buyer may want to secure a 
mixed cord or ton — some easy starting 
logs which con bo split Into kindling and 
some high heat sustaining logs. 


When kindling Is needed, short lengths 


of a straight-grained wood, such as cot- 
tonwood, aspen, fir and pine will split 
easily and start quickly. Once this mate-

rial is burning vigorously, then hot-burn- 
ing hickory, oak, locust, maple, birch or 
ash logs may be added. The U.S. Forest 
Service recommends four logs at a time 
for a proper size, relatively attention- 
free fire in the average fireplace. 


If your noso rules your selection of 


firewoods, then obtain apple, cherry, 
beech, hickory or pecan logs. Their 
smoke usually resembles the fragrance 
of the tree's fruit. But be prepared to 
pay more than for the standard woods. 
However, you should have a few of these 
more expensive logs on hand for those 
special occasions when atmosphere is 
more important than a little money going 
up in smoke. 


You will achieve just a completely op- 


posite effect of a pleasant aroma if you 
throw plastic articles, poison ivy twigs or 
stems, or wood treated with creosote or 
other preservatives on the fire. So dis- 
carded telephone poles, bridge pilings 
and railroad ties are a "no-no." Many 
individuals are extremely sensitive to 
even small amounts of the toxic smoke 
from these burning materials. 


From a safety standpoint, resinous 


woods (hemlock, larch, spruce and juni- 
per) should be used In moderation. These 
woods contain moisture pockets which, 
when heated, explode with great vigor. 
Should the fireplace screen happen to be 
open a bit or should a "pop" occur while 
tending the fire, you could end up with a 
burned carpet or worse yet, a burned 
bystander. 


But with good woods, a properly engi- 


neered fireplace equipped with a fine 
mesh screen, and average care, the art 
of burning wood can provide a world of 
pleasure. So throw another log on the 
fire to keep the heart aglow, and turn the 
lights down low. Watch the dancing 
flames and relax.

comes with every house.

less you're among the lucky few who will 
move in complete with housekeeper and 
cleaning staff. 


Despite the recent industry emphasis 


on "easy maintenance" building and dec- 
orating materials, all too seldom does 
the question of housework figure in the 
decision of whether or not to buy a 
house. 


When it does, you can almost bet the 


couple involved has lived in a horror or 
two that required heroic efforts to keep 
presentable. 


A three room city apartment, even al- 


lowing for the inevitable city soot and 
cockroach hazard, is no preparation for a 
wonderful "big old house" with oodles of 
nooks and crannies, miles of woodwork, 
great high ceilings, wonderful tall win- 
dows to be washed and curtained, four or 
five fireplaces, lots of room but little or- 
ganized storage space, two flights of 
stairs, a basement, an attic, etc., etc. 


Even a small, cozy old house has its 


housekeeping hazards. Perhaps dozens of 
those attractive small-paned windows to 
clean. No city soot, but a lifetime accu- 
mulation of fine white coal ash in the 
walls to sift over every surface. The 
original wide floor boards are most at- 
tractive, and require loving care to stay 
that way. 


Even the new house has Its pitfalls 


when it comes i to housework. Great ex- 
panses of glass look wonderful — if 
clean. The open kitchen brings the cook 
— and her clutter perhaps — right out 
for all to see. The sprawling ranch house 
does away with climbing stairs, it's true, 
but offers miles of walking Instead. 


The old house has its cluttered back 


porch or hall that never can be kept 
neat, the front porch that has to be 


swept. The back entry In the new house 
brings the kids and their dirt right into 
the kitchen; the front entry lets guests 
and their wet umbrellas right into the 
living room. 


The wonderful old house 'may have 


acres of'lawn and dozens of flower beds. 
Beautiful, but more housework. The new 
house comes complete with swimming 
pool. That, too, is housework. 


The answer, of course, Is to be sure 


just what you are willing to undertake in 
the way of maintaining a house before 
you buy it. The beauty of complicated 
flower beds that friends ooh and ah over 
will never made up for the work involved 
if you don't love gardening. If you do, it 
won't be work. Your delight in settling 
down before a glowing fireplace may be 
worth the effort of the extra cleaning. 
You might rather have the time to sit 
around a fire on a weekend camping 
trip. 


Be honest with yourself. Don't judge by 


anyone's standards but your own. And 
it's wise, too, to have some agreement on 
how the housework will be shared in the 
family. 


Things are looking up on that front. 


The stereotype roles of "housewife" and 
"breadwinner" are fading. Signs that 
couples — young and old — are breaking 
away from traditional male-female roles 
were revealed in interviews and a survey 
conducted by the Eureka Home Care In- 
stitute in Bloomington. 


A moil survey of families across the 


country showed 57 per cent of the men 
use a vacuum cleaner regularly to help 
their wives with household chores — a 
sharp increase from the 38 per cent who 
answered similarly in a 1970 survey. 


In depth interviews, in which a Eureka 


representative talked with both husband 
and wife, revealed that couples who 
share financial responsibilities share do- 
mestic responsibilities. 


During 30 man-on-the-street interviews 


in a large metropolitan area, 26 men 
stated they considered housekeeping part 
of their responsibility. "It's absolutely 
natural. It's just. It would be unnatural 
for me to expect my wife to do all the 
housework," said Lee Oliver, assistant 
manager and teaching pro at a suburban 
Chicago tennis club. 


For couples who begin marriage with 


both partners working — about 55 per 
cent — sharing housework is a natural 
part of their lifestyle. However, men who 
experience years of marriage as "sole 
breadwinner" often find It difficult to ad- 
just to a working wife. 


"My husband gave me one week to 


quit my job," said Edith Early of Den- 
ver, Colo., who went to work after 12 
years of marriage. Seven years later, 
she and husband Frank agree her per- 
sonal sense of fulfillment through work 
and their partnership in home care has 
made their relationship 
a happier, 


stronger one. 


Most couples divide chores according 


to preference, ability and individual 
work schedules, maintaining a flexible 
schedule. 


"Whoever has the time, does whatever 


has to be done," said Diane and Ronald 
Prang of Chicago. 


The survey showed while most women 


cook, wash clothes and clean the kitchen 
and bathroom, the vast majority of men 
are opting for dusting and vacuuming in 
addition to traditional home maintenance 
work. 


A minority of men, the survey showed, 


still adhere to stereotyped male-female 
roles. When asked if he helped clean 
house, one man In Chicago replied, "No 
way! I'm not henpecked." 


If that's the situation In your family, 


be doubly sure you choose a house with 
an eye to the housework involved.

THERMOSTAT: When the first cool 


days arrive, adjust the thermostat until 
you find a comfortable temperature, and 
leave it there. Remember, heating costs 
increase for every degree above 70 de- 
grees that you set the dial. 


SUNSHINE: Use nature to its best ad- 


vantage. On sunny days, open shades, 
drapes and blinds; this will help heat the 
house and cut down on fuel bills. On cold, 
gray days, window coverings should be 
closed to provide added 
insulation 


against the out-of-doors, 


FIREPLACES: A fireplace used im- 


properly can be a great source of beat 
loss.

Stress testing valuable diagnostic tool

A simple test could save your life. 1C 


you arc a candidate for an impending 
heart attack — 30 to 40 per cent of which 
strike with little or no warning — your 
odds can bo safely evaluated by tread- 
mill strew testing. 


Or If you have survived a heart attack, 


or have undergone heart related surgery, 
this multlphaslc exercise stress test 
could help to relieve you of undue anx- 
iety about your health. 


"The electrocardiogram Interpreted 


while a patient is under controlled stress 
is a valuable diagnostic aid in Identifying 
risk for disease of the cardiovascular 
system," said Dr. Edward Pinscl, car- 
diology consultant at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital, Arlington Heights. 


"The stress test not only is an Impor- 


tant step In identifying those persons 
with potential cardiovascular problems, 
but also helps to eliminate anxiety in 
patients who may interpret unrelated 
chest pains as angina pcctoris," he ex- 
plained. 


FOR EXAMPLE, a man about 39 suf- 


fers an unsuspected heart attack. Though 
he recovers and now Is in good health, he. 
constantly is plagued of feelings of 
"What next? What con I expect?" Fortu- 
nately Uiis patient takes his physician's 
advice and opts for stress testing. His 
heart action is found to be normal as he 
exercises under gradually accelerated 
stress. His electrocardiogram, which is 
connected to his chest while he exercises, 
is normal. His blood pressure reading, 
also monitored while he works on the 
treadmill, is within normal range. This 
patient now can relax about his heart, 
but he should repeat the stress test in 
another year, the cardiologist advised. 


Another patient conies to his physician 


complaining of chest pains. He, too, is 
steered to stress testing and is happy to 
learn his heart about which he worried,,,;; 
is normal. He can live with his in- 
digestion, but he Deeds reassurance that 
Ills heart is working normally. 


FOLLOWING CORONARY surgery a 


patient may become unduly worried 


about the health of his heart. He and oth- 
ers like him may be relieved of agoniz- 
ing anxiety. At six months and again at a 
year following surgery this patient 
should have his heart evaluated with an 
angiogram or by treadmill testing. 


"I would choose treadmill testing," de- 


dared Dr. Pinsel, pointing out that 
every such test is tailored to the individ- 
ual. 


Treadmill testing, available at North- 


west Community Hospital for about a 
year and a half, is proving beneficial to a 
variety of patients. For instance, an in- 
active middle-aged businessman decides 
to get '.'off his duff" and to start playing 
handball, a vigorous sport. He may be 
perfectly healthy, though out of shape, 
but on the other hand, the sudden stress 
on his heart could be fatal. 


RISKS FOR HEART attacks are great- 


est for men past 35 and women past 
menopause or after hysterectomy. Risks 
increase if the patient smokes, has a 
close relative who died of a heart attack 
(especially a sibling) and is overweight. 
Also if he has diabetes, high cholesterol 


or high fat content in his diet, and if his 
blood pressure is high. 


"Risks are additive," explained Dr. 


Pinsel. 


However, Dr. Pinsel would advise any 


inactive middle-aged man who is plan- 
ning a shape up program to first pass the 
treadmill test. This advice applies even 
though the man's EKG is taken at rest in 
a doctor's office and is normal. 


"A patient's response to exercise is un- 


known unless it is tested," he said. 


(Of more than 200 patients tested at 


Northwest, one in six have had abnormal 
tests, according to Dr. Pinsel.) 


FOLLOWING HIS physician's orders a 


patient coming to Northwest Community 
for testing will be advised what and 
when to eat, about drugs he may be tak- 
ing and what clothing to bring with him. 


First a nurse prepares the skin and at- 


taches'to the patient's chest four elec- 
trodes leading to the EKG machine. Two 
digital computers record the heart rate 
and the ST segment, which signifies how 
^much oxygen is getting to the heart, Dr. 
'Pinsel described the procedure. Any 


heart irregularities are detected. And the 
attending physician monitors the blood 
pressure and talks to the patient as he 
slowly begins walking the slightly 
' slanted trcatmill. 


The test is conducted in five stages, 


the slant and speed of the treadmill 
gradually increased as the patient at- 
tempts to keep up. If at any time the 
patient exhibits any dizziness or chest 
pains, the test is immediately termi- 
nated, assured Dr .Pinsel. 


Most patients comfortably can 


reach stage 3, a brisk walk. Out of shape 
persons don't fare so well, while well 
trained individuals make it to the max- 
imum. The important thing is that the 
patient's heart action is evaluated now, 
said the cardiologist. 


Any interested person may call North- 


west Community Hospital, CL 9-1000, for 
information about dynamic heart testing. 
Complete testing time takes about one 
hour and costs about $90 at Northwest 
Community. 


Stress testing is also conducted at Lu- 


theran General Hospital in Park Ridge. 


Cigarette smoking among the young 
Agencies wage antismoking crusade 


(This Is the first In a series of three 


articles In which Patricia McCormnck.

national, examines the problem of smok- 
ing among teen and prc-tccn Amcrl- 
cans.) 


Kids don't go behind the garage to try 


smoking cigarettes. 


They do It with peers on the play- 


ground, in the school or at some rest- 
room fun place. By the time they are 9 
a lot of boys and girls have tried smok- 
ing. Somo already have made up their 
minds. These arc "regular users" of 
cigarettes. 


Some confirmed 9-year-old smokers al- 


ready adopt the cigarette manipulation 
habits of adult smokers, said Helen 
Jonesof the American Lung Association. 
She said it tore her apart from head to 
too to see a little kid with a cigarette 
parked behind an car. 


Miss Jones is one of many health work- 


ers whose agencies are engaged in a big 
crusade to snuff out smoking among 
kids. Or see that It never starts. 


The 
American Lung Association, 


American Cancer Society and the Public 
Health Service are the big forces in the 
antismoking campaign aimed at the little 
kids and teen-agers. 


The health detectives are trying to con- 


vince the young American that what's on 
every pack of cigarettes is true. To wit: 


"WARNING: THE Surgeon General 


Has Determined That Smoking Is Dan- 
gerous To Your Health." 


But the campaigns ore not just anti- 


smoking. They play up the advantages of 
developing a healthful lifestyle. 


Comic books, for grade and junior high 


school students, tell the antismoking sto- 
ry In • way that's palatable to the young- 
sters. Movies, television commercials, 
pamphlets with read-to stories for pre- 
school children, and other materials rain 
down the antlamoklng message. 


The Public Health Service offers a 


Teen>Age Self Test for Smoking.

That Christmas Seal agency's current

Teen-age volunteers 
in Virginia, Florida, California and sev- 
eral other states are involved in this 
work. 


THE OTHER IS A direct appeal to 


teens themselves and involves many ac- 
tivities. Among the more interesting are 
those that are also linked to the move- 
ment for the "rights of the nonsmokers." 


In the state of Washington, for ex- 


ample, persons who expressed an inter- 
est in nonsmokers' rights were asked to 
volunteer for specific activities, including 
speaking to high school students about 
smoking and health. 


Young adults, especially, are sought 


for and interested in this activity. The 
volunteers are given an orientation ses- 
sion before going out to speak. They de- 
vise their own messages. 


Miss Jones of the American Lung Asso- 


ciation says the appeal of the nonsmo- 
kers rights' movement to young people is 
one of the more positive signs in the teen 
smoking picture. 


Along another line is an event known 


as the "unsmokers" concert. The Chi- 
cago Lung Association last year spon- 
sored an unsmokers' rock concert. 


MORE THAN 2,000 attended. The con- 


cert included a deejay — Gerry Arens of 
WVVX — who quit on the air and per- 
suaded 300 young people to quit with 
him, according to Margie Gillis of the 
Chicago Lung Association. -' 


The American Lung Association hopes 


to reduce the number of teen-age 
smokers by aiming special messages at 
preschool and elementary school chil- 
dren. 


Under development are animated tele- 


vision film spots for use during chil- 
dren's television programs, plus a 
pamphlet for kids aged 6 to 12 for use in 
connection with this program. 


Consultants from behavioral science, 


early childhood education, pediatrics and 
the communications fields ore assisting 
in its development. 


The major idea: convince the very 


young children that smoking is to be 
avoided. But that's not all. 


As Miss Jones put it: 
"We expect the children themselves to 


put pressure on older brothers and sis- 
ters and parents."

Booklet tells working 
women their rights

More women than ever before are holding jobs outside the home so 


nothing could be timelier than a look at the working woman's rights 
under federal law. 


The U.S. Government has packaged it neatly in a booklet because of 


the great increase in the number of women in the labor force. Within 
one decade — 1963 to 1973 — the number of women workers (aged 16 and 
over) increased by nearly 10 million, or 40 per cent, when it climbed 
from 24.7 million to 34.5 million. 


"The number of men workers increased by only 15 per cent during this 


period." 


It should be pointed out immediately that federal legislation on rights 


apply to the men as well, however. 


Not only are more women working, but they tend to work for longer 


periods of time — many for a stretch of 20 to 25 years after their children 
have entered school. 


"In addition, many women in their 40s and 50s returning to the labor 


force are unaware of their rights," said the booklet, Just released from 
the Women's Bureau, the U.S. Department of Labor. The publication 
compiles general information on federal legislation as of Janua- <• '^74. It 
covers matters of seeking a job, on the job and when women reti 


On getting a job, for instance, the bureau points out there . ^>v arc 


about 400 opprenticeable occupations in the skilled trades. Your nearest 
employment service or state department of labor can help you on the list 
and how to go about apprenticing. 


ONE SECTION IS DEVOTED to "You havr - right to complain if." 


These include: if an employer's advertisement k • employes carries a sex 
label; an employer refuses to let you file an application but accepts 
applications of others; a union or employment agency refuses to refer 
you to job openings; you are fired or laid off without cause; you are 
passed over for promotion for which you are qualified; you are paid less 
for comparable work; 


You are placed in a segregated seniority line; you are left out of 


training or apprenticeship programs. 


"And the reason for any of these acts is your sex, race, color, religion 


or national origin; also, your employer provides racially segregated 
lunchrooms, locked rooms, restrooms or recreation facilities." 


The longer life and working life span of women may account for the 


government's age discrimination in employment act It prohibits employ- 
ers, employment agencies and labor unions from discriminating on the 
basis of ages 40 to 65 in hiring, firing, promotion or other aspect of 
employment. In some areas, there must be an unwritten policy of non- 
discrimination, no matter what the age. 


The government booklet reminds that there may be no discrimination 


based on sex in earnings, including overtime pay and most fringe bene- 
fits. It requires equal pay for men and women in the same establishment 
performing "substantially, equal work requiring equal skill, effort and 
responsibility. The work does not have to be identical." 


THE PUBLICATION covers the matter of benefits under Social Secur- 


ity. This is a detailed analysis in the booklet, but the one thing that 
stands out is "As a wife, if you have worked and are eligible for retire- 
ment benefits on your own earnings record, you get benefits either on 
your own record or on your husband's, whichever gives you the larger 
amount." 


There's inequity buried here somewhere, because if both husband and 


wife accrue benefits under Social Security, why should only one collect? 
But that's another column.

Dear Dorothy: Although I soak or 


spray my husband's undershirts, I can- 
not get rid of the yellow underarm per- 
spiration stains.

For this type of yellow discoloration on 


a washable fabric, there is a specific 
treatment. While you can use a chlorine 
treatment, it is easier to use a sodium 
perborate solution. All tho reports I get 
say it docs just as good a job, and the 
garments can be left In solution several 
hours if need be. 


Mix one to two tablespoons of tills 


bleach with one pint hot water, mixing 
just before using as the solution loses 
strength on standing, soak until the stain • 
is gone. This may take several hours or 
overnight. Rinse well. Mind you, this 
treatment Is specifically for this kind of 
stain.

Dear Dorothy: I reheat leftover rice In 


a homemade "steamer." 


The "steamer" Is a thin aluminum plo 


pan (the throwaway kind which contains 
frozen pies), the bottom of which I have 
perforated 30 or 40 times with an Ice 
pick. My "steamer" fits neatly Into the 
top of my favorite copper-bottomed 
stainless steel cooking pot, and the pot 
lid rests neatly (but not tightly) on the 
rim of the pic pan. In a sense, this acts 
as a double boiler but puts the steam 
directly on the rice.

If you're planting peonies this fall, fol- 


low these tips for success: 


Make sure the peonies have plenty of 


sun, good drainage, and make sure they 
are not close to trees. Add a one to two- 
inch layer of well-rotted cow manure at 
the bottom of your excavation (18 inches 
deep). Mix a half cup of bone meal with 
tho soil for each plant. Do not plant the 
roots too deeply — not more than 2 
Inches from the top of the "eyes" to 
ground level. Planting too deep is one of 
tho most common causes for failure to 
bloom. 


Finally, after tho ground freezes, 


mulch the new transplants with a thick 
layer of straw.

Her chicken has an Italian flavor

Using the trial and error method, Pat 


Cimbalo of Des Plaines eventually de- 
vised a chicken recipe to suit her taste. 
She makes it for'the family, but it is 
delicious enough to serve to guests. 


Either one or two cut-up chickens may 


be used, as there is ample gravy in ei- 
ther case. Pat seasons the chicken gener- 
ously with garlic powder and oregano, 
which pleases her husband, Rich, who is 
of Italian descent. Then she browns it 
with more garlic, onions and mush- 
rooms. Wine, mushroom soup and milk 
are stirred into the pan drippings to 
make a rich'sauce in which to cook the 
chicken and additional raw onions. The 
gravy is yummy over rice or mashed po- 
tatoes, and this method is also excellent 
to use vi hen preparing pheasant. 


As accompaniments Pat suggests Ital- 


ian bread, a big salad and dessert. If a 
vegetable is desired, it should be plain 
because of the rich gravy. 


PAT LIKES TO use both Romaine and 


iceberg lettuce in her salads, having 
them thoroughly dry and well -chilled. 
She always keeps a supply of garlic-fla- 
vored oil on hand to use for the dressing. 
A little of this is mixed with 'wine vine- 
gar and sugar and shaken vigorously in 
a jar until it turns thick and creamy. 
Tossed with the greens, onion rings are a 
tasty addition and Parmesan cheese may 
bo sprinkled on top. 


For dessert, kolacky makes a big hit 


with family and guests. Pat makes hers 


from a-recipe she acquired when the 
Clmbalos lived hi Berwyn. Although a 
yeast dough is used, there is no kneading 
involved. 


The ingredients are mixed together 


and the dough Is rolled out and cut Unto 
circles. Pat makes a depression in ,each, 
filling It with Solo brand apricot filling, a 
favorite of her children, Laura, 18, Mike, 
8, and Tony, 1% years old. 


BAKED UNTIL lightly browned, they 


are sprinkled with confectioner's sugar. 
These kolacky are light in texture and 
appealing to serve for breakfast, coffee 
parties or as a dinner dessert. 


Although Pat teaches both piano and 


organ in her home and assists her hus- 
band with office work for his construc- 
tion company, she still takes time to try 
new recipes. Tasting a new dish at a res- 
taurant is inspiration for her to duplicate 
it in her own kitchen, where she finds the 
harmonious blending of foods as satis- 
fying as a harmonious melody in her mu- 
sic room. 


CHICKEN AND WINE 


1' or 2 whole frying chickens,

Do not 
boil; simmer gently until well mixed. 


Return chicken and onions to gravy. 


Taste to correct seasonings, adding more 
pepper, garlic powder and oregano, if de- 
sired. Add remaining onion tings. Cook 
gently, covered, for 30 minutes. If gravy 
is getting too thick, add % to 1 can chick- 
en broth. Cook an additional 10 to 15 min- 
utes. Serve with rice or mashed potatoes. 


ITALIAN SALAD 


Vt head iceberg lettuce, 


well chilled

Repeat process 
with remaining dough. Make a deep 
depression in the middle of each circle of 
dough with your thumb. Fill each with a 
rounded teaspoon apricot filling. Let 
stand for 15 minutes. 


Bake at 400 degrees for 8 to 10 min- 


utes. Reduce heat to 375 degrees and 
bake another 4 to 5 minutes until slightly 
brown, watching carefully. Cool and 
sprinkle with confectioners' sugar. Store 
in covered tin. Kolacky also freeze well. 
Makes 2V4 to 3 dozen.

Top with a circle 
of biscuits. Bake, uncovered in a pre- 
heated very hot oven (425 degrees) until 
golden, about 8 to 10 minutes. Yield: 6 
portions. 


Manicotti Is an interesting Italian dish 


consisting of pasta which is stuffed with 
meat or cheese, baked and served with 
cither tomato or a rich cheese sauce. 
The word means sleeve and the mnni- 
cotti pasta usually is made in tubular 
fashion about four inches long and an 
inch in diameter and can be purchased 
in Italian stores or some supermarkets. 
A shorter version is marketed as tufoli. 


Here is a simple recipe for a manicotti 


dish which eliminates long hours of 
sauce making such as Restaurateur 
Gene Leone used to do to satisfy the pal- 
ate of famed sports cartoonist Willard 
'Mullln. Mullln, now retired, makes this 
in his kitchen in Ft. Myers Bench, Fin. 


When cooking pasta always use lots of 


water. Salt and bring to boil and cook 10 
manicotti tubes until tender (about 10 
minutes). Drain and allow pasta to cool. 
Meantime mix 1 pound rlcotta (dry and 
unsalted cottage cheese), Ms cup grated 
Parmesan cheese, and 1 lightly beaten 
egg- 
Use a pastry knife or small spoon and 


stuff each tube with the cheese mixture. 
Arrange manicotti in a 12-inch Pyrex or 
shallow baking dish. Melt 2 tablespoons 
butter or margarine in a saucepan, add 
M: teaspoon basil and Vi cup chopped on- 
ion. Cook until onion is tender. 


Now add 1 can cream of chicken soup, 


1 can cream of mushroom soup (both un- 
diluatcd), l'/i cups of boned chicken 
meat, a small can or jar of drained,

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USDA proposed meat grade change 


could be beneficial to consumer 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 


(U3DA) recently proposed changes in 
federal meat grading standards which 
could have both long and short range 
benefits for consumers, according to 
John C. Plerco, Director of the Livestock 
Division of USDA's Agricultural Market- 
Ing Service. 


The proposed changes are not drastic, 


ho said, and the result would add both 
precision and efficiency to beef produc- 
tion and marketing. 


The- most significant effect Pierce 


cited would bo a long rango one: namely 
extensive reduction In the amount of ex- 
cess fat on cattle — and on beef. Produc- 
ing, shipping and trimming off excess fat 
on beef now costs more than $2 billion 
annually. Reducing this cost would ideal- 
ly mean substantial savings to both pro- 
ducers and consumers. 


Pierce explained that much of the cur- 


rent cost could bo avoided through In- 
creased production of "moat type" 
cattle. These are cattle that have an In- 
herent ability to produce high quality 
beef, arc thickly muscled and yet have 
little excess fat when they reach market 
weights. 


Genetically Improving beef cattle along 


these lines takes time, sold Pierce. But 
improvement could be hastened If superi- 
or meat-type cattle receive recognition 
and more favorable market prices. 


Such recognition and pricing would be 


facilitated through one. of the changes 
proposed in the beef grading system — 
the proposal to require that whenever 
beef is graded, It be graded for both 
quality and yield. (USDA yield grades 
run from 1 to 5 and measure the per cent 
of trimmed retail cuts.) This chaflge 
would give beef carcass buyers and sell- 
ers a more complete and accurate in- 
dication of the carcass's market val- 
ue, said Pierce. 


Short rango effects of the proposed 


changes would be threefold, cald Pierce. 
These would bo slightly leaner beef in 
the top grades, a redesigned and more 
restrictive Good grade; and more uni- 
form eating quality in the higher grades, 
Prime, Choice and Good. 


SLIGHTLY LEANER beef in the top 


grades would be brought about by chang- 
ing the marbling-maturlty relationships 
for beef from young cattle under about 
30 months of age, according to USDA. 
Current grade standards are based on 
the premise that marbling (flecks of fat

within the lean) enhances beef eating 
quality, which an Increase in the ani- 
mal's ago has the opposite effect. Pre- 
s c n t s t a n d a r d s require increasing 
amounts of marbling In an increase 
In age. 


However, Pierce sold, more recent re- 


search shows that for young animals ad- 
vancing age does not have a significant 
effect on eating quality. So, USDA pro- 
poses marbling requirements be reduced 
within each grade, but only to the le- 
vel now required for the youngest beef 
animals In the grade. Consumers would 
bo getting slightly leaner beef in the 
Prime and Choice grades If this change 
is adopted. 


The second short-range effect relates 


only to Good grade beef. The minimum 
marbling requirement for. Good beef 
would be Increased slightly, making the 
range of quality much narrower than it 
is now. The result, according to USDA, 
would bo a special, uniform quality 
grade of beef that should appeal to con- 
sumers who want less Internal! and sur- 
face fat than they get In Choice grade 
beef. . 


Pierce also feels that the proposed 


changes would result in increased, uni- 
formity and consistency in the (eating 
quality of Prime, Choice and Good 
grades of beef. This would be achieved, 
he said, by the proposal to eliminate con*, 
formation (the shape of the carcass) as a 
quality grade factor. Conformation has 
no effect on the eating quality of beef, 
but docs relate to the yield of retail cuts 
in a carcass and to its value, he said. 


USDA is soliciting public comments on 


the proposed changes. Comments should 
bo sent in duplicate to the Office of the 
Hearing Clerk, Room 112-A, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, D.C. 
20250. Comments must be filed by Dec.

Some frozen vegetables, particularly 


cut green beans, beans, corn, peas, peas 
and corn, potatoes, and mixed vegetables 
are available In heavy polyethylene bags 
containing 16, 24 or 32 ounces. The ad- 
vantage of this type of packaging is that 
tho vegetables usually separate enough 
to pour needed amount for cooking and 
return the rest to tho freezer for later.

Homemade bread is always welcome 


Home hiked potato breads 


Baking bread is not difficult as anyone 


who has ever done it can tell you. But if 
you've never baked bread, you'll be 
amazed at how absolutely therapeutic 
just the mixing and kneading process 
can be. And what better way to greet the 
family at dinner time, than with the 
aroma of fresh baked bread. 


Here are two new recipes for potato 


bread which team old fashioned flavor 
with modern techniques. . 


Anadama bread is a traditional favor- 


ite that blends the flavors of molasses 
and corn meal for a' slightly sweet, 
hearty bread. If the family'doesn't de- 
vour it immediately, it makes breakfast 
something special with its nut sweet fla- 
vor toasted to a turn. 


Years ago leftover mashed potatotes 


were added to bread dough, making the 
end result a moister loaf that stayed 
fresh longer. Anadama bread modernizes 
this technique with the use of instant 
mashed potato flakes. 


Oatmeal Wheat Bread combines two fa- 


vorite grains, rolled oats and whole 
wheat together in instant mashed potato 
granules. This loaf makes a taste treat' 
out of sandwiches and is also the perfect 
toast. 


ANADAMA BREAD 


5 to 5'i cups, all-purpose 


flour 


1 cup country style mashed 


potato flakes 


2 packages active dry yeast 
Vi cup corn meal 
2 cups boiling water 
% cup molasses 
1/3 cup shortening 


1 tablespoon salt 
2 eggs 


Combine three cups flour, potato 


flakes, and yeast. In large bowl, stir corn, 
meal into boiling water; add 'molasses, 
shortening, and salt; cool to lukewarm. 
Add flour-yeast mixture and eggs. Beat 
at low speed of electric mixer for % min- 
ute, scraping bowl frequently. Beat 3 
minutes at medium speed. Stir in enough 
flour to make a soft dough. Knead on 
floured surface until smooth and elastic,' 
7 to 10 minutes. Place In greased bowl, 
turning to grease all surfaces. Cover; let 
rise in warm place until double in size, 
45 to 60 minutes. Punch down, divide in 
half,.cover, and let rest 10 minutes. Roll 
out each half on floured surface to 12 x 
7-inch rectangle. Roll up tightly, jelly roll 
fashion, starting with 7-inch side. Seal 


seams and ends. Place. In two well- 
greased 9 x 5 x 3-inch loaf pans. Cover 
and let rise again until double, 45 to 60 
minutes. Bake at 375 degrees for 35 to 40 
minutes, until deep golden brown. Re- 
move from pans; cool. Makes 2 loaves. 


OATMEAL-WHEAT BREAD 


2 cups whole wheat flour 


]/4 cup (% of 5 serving 


envelope) Instant mashed 
potato granules 


3 packages active dry yeast 
1 tablespoon salt 
2 cups milk 


1/3 cup honey 


>/4 cup shortening 
Vi cup rolled oats 
2 Mi to 3 cups all-purpose flour 


Combine whole wheat flour, potato 


granules, yeast, and salt in large bowl. 
Heat milk, honey, and shortening until 


lukewarm; add to flour mixture. Beat at 
low speed of electric mixer for V4 min- 
ute, scraping bowl frequently. Beat 3 
minutes at medium speed. Stir in oats 
and enough all-purpose flour to make a 
stiff dough. Knead on floured surface un- 
til smooth and elastic, 7, to 10 minutes. 
Place in greased bowl, turning to grease 
all surfaces. Cover and let rise hi warm 
place until double in size, 1 to U4 hours. 
Punch down, divide in half, cover, and 
let rest 10 minutes.

Be glad the good old days of home cooking are gone

People who long nostalgically for the 


Rood old days of home cooking don't 
know how lucky they are to have missed 
them. 


Those were the days when vegetables 


were boiled for hours, until they had lost 
not only their flavor but also their nutri- 
ents. One 19th Century cookbook author 
wrote that half cooked vegetables were 
exceedingly Indigestible and unwhole- 
some. 


Rare beef was a rarity because most 


cuts were so tough they had to be ten- 
derized by long, slow cooking. 


Cakes, pics and other sweets were doll- 


ciously rich. They used eggs by the doz- 
en and butter by the pound. But they also 
demanded elbow grease, for hand beat- 
ing that in some recipes took an hour or 
more. Cooking in general was a tiring, 
time consuming job. 


Family soup should be on the fire at 


six in the morning if you dine at two, 
advised Eliza Leslie In 1848. Vegetables 
should be added after the first three 
hours and cooked for five, she said. 


MISS LESLIE'S "Directions for Cook- 


ing" is among 27 cookbooks in a new 15 
volume Cookery Americana scries Arno 
Press. They arc facsimile editions of out 
of print and rare cookbooks from the pri- 
vate library of Chicago rcstaurantcur 
Louis Szathmary. The books cover more 
than a century of American home cook- 
ing, and the picture they give is, by con- 
temporary standards, not exactly appe- 
tizing. 


Puddings were popular, although It's 


hard to imagine why after you've read a 
few recipes. Take boiled Indian suet pud- 
ding, from Mrs. J. Chadwick's "Home 
Cookery" published in 1853. It was made 
from chopped suet, milk, meal (presum- 
ably corn meal) and salt and required 


three to four hours cooking: It was 
served with molasses "or sauce of any 
kind you prefer." 


Mrs. Chadwick's Gloucester pudding 


might better have been named poison 
pudding. Its flavoring came from a dozen 
bitter almonds, which have a high cya- 
nide content. 


"THE NEW FAMILY Book, or Ladies' 


Indispensiblc Companion and House- 
keepers' Guide," published about the 
same time, offered — among other 
things — cole slaw consisting solely of 
cabbage, vinegar and salt, and dyspepsia 
cake. Whether the cake cured indigestion 
or caused It Is debatable. It was made 
from flour, sugar, milk, salt and salcr- 
atus baking soda. 


Organic vegetables were all you could 


yet in the 1870s when "Mrs. Porter's 
New Southern Cookery Book" was pub- 
lished. Her advice about soaking vege- 
tables in a strong brine 20 to 30 minutes

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Picnic before kickoff time 


ToJIgatlng, a plcniclng term that came 


In with (ho advent of Iho station wagon, 
has touched down as a fun-filled activity 
closely associated with football games. 


Tho idea of packing a lunch for park- 


ing-lot dining prior to tho game began as 
a way to beat the traffic and evolved into 
a customary social event. Fans arrive in 
the stadium parking lot as far ahead as 
three hours before kickoff to meet their 
friends for a pro-game picnic while re- 
newing old friendships among other 
"tallgatcrs" in the lot. The crowds be- 
come in largo In some stadium lots that 
huge banners are hung to designate tho 
respective party areas. 


Although tallgnUng is a popular 


"sport" among many football fans 
across the nation, it is virtually unheard 
of in other areas. In the Southwest, 
where the football games are played at 
night due to the blistering hot fall days, 
football fans meet for Mexican fore at 
one of tho local restaurants or plan an 
indoor buffet at a friend's home near the 
stadium. In one Northwest state, loyal 
alumni hop on the annual- "football 
train" at various stops across the state," 
and the train takes them to the univer- 
sity while they picnic onboard. 


Tailgate menus vary from region to re- 


gion with most picnic baskets packed 
with foods indigenous to tho area. 'Ask 
almost any North Carolinian what sho 
packs for tho parking lot get-together 
and tho fare will undoubtedly be tho 
same: fried chicken, potato salad, de- 
viled eggs and plmlcnto cheese sand- 
wiches. 


A universal favorite is potato salad 


with variations depending on tho pre- 
dominant ethnic background of the area. 
The Germans, Irish and other nation- 
alities have had a hand In creating their 
own versions of the ever popular salad. 


Wisconsin football fans bring their ver- 


sion of potato salad or serve a popular 
seven layer salad along with grilled 
bratwurst. Ham and cheese sandwiches 
on potato rolls smothered In mayonnaise 
and horseradish are another popular pic- 
nic basket item. In this predominantly 
German area, liver sausage, summer 
sausage and cheese are served with 
crackers as pregame appetizers. 


In the Northeast, reports of tailgate 


picnic menus run the gamut from dinner 
rolls filled with roast beef, corned beef, 
or pastrami to pheasant under glass 
served on loco tablecloths. 


From informal surveys come two re- 


gional menus — one from the Midwest 
and tho other from tho South. The next 
time you pack a football feast — borrow 
some of these ideas for different picnic 
fare.

Davis 
sold, however, that unless the hospital 
can show financing agencies that it has a 
contract with Blue Cross, they are un- 
willing to commit financial support. 


Thus, if the project cannot be financed 


with general obligation bonds, the hospi- 
tal would have to use private financing 
which carries higher interest rates, 
Davis said. 


He said it may be financially beneficial 


for his clients to obtain private financing 
because the higher Interest rates may 
cost less than if they wait several 
months and arc faced with substantially 
higher construction costs. 


Davis said he was dismayed to learn of 


the Blue Cross requirement because he 
thought the hospital had cleared its final 
hurdle two weeks ago when Its final 
plans were .approved by the Illinois Dept. 
of Public Health. -

A SPOKESMAN FOR Comprehensive 


Health Planning sold a recent report in- 
dicated there is no need for additional 
hospital facilities In Cook County. He 
said the new hospital will not be ap- 
proved unless Franklin Boulevard offi- 
cials can show the agency otherwise. 
'"The assumption that a hospital is not 
needed out here is pretty ridiculous," 
Davis said. "I don't know how they 
(Comprehensive Health Planning) can 
refuse to approve us after we already 
have state approval." 


By obtaining approval by the state be- 


fore Oct. 1, the hospital avoided the new- 
ly-enacted certificate of need law, which 
requires the backers to prove that a hos- 
pital is needed where it is being pro- 
posed. 


Davis said it probably Is illegal for 


Blue Cross to refuse to enter into a can- 
tract because a hospital has not been ap- 
proved by Comprehensive Health Plan- 
ning. He said, however, he doubts the 
hospital will challenge the matter in 
court. 


Before any decisions arc reached, 


Davis said, he plans to meet with Blue 
Cross officials. He said he met with them 
recently, but little progress was made. 


THE BLUE CROSS spokesman said it 


has been the firm's policy since 1973 to 
require review of all hospital facilities by 
a local planning agency before entering 
Into a contract. 


Although there are serious problems 


facing the new hospital, Davis said the 
backers are not likely to abandon the 
project. "I don't think those people will 
do that," he said. "They've already done 
too much and worked too hard to scrap 
the plans now." 


Davis said the hospital will solicit the 


support of local organizations to demon- 
strate the hospital has the backing of the 
community. "We want to show there is 
great interest in this hospital," lie said. 


The 228-bed satellite facility has been 


proposed for,a tract on the east side of 
Schoenbeck Road, just south of Wheel- 
Ing's corporate limits. 


The $11.3-milllon facility would b'e de- 


signed to serve Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove, parts* of Mount Prospect, Pros- 
pect Heights, Arlington Heights, North- 
brook and southern Lake County.

5r> per cent, said they arc aware of the 
referendum and plan to vote. Nineteen of 
these residents, or 67 per cent, said they 
were undecided or had no comment as to 
how they would cast their ballots. Some 
said they could not take a position on the 
matter because they arc unfamiliar with 
the fire transfer issue and wanted more 
time to analyze it. 


Several said they plan to attend one of 


four meetings scheduled over the next 
four weeks where the referendum will be 
dbcusscd and explained by officials of 
the village and the two (Ire districts. 


The first of those sessions will be at 


7:TO tonight at Kilmer School, 653 Golf- 
view Terr. Other meetings have been 
scheduled for Oct. 10.17 and 24.

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Schools adopt new 
sex ed program 
for upper grades 


by DOnOTIIY OUVEFt 


A new sex education curriculum for 


seventh nnd eighth graders in River 
Trails Dist. 26 has been adopted by tha 
board of education. 


The two-year program was designed 


during the summer by teachers Ma- 
rianne Jczowki and Don Wickcrsham and 
was presented to the board at its Tues- 
day night meeting. 


Alan Levin, curriculum director, said 


sex education was taught last year by a 
team of outside consultants. This year, 
he added, the curriculum will be taken 
over at the district level and taught by 
teachers. 


The seventh-grade curriculum, which 


will be taught over a four-week period, 
will deal with the adolescent changes ex- 
perienced by young people, and with re- 
production. 


LEVIN STKESSED that the curriculum 


"emphasizes the normal to alleviate any 
worries about fast or slow development." 


Teachers will discuss not only the 


physical changes young people experi- 
ence but the social and emotional 
changes. Discussions on reproduction 
will Include Information on the male and 
female reproduction systems, fertiliza- 
tion, prenatal development and birth. 


Eighth-grade curriculum will review 


reproduction and delve (nto the areas of 
dating and social diseases. 


The two teachers who mapped out the 


new program created n 54-page guide for 
use by sex education teachers. The guide 
Includes pages of reference material, dis- 
cussion topics, diagrams, suggested ac- 
tivities, and the district's objectives in 
teaching each of the subject areas. 


FOR EXAMPLE. IN the area of emo- 


tional aspects of adolescent change, the 


§500,000 school 
tax warrants 
apparently lost 


A total of $300,000 worth of negotiable 


tax anticipation warrants Issued by Elk 
Grove Township Dlst. 59 have apparently 
been lost by two financial institutions, 
school officials said. 


The loss does not affect the school dis- 


trict because the Institutions ore respon- 
sible for any loss If the warrants arc 
cashed, according to Arthur Perry, as- 
s 1st ant superintendent for adminis- 
tration. Both institutions will post bonds 
Hi times greater than the warrants to 
Insure payment If the originals are cash- 
ed. 


The Dist. 3D Board of Education au- 


thorized Issuance of duplicate tax war- 
rants to replace the originals earlier this 
week. 


ACCORDING TO PERRY, the action 


will allow the district to pay the debt as 
planned and remove any possibility of 
tarnishing the district's credit rating 
with bonding companies. 


The two Institutions are Northwestern 


National Bank of Minneapolis and Kid- 
dor. Pea body & Co., a New York-based 
brokerage firm, said Harold Erlondson, 
Elk Grove Township school treasurer. 


William Schumwoy, attorney for the 


school treasurer, refused to supply any 
Information from the warrant-sale docu- 
ments In his possession, saying he didn't 
want to "embarrass" the two Institutions 
involved. Schumwny contended that the 
information Is confidential. 
, 


Edward Gcsmc, an official In Iho 


bonds and investment department at 
Northwestern National, said ho knows 
nothing about the lost warrants. 


ANOTHER HANK OFFICER however 


said he was vaguely aware of the situ- 
ation but didn't know any details. 


Gcsmc did say it was possible North- 


western National was holding the bonds 
for "one of our clients — maybe a coun- 
try bank." 


The warrants arc a means to borrow 


against anticipated tax revenue. They 
were Issued against 1973 lax monies. 


The warrants are to be paid off when 


the tax money Is received and will expire 
in six months, Perry said. Tax money Is 
now starting to come In. 


The loss of three of the tax warrants 


was discovered In June, according to Er- 
landson. The district was expecting part 
of the tax levy to come In and the town- 
ship treasurer issued a coll for the three 
warrants to the Minnesota Bank. The 
bank was unable to locate the warrants, 
he sold. 


The second set of warrants was dis- 


covered missing Sept. 28 when the trcas- 
urcr Issued another call for the warrants 
from the East Coast firm. Erlandson 
said that apparently the brokerage firm 
holding the bonds merged with another 
firm and lost the warrants during the 
merger. 


"WE'RE GLAD TO GET some of this 


cleared up," said Erlandson. "We paid 
off three of the warrants yesterday 
(Tuesday)." 


The treasurer pointed out that the mix- 


up was going to be an additional expense 
to the township school trustees, a body 
which has control over local school dis- 
trict funds. "Someone has to take care of 
the paperwork," he sold referring to the 
trustees, "and it's going to cost some- 
body somewhere along the line." 


Erlandson said he had no idea what 


the cost Involved would be. 


guide lists as objectives: to identify feel- 
ings about bodily changes, and to exam- 
ine the difference between the emotions 
that arc real and those that arc unsub- 
stantiated.

He 
added that questions of sexual technique 
will not be Included in the program. 


During their research, the teachers 


sought advice from the Illinois Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction's office on 
how to handle discussions of birth con- 
trol. 


The response from the state, Levin 


said, was that only a doctor can discuss 
birth control with a class and students 
must have written permission from their 
parents. Teachers should refer questions 
on the subject back to the parents — 
pointing out there ore religious overtones, 
lie said. 


"NOT 
INCLUDING birth control infor- 


mation is like giving a child n book of 
matches and not telling him where the 
extinguisher Is," said board member 
Leant Rosen. 


Other board membcs tagged OSPI's 


answer ns "archaic" and "outdated." 


Wickcrsham, who may be teaching the 


sex education course, said both he and 
Jczowki had hoped the board would react 
in favor of including birth control in the 
curriculum. He said changes would be 
made in the guide as teachers work with 
It and It was possible this addition would 
be mode. 


The guide contains recommendations, 


also approved by the board: 


• A sex education curriculum for kin- 


dergarten through eighth grade should 
be developed to emphasize self-under- 
standing, family life, social responsi- 
bilities and physical development. 


• The process of formulating a sex 


education curriculum should be on on-go- 
ing process; deletions and additions 
should be made as necessary. 


• The guide should be evaluated by 


parents and teachers nnd should 1» re- 
vised each year based on recommenda- 
tions. 


• Parent meetings should be held to 


show the specific materials that will be 
used and answer any questions. 


• A parent bookshelf should be estab- 


lished with reference materials for adults. 


• Supplementary materials should be 


purchased. 


• No teacher should be forced to teach 


the curriculum. 


• Teachers will have In-service train- 


ing to help (hem use the guide and be- 
come comfortable with the subject area. 


The curriculum will be used this year 


after initial changes nrc made by Levin 
and training workshops arc held for in- 
structors.

Firm hired to study costs 
Prospect moves to buy water system 


Mount Prospect has taken the first 


step toward purchase of Citizens Utilities 
Co.'s water and sewer systm in the New 
Town section of the village. 


The village board Tuesday voted to 


hire the firm of M & E/Alstot, March 
and Gulllou Inc., DCS Plnincs, to conduct 
a study of the cost of purchasing the util- 
ity company's equipment in the north- 
cast portion of the village. 


Co.st of the appraisal is not to exceed 


$27,600. 


M a y o r Robert D. Teichert said 


Wednesday the purpose of the appraisal 
is to determine whether It would be finan- 
cially feasible for the village to make an 
offer to the company and assume the wa- 
ter supplying job in that area. 


"The study will try to place a price on 


capital improvements and hopefully de- 
termine how the system can be in- 
tegrated into the village water system," 
Teichert said. The study also will try to 
determine if the equipment serving 
Mount Prospect can be separated from 
company holdings in other areas, Tci- 
chert said. 


ACCORDING TO the agreement pro- 


posed by George March of the engineer- 
ing firm, the study will determine the 
value of the existing water supply and 
sewer system and figure what other 
costs, such as short-range capital im- 
provements, financing of the system, 
purchase and annual maintenance and 
operation costs would be required. The 
btudy also will report on the total cost 


needed for the purchase, whether the 
present rate structure would provide the 
needed revenue and whether the pur- 
chase is considered feasible. 


Teichert said that if purchase of the 


equipment is possible the cost would be 
financed through the sale of revenue 
bonds which would be retired through the 
payment of user fees. 


Teichert speculated that the ultimate 


price of purchasing the equipment could 
be paid off accortling to the present rate 
structure charged by Citizens. Due to a 
recently approved rate increase, about 
2,350 households in Mount Prospect that 
are served by Citizens pay a minimum 
monthly water rate of $5,36 and a flat 
sower charge of $6 per month. 


The charge to Citizens customers in 


Mount Prospect is considerably higher 
than the cost assessed to village resi- 
dents who arc tied into the village water 
system. 


THE RATE differential is such that a 


family in the Citizens service area would 
pay $13.48 a month including a sewer 
charge for 6,000 gallons of water used 
compared to a charge of $7 per month to 
other village residents for the identical 
service. 


"The rate difference is extreme and as 


it stands there is no relief for the people 
in the Citizens area," Teichert said. 
"They don't have a constant supply of 
water and they still pay a higher cost." 


The mayor added that if the Citizens 


equipment was integrated into the vil- 


lage water system, residents in the New 
Town area would be assured a constant 
water supply with good pressure because 
thn village wells could handle the added 
load. 


Teichert said it is possible that if the 


village purchases the Citizens equipment, 
rates charged to residents in the New 
Town area eventually could go down 
once the revenue bonds are retired. "At 
least they couldn't be in a worse position 
than they are now," the mayor said. 


NO TIMETABLE for completing the 


study has been determined but Teichert 
said he believes the matter is urgent and 
should receive prompt attention. 


"This is way overdue, in my judgment. 


The people have approached us to con- 
sider this and they are the ones who will 
have to bear the cost," Teichert said. 


Although Citizens has said it is not in- 


terested in selling any or all of its oper- 
ation, Teichert said if the village made 
the company an offer, he expected it 
would be given serious consideration. 


"The ultimate goal in this situation is 


to provide the people there with better 
service and lower rates," Geichert said. 


TRUSTEE RICHARD N. Hendricks, 


the lone dissenter in the vote to proceed 
with the study, said Wednesday ho is not 
opposed to possible purchase of the utili- 
ty company. 


"My question is whether we should 


spend $27,000 for a study when it may not 
be feasible to buy the company at all," 
Hendricks said. 


Hendricks moved to have the mttcr ta- 


bled in favor of waiting for a legal opin- 
ion on whetlwr the village lias the right 
to condemn the company if Citizens re- 
fuses to sell. Teichert ruled the motion 
out-of-order contending that the village 
always has the right of condemnation as 
a last resort. 


"I voted aginst the motion reluctantly 


because my concern was not answered," 
Hendricks said, "but I am in favor of 
obtaining the company in order to get 
those people on village water." 


Des Plaines, which already has re- 


ceived a study, is considering alterna- 
tives to outright purchase of the system. 
About 500 homes in Waycinden Park, an 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township sub- 
division surrounded by Des Plaines, are 
served by Citizens Utilities Co.

A charge by Abncr J. Mlkva Hint his

uel II. Young, H-lOtli. has misused his 
franking privileges was thrown out 
Wednesday by federal officials. 


A spokesman for the Commission on 


Congressional Mailing Standards said the 
ID-count complaint, which had been filed 
In July and amended several times, was 
dismissed after being reviewed In Wash- 
ington. The decision was unanimous by 
the six-member bipartisan panel.

"We found all of the mailings cited in 


the complaint to conform.to the guide- 
lines that have been approved by Con- 
gress," Uic spokesman said.

City told to decide 
by Nov. 1 on 
bus-run subsidy 


The North Suburban Mass Transit Dis- 


trict (NORTRAN) has asked DCS Plaines 
and Park Ridge officials to deckle by 
Nov. 1 whether they Intend to provide 
subsidies to keep buses rolling. 


Joseph DIJohn, NORTRAN's executive 


director, said Wednesday he hopes Des 
Plalnca officials reach a decision sooner, 
possibly at the city council meeting Mon- 
day evening which he plans to attend. 


DCS Plaines officials have held talks 


with both NORTRAN and representatives 
of the Chicago Transit Authority (CTA) 
over the future of bus operations in the 
city. 


The move was prompted by NOR- 


TRAN's negotiations with United Motor 


Fire department 
sets schools tour 


The North Maine Fire Dcpt. will tour

Coach to purchase the bus line. The dis- 
trict will probably take control of the bus 
company later this year. 


Once this occurs, the future of II bus 


routes In the city becomes uncertain. 


CITY OFFICIALS have been told they 


would have to pay NORTRAN about 
$63,000 a year to keep the routes In oper- 
ation. While the CTA also has presented 
a proposal for providing service, no firm 
costs estimates arc available. 


DIJohn said "There arc no deadlines 


as such, but wo would certainly like to 
have some indication as to their intention 
as soon as possible." 


He also said that while the CTA was 


eliminated from consideration last week 
as a possible management agent for tho 
district's bus operations, NORTRAN offi- 
cials arc still holding informal talks to 
determine the costs of purchasing ser- 
vice from the CTA for all of the district's 
bus routes. 


"The numbers are being worked up 


now," DiJohn said. The first proposal 
submitted by tho CTA would have pro- 
vided only a management agent for the 
district's bus operations. Any long-range 
transit studies would have to be con- 
tracted for separately. 


DIJohn also said the CTA would not 


have been able to act as the employer 
for the personnel who would operate and 
maintain the buses. The district Is still 
considering two management firms to 
operate the bus and provide planning 
services. 


A final recommendation on hiring Uic 


management firm could be made later 
this month. 


9-story senior-citizens 


housing project topped out 


Construction crows lopped out Uic 


now senior-citizens' housing devel- 
opment In DCS Plaines Tuesday. 


City officials and representatives 


from the Cook County Housing Au- 
thority (CCHA) participated in brief 
ceremonies at the site of the nine-sto- 
ry building, Lee Street and Ashland 
Avenue. 


Interviews with moro than 300 per- 


sons who have applied to live in the 
structure will begin this month. 


City officials and CCHA Mang- 


cmcnt Aide Connie Manlka will con- 
duct the Interviews to determine 
eligibility. 


Persons who are 62 years of age 


and older and have an Income of 
$4,000 per year or married couples of 


the same ago having an Income of 
$3,600 per year arc eligible to apply 
for an apartment in the 120-unit 
building. 


City officials also have decided to 


give first preference to persons who 
have lived In DCS Plaines for a min- 
imum of two years. 


CCHA officials anticipate the build- 


ing should be completed in May or 
June of next year.

that It is astounding that the law would 
allow this," Mlkva said. 


He indicated that if the commission 


had no jurisdiction on several parts of 
the complaint, it would be possible to 
take the matter to court. "The problem 
remains that $200,000 of the taxpayers' 
money has been used to puff a candidate 
and this is not right." 


YOUNG SAID he believed It was "ap- 


propriate for tho complaint to the raised," 
adding, "I would have liked to sec an 
earlier determination of this complaint, 
but Mikva amended his original com- 
plnlnt twice, which had the effect of de- 
laying a resolution and keeping the mat- 
ter alive for publicity purposes." 


"The new franking law Is not only for 


the benefit of the complainant, but also 
protects the defendants by providing for 
a speedy determination of complaints." 


"Complaints that are politically moti- 


vated nnd arc lodged for the purpose of 
generating newspaper headlines do not 
nnd should not succeed and should be 
quickly disposed," Young added. 


Two counts of the complaint filed by 


Mikva Involved newsletters that were 
mailed before the commission's stan- 
dards went into effect this year. 


Another six counts in the complaint al- 


leged that Young had used too many pic- 
tures in his newsletters and that the pic- 
tures were larger than the size allowed 
by federal regulations. 


THE COMMISSION ruled, however, 


that the congressman was within the 
guidelines which limit pictures to two per 
page, representing less than 20 per. cent 
of the page. 


Another aspect of Mikva's complaint 


dealt with a questionnaire sent by Young 
to all district residents which Included 
questions on a variety of topics and also 
asked for the respondent's political affi- 
liation. 


"The commission could find nothing in 


the franking regulations which would 
prohibit this," the federal spokesman 
said. 


The last count questioned Young's use 


of a cover letter and a picture of an in- 
dex of consumer publications published 
by the government for citizens. The com- 
mission determined that the letter and 
the picture were permissible.

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Symphony thrills 
suburb audience

The grand court of Woodfield Mall 


in Schaumburg was filled Wednesday 
night as it has never been filled 
before, as an attentive audience esti- 
mated at 30,000 heard the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra play its wel- 
come home concert. 


The event, sponsored by the Wood- 


field Merchants Assn., recognized the 
orchestra's recent return from a Eu- 
ropean tour. 


Traffic in the vicinity of the shop- 


ping center was backed up for miles 
before the presentation 
and the 


Woodfield parking lot was filled to 
overflowing. The crowd was the larg- 
est audience to hear the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra in a single con- 
cert. 


People began gathering across the 


ramps and in the aisles around the 
mall's interior as early as 6 p.m. to 
find an advantageous place to hear 
the concert. 


John Lightner, 50, of 810 N. Had- 


dow, Arlington Heights, joined his 
wife and friends while sitting on 
chairs they had carried into the mall. 
Late arrivers, they were "pretty 
much out of luck" in terms of seeing 
the orchestra because people were 
already standing three deep in front 
of them. 


But Lightner was happy to see the 


free concert. "This is absolutely an 
excellent progra'm," he said of the 
mixture of Rachmaninoff, Tschai- 
kovsky, Strauss and other greats 
whose music was performed by the 
orchestra. 


Many others echoed Ughtncr's 


delight at the opportunity to see the 
world-renowned Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra perform. 


The 80-minute concert began with 


the noise of shoppers drawing from 
the performance at first. But shortly 
into the program the power of the 
orchestra washed 
out any 
dis- 


tractions, and stores were quickly 
emptied of customers. 


The concert was recognized as an 


opportunity for many who otherwise 
would never see a symphony orches- 
tra perform. Conductor Henry Mazer 
said of the audience: "It was hard to 
tell but I thought they were with us." 
He said the audience might be the 
largest he ever performed for. "I felt 
like I was in the coliseum, but there 
were no lions," he said. 


Wally Kujala, who plays piccolo 


with the orchestra, echoed 
the 


maestro's comments, saying he had 
never seen such a huge audience at a 
performance. 


"They were tremendous," he said 


in an obvious reference to the au- 
dience. 


The audience numbered 30,000, jamming ihe huge mall.

Election nears 


Mikva, Young pouring big money., big names 


into head'to-head race for 10th District seat

A news analysis 


The clock is beginning to tick dawn 


again for Abncr J. Mlkvn and U.S. Rep. 
Samuel II. Young in their race to repre- 
sent the 10th Congressional District in 
Washington. 


Ahout a month remains before the vot- 


ers arc asked to decide if the past t\vo 
years of campaigning will end up in 
Young returning to Congress or being 
ousted by Mlkvn. 


Neither man has become a clear-cut 


favorite and it appears the race will fin- 
ish almost even once again, a rerun of 
the 1U72 contest which sow Mlkvn losing 
by about 7,000 votes to Young, who had 
tltc aid of a big Nixon vote. 


Now It is a new bnllgamc. Nixon isn't 


on the ticket, but neither is the former 
president the major liability he was ex- 
pected to be for most GOP candidates 
before his resignation. 


With Nixon and the Watergate scandal 


behind them, both candidates have cho- 
sen to turn their guns on the economy 
tiwl make it the major Issue of the race. 


BOTH APPEAR hopeful of taking the 


nllicr to task for approving wasteful fed- 
eral spending measures. Mlkva chose 
rising food prices for the thrust of his 
attack and has developed a published 
fowl-price survey to highlight this effort. 


Young also has come out against In- 


creased government spending in general 
and hit specifically at social-service pro- 
grams. The issue could thus be a draw 
for botli candidates. 


It also appears that as in 1972, national 


political firepower will be coming into 
the district as backup for both camps. 


U.S. Rep. John Rhodes, the House mi- 


nority leader, will be In the district 
tonight to boost Young. Sen. Edmund 
Muskic, former, Democratic vice presi- 
dential candidate, will appear at a Mikva 
fete Friday. 


Like a red flare signaling the start of 


battle, those dinners and a stcppcd-up 
schedule of appearances for both candi- 
dates arc indicators that the two-year 
race Is ncaring nn end. 


Because of 1972, neither side is over- 


confident. Mikva's people are thumbs up 
all the way, but the leaders of the cam- 
paign arc also talking like they hope 
their candidate docs not peak loo soon. 


YOUNG'S STAFF Is also cautiously op- 


timistic. Staffers say the campaign is go- 
Ing well. The candidate himself is still 
looking for more time to campaign, while 
noting publicly that Congressional duties 
make heavy demands on his time. 


Young also notes that Mlkva spent 


much of his time before the 1972 election 
campaigning in the district and not sit- 
ting in Congress representing the South 
Side Chicago district that had sent him 


to Capitol Hill in 1968 and 1970. 


Both sides feel they are further along 


in performing tedious canvassing and 
voter registration tasks than they were 
at this time In 1972. 


The polling and canvassing efforts con- 


ducted by each side show their respec- 
tive candidates in the lead at tills time. 
However, campaign Insiders are saying 
that there are still large blocks of unde- 
cided voters showing up in both polls. 


Young has apparently bent at least one 


campaign statement 
by bringing in 


Rhodes for the dinner fundraiser. It could 
be a small point, but he did state he 
would not involve outsiders in his reelec- 
tion bid. 


MIKVA HAS BEEN way ahead of his 


opponent on this count all along. While 
most appearances by national political 
figures have been limited to rallies for 
campaign volunteers, the 
appearances 


have attracted media attention. The 
names of those who have come in to 
hype the Mlkva campaign read like a 
U.S. Senate roll call. Henry (Scoop) 
Jackson, Fritz Mondale, William Prox- 
mlre, Dick Clark, and Muskie, Ohio Gov. 
John Gilllgan and U.S. Rep. Don Ed- 
wards have all slipped in to help Mikva. 


Both candidates state publicly, that the 


big names usually do not change the vot- 
ers' mind, but frequently help boost the 
morale of campaign volunteers. They 
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also impress contributors, perhaps in- 
creasing their willingness to give more. 


The campaign coffers also are worth a 


note. It appears both candidates will 
come close to equalling the 1972 spending 
derby, in which Young and Mikva put on 
the most expensive Congressional cam- 
paign in Illinois and the fifth most ex- 
pensive in the nation. 


A FINAL PUSH for money could drive 


the final total over the 1972 limit, despite 
statements by both candidates to hold 
down spending this time. 


As in 1972, Mlkva is getting money 


from big labor while Young is receiving 
funds from many North Shore business- 
men. Each side views the other's money 
sources as worthy of criticism. 


In many respects the race shapes like 


1972, except Mikva has U.S. Sen. Adini 
Stevenson ahead of him on the ticket in- 
stead of George McGovern, and Young 
doesn't have the Nixon tidal wave to 
ride. 


Press and political observers alike 


are still rating the Mikva-Young race a 
toss-up. That fact alone is something for 
the voters to ponder, at least for another 
month and who knows, maybe longer. If 
Mikva wins, it could be that Young will 
try to make it a "best two out of three" 
affair by running in 1976. 


In any case the next 30 days will not 


be dull.

Women voters conducting poll 
on city government changes 


The DCS Plnlncs chapter of the League 


of Women Voters has started a city-wide 
poll on possible changes in the operation 
of city government. 


The league already has surveyed offi- 


cials of several suburbs to gather Infor- 
mation on what type of governmental 
svstem is being used. 


The local poll oaks citizens whether the 


city should hire n full-time administrator 
to assist the mayor and aldermen. 


The city council has already rejected a 


proposal lo create the position of city 
manager. A number of aldermen and 
Mayor Herbert II. Dchrel said they pre- 
fer retaining the full mayor system even 


after Belirel retires from office in 1077. 


Behrel lias suggested hiring an admin- 


istrative assistant to the mayoral, but 
added that the city docs not have of- 
fice space at this time for additional pcr- 
soncl. He indicated after offices arc 
moved to the new city hall such a posi- 
tion may be created. 


The LWV's questionnaire also asks if 


DCS Plnlncs residents are "concerned or 
satisfied with the planning for the future 
of our city." 


Officials of the league have said they 


will present the results of the survey and 
other research to the city council later 
tills year.

$500,000 in school tax warrants lost ] 


A total of $500,000 worth of negotiable 


tax anticipation warrants issued by Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 have apparently 
been lost by two financial institutions, 
school officials said. 


The loss docs not affect the school dis- 


trict because the institutions arc respon- 
sible for any loss if the warrants are 
cabbed, according to Arthur Perry, as- 
s i s t a n t superintendent for adminis- 
tration. Both institutions will post bonds 
IVi times greater than the warrants to 
insure payment if the originals arc cash- 
ed. 


The Dist. 59 Board of Education au- 


thorized issuance of duplicate tax war- 
rants to replace the originals earlier this 
week. 


ACCORDING TO PERRY, the action 


will allow the district to pay the debt as 
planned and remove any possibility of 
tarnishing the district's credit rating 
with bonding companies. 


The two institutions arc Northwestern 


National Bank of Minneapolis and Kid- 
der, Peabody & Co., a New York-based 
brokerage firm, said Harold Erlandson, 
Elk Grove Township school treasurer. 


William Schumwoy, attorney for the 


seliool treasurer, refused to supply any 
information from the warrant-sale docu- 
ments in his possession, saying he didn't 
want to "embarrass" the two institutions 
involved. Schumway contended that the 
Information is confidential. 


Edward Gcsme, an official in the 


bonds and investment department at 
Northwestern National, said he knows 
nothing about the lost warrants. 


ANOTHER BANK OFFICER however 


said he was vaguely aware of the situ- 
ation but didn't know any details. 


Gcsme did say it was possible North- 
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western National was holding the bonds 
for "one of our clients — maybe a coun- 
try bank." 


The warrants arc a means to borrow 


against anticipated tax revenue. They 
were issued against 1973 tax monies. 


The warrants are to be paid off when 


the tax money is received and will expire 
in six months, Perry sold. Tax money is 
now starting to come in. 


The loss of three of the tax warrants 


was discovered in June, according to Er- 
landson. The district was expecting part 
of the tax levy to come in and the town- 
ship treasurer issued a call for the three 
warrants to the Minnesota Bank. The 
bank was unable to locate the warrants, 
he said. 


The second set of warrants was dis- 


covered missing Sept. 26 when the treas- 
urer issued another call for the warrants 
from the East Coast firm. Erlandson 
said that apparently the brokerage firm 
holding the bonds merged with another 
firm and lost the warrants during the 
merger. 


"WE'RE GLAD TO GET s«*S of this 


cleared up," said Erlandson." "We paid 
off three of the warrants 
yesterday 


(Tuesday)." 


The treasurer pointed out that the mix- 


up was going to be an additional expense 
to the township school trustees, a body 
which has control over local school dis- 
trict funds. "Someone has to take care of 
the paperwork," he said referring to the 
trustees, "and it's going to cos>t some- 
body somewhere along the line." 


Erlandson said he had no idea \vhat 


the cost involved would be.

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Schools OK sex education plan for 7th, 8th grades

A new sex education curriculum for 


seventh and eighth graders In River 
Trulls Dist. 28 has been adopted by the 
board of education. 


The tuo-year program was designed 


during tho summer by teachers Mn- 
rlannc Jczowki and Don Wlckcrsham and 
was presented to the board at Its Tiles- 
dny night meeting. 


Alan Levin, curriculum director, said 


sex education was taught last year by u 
tcum of outside consultants. This year, 
he added, the curriculum will be taken 
over at the district level and taught by 
teachers. 


The seventh-grade curriculum, which 


will be taught over a four-week period, 
will deal with the adolescent changes ex- 
perienced by young people, and with re- 
production. 


LEVIN STIlKSSEt) that the curriculum 


"emphasizes the normal to alleviate any 
\sorrics about fast or slow development." 


Teachers will discuss not only the 


physical changes young people experi- 
ence but the soclul and emotional 
changes. Discussions on reproduction 
will Include Information on the male and 
female reproduction systems, fertiliza- 
tion, prenatal development and birth. 


Eighth-grade curriculum will review 


reproduction and delve into the areas of 
dating and social diseases. 


The two teachers who mapped out the 


new program created a 54-page guide for 
use by sex education teachers. The guide 
includes pages of reference material, dis- 
cussion topics, diagrams, suggested ac- 
tivities, and the district's objectives In 
teaching each of the subject areas. 


FOR EXAMPLE, IN the area of emo- 


tional aspects of adolescent change, the 
guide lists as objectives: to Identify feel- 
ings .about bodily changes, and to exam- 
ine the difference between the emotions 
Hint arc real and those that arc unsub- 
stantiated.

Mount Prospect moves to buy water system 


Mount Prospect has taken the first 


step tott.inl purchase of Citizens Utilities 
Co.'s water and sewer systm In the New 
Town section of the Ullage. 


The Ullage board Tuesday voted to 


hire the firm of M & K/Alslot, March 
tind Gulllou Inc.. DCS Plnlncs. to conduct 
,1 study of the cost of purchasing tho util- 
ity company's equipment in the north- 
cast portion of the village. 


Cost of the appraisal is nut to exceed 


$27,000. 


M a y o r Robert D. Tcichcrt said 


Wednesday the purpose of the appraisal 
is to determine; whether It would be finan- 
cially feasible for the village to make an 
offer to the company and assume the wa- 
ter supplying job in that area. 


"The study will try to place a price on 


capital improvements and hopefully de- 
termine how the system can be in- 
tegrated Into the village water system." 
Tcichcrt said. The study also uill try to 
determine 
If 
the equipment serving 


Mount Prospect can lie separated from 
company holdings in other areas, Tci- 
chcrt said. 


ACCORDING TO the agreement pro- 


posed by George March of the engineer- 
ing firm, the study will determine the 
value of the existing water supply and 
sewer system and figure what other 


costs, such as short-range capital im- 
provements, financing of the system, 
purchase and annual maintenance and 
operation costs would be required. The 
study also will report on the total cost 
needed for the purchase, whether the 
present rate structure would provide the 
needed revenue and whether the pur- 
chase is considered feasible. 


Tcichcrt said that if purchase of the 


equipment is possible the cost would be 
financed through the sale of revcrkio 
bonds which would be retired through the 
payment of user fees. 


Tcichcrt speculated that the ultimate 


price of purchasing the equipment could 
be paid off according to the present rate 
structure charged by Citizens. Due to a 
recently approved rate increase, about 
2,350 households In Mount Prospect that 
are served by Citizens pay a minimum 
monthly water rate of $3.3G and a flat 
sewer charge of $c per month. 


The charge to Citizens customers in 


Mount Prospect is considerably higher 
than the cost assessed to village resi- 
dents who arc tied into the village water 
system. 


TIIK RATE differential is such that a 


family in the Citizens service area would 
pay $13.-K5 a month including a sewer 
charge for 0,000 gallons of water used 


compared to a charge of $7 per month to 
other village residents for the identical 
service. 


"The rate difference is extreme and as 


It stands there is no relief for the people 
in the Citizens area," Tcichert said. 
"They don't have a constant supply of 
water and they still pay a higher cost." 


The mayor added that if the Citizens 


equipment was integrated into the vil- 
lage water system, residents in tho New 
Town area would be assured a constant 
water supply with good pressure because 
the village wells could handle the added 
load. 


Telchcrt said it is possible that if the 


village purchases the Citizens equipment, 
rates charged to residents in the New 
Town area eventually could go down 
once the revenue bonds are retired. "At 
least they couldn't be in a worse position 
than they arc now," the mayor said. 


NO TIMETABLE for completing the 


study has been determined but Tcichcrt 
said he believes the matter is urgent and 
should receive prompt attention. 


"This is way overdue, in my judgment. 


The people have approached us to con- 
sider this and they are the ones who will 
have to bear the cost," Teichcrt said. 


Although Citizens has said it is not in- 


terested in selling any or all of its oper- 
ation, Teichcrt said if the village made 
the company an offer, he expected it 
would be given serious consideration. 


"The ultimate goal in this situation is 


to provide the people there with better 
service and lower rates," Geichert said. 


TRUSTEE RICHARD N. Hendricks, 


the lone dissenter in the vote to proceed 
with the study, said Wednesday lie is not 
opposed to possible purchase of the utili- 
ty company. 


"My question is whether we should 


spend $27,000 for a study when it may not 
be feasible to buy the company at all," 
Hendricks said. 


Hendricks moved to have the mtter ta- 


bled in favor of waiting for a legal opin- 
ion on whether the village has the right 
to condemn the company if Citizens re- 
fuses to sell. Teichert ruled the motion 
out-of-ordcr contending that the village 
always has the right of condemnation as 
a last resort. 


"I voted aginst the motion reluctantly

Johnson, one teacher negotiator who was 
against the contract. Wednesday's vote 
"still shows there are 192 teachers who 
say they don't think this is the best 
thing," he said. 


"I feel somewhat disappointed. I think 


we deserve a better contract than what 
they gave us," said Johnson. "We've got 
to plan ahead in different ways. We've' 
got to get the people together to work 
now for a belter contract, rather than 
call a crisis meeting when the going gets 
tough." 


IN ADDITION TO the bonus and raise 


in base salary the contract includes a 7 
per cent increase in coaching salaries 
and extracurricular pay for teacher and 
10 per cent raise for department chair- 
men. It raises summer school pay from 
$170 to $1113 per week.

Officials react 
to Meadow's 
mayor's actions

Reaction of Rolling Meadows aldermen 


ranged 
from outrage to unconcern 


Wednesday at the disclosure that Mayor 
Roland J. Meyer is using city equipment 
and facilities .to sell products for his own 
company. 


"Possibly there is no conflict of inter- 


est, but it is just a hair away," said Aid. 
William D. Ahrens, 2nd. 


Only one alderman, Merrill A. Wuerch, - 


1st, dismissed the disclosure as "making 
a mountain out of a molehill." Wuerch 
said he sees no difference between the 
mayor's demonstrating wares with city- 
owned property and any other salesman 
who has a product to sell. 


HOWEVER, THREE other aldermen 


— Fredrick E. Jacobson, 5th; Thomas 
W. Scanlon, 1st; and Stephen J. Eber- 
hard, 3rd — joined Ahrens in raising 
questions about the-morality of the setup, 
wondering whether Meyer is "using his 
clout" as mayor for personal financial 
gain. 


Meanwhile, three aldermen — Thomas 


W. Waldron, 2nd; James A. Huddleston, 
4th; and Daniel E. Weber, 4th — ap- 
peared less concerned, though they said 
they wanted additional time to study the 
matter. 


Most of the eight aldermen polled 


Wednesday said they intended to ques- 
tion the mayor on his private corpo- 
ration, Midwest Environmental Systems 
Inc., and its relationship with the city. 
All of them said they were unaware the 
firm exists and the mayor is its owner 
until they were contacted by The Herald. 


WEDNESDAY'S EDITION of The Her- 


ald revealed Meyer's firm, Incorporated 
last December, has become a sales rep- 
resentative for Orbital Collection Sys- 
tems Inc., a Washington-based firm dis- 
tributing garbage trucks identical to 
those owned by the city. 


Midwest employs James McFcggan, a 


former Rolling Meadows public works 
superintendent, who demonstrates the 
capacity and speed of the trucks by tak- 
ing prospective buyers to the city ga- 
rage, 3200 Central Rd., to examine the 
vehicles. The customers also follow city 
trucks on their routes, and are taken to 
the trash compactor and transfer station 
to view the entire city refuse system. 


Meyer confirmed the information, and 


said it is perfectly legal. He said he has 
sought no special treatment or favors 
and has received none, but is treated in 
the same fashion as any other salesman 
handling a product the city uses. 


Ahrens agreed the business activity is 


legal. But he said he still is "dis- 
appointed." Meyer has "gotten all over 
past city officials for a lot less than this 
— he's had their heads," Ahrens said. He 
said he "certainly will talk to the may- 
or" about the matter. 


AN EQUALLY NEGATIVE reaction 


was registered by Jacobson, who said "it 
certainly isn't illegal but there is a mor- 
ality issue here in the mayor possibly 
using his clout" to advance sales for his 
own private firm. 


"The aldermen are going to have some 


questions, a lot of questions," said Jacob- 
son, and "until I can ask some questions 
and get some answers, I don't think any 
additional things can be done." 


Jacobson said his first reaction was to 


wonder "why it was never brought to our 
attention by the director of public 
works." 


Jacobson said he was concerned that 


city employes might hove been used in 
sales demonstrations, and added "I 
would prefer nobody was demonstrating" 
with city equipment. "Why should the 
taxpayers be involved in private enter- 
prise?" 


Although Scanlnn said "I know Roland 


too well to think he would do anything 
dishonest," he added he thought the 
mayor had not used good judgment.

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7 months of negotiations end 
High school teachers OK 
pact for 7.8% pay raise 


High School Dial. 211 teachers Wednes- 


day accepted a salary contract providing 
7.8 per cent raises by a vote of 283 to 192. 


The vote ends more than seven months 


of salary negotiations with the board of 
education. The board Is expected to rat- 
ify the contract Monday night. 


The contract raises the base salary of 


teachers from $8,930 to $9,050 this year, 
plus a $50 one-time bonus for each teach- 
er. Teachers also receive a 5 per cent 
Increase In salary for an additional year 
of experience. The contract Is retroactive 
to July 1. 1974, the date last year's con- 
tract expired. 


Teachers rejected Aug. 30 a contract 


containing the 7.8 per cent raise by a 
two-vote margin. They reacted with an- 
ger to the new offer, containing the $50 
bonus, which they described as "an In- 
sult." Roughly half of more than 200 
teachers who met to discuss the contract 
last week said they were ready to strike. 


BUT SEVERAL leaders of Dist. 2tl's 


teachers' association urged teachers to 
accept the contract, saying it was the 
best they could get from the school 
board. They urged teachers to work to 
elect new board members more favor- 
able to teachers next spring. 


"Our biggest goal Is to work towards 


revamping tho school board," said teach- 
er negotiator Dan O'Brien after the vote 


Wednesday. He said teachers are "very 
serious about being an Influence" in 
April school board elections. "It's the 
first time since I've been in the district 
that people have said it's time to do 
something about the school board." 


Dist. 211 Board Pros. Robert Creek 


Wednesday sold he has "no comment" . 
on the teachers' plans to change the 
makeup of the board. Creek said he was 
pleased by tho teachers' vote and ex- 
pects the board to ratify the contract. 


O'Brien, one of three teacher negotia- 


tors who voted against the contract last 
month, said he does not consider the vote 
a defeat. There are "still a large number 
of teachers who are still dissatisfied," he 
said. "It doesn't mean we ore not united 
in trying to better our lot in Dist. 211." 


O'BRIEN SAID THE dispute over sala- 


ry has "affected the morale of the staff., 
It's time now that teachers put negotia-, 
lions behind them and put all their effort 
behind what their job is and that is edu- 
cation. There hove been too many dis- 
tractions to start the school year." 


"I'm relieved that we don't have to go 


to extreme measures," said Carl Finks, 
president of the teachers' association. 
"The results could have been disastrous 
to us In future years." 


Many teachers voted to accept the con- 


tract on the recommendation of some of 
the association leaders, said Lowell 
Johnson, one teacher negotiator who was 
against the contract. Wednesday's vote 
"still shows there are 192 teachers who 
say they don't think this is the best 
thing," he said. 


"I feel somewhat disappointed. I think 


we deserve a better contract than what 
they gave us," said Johnson. "We've got 
to plan ahead in different ways. We've 
got to get the people together to work 
now for a better contract, rather than 
call a crisis meeting when the going gets 
tough." 


IN ADDITION TO the bonus and raise 


in base salary the contract includes a 7 
per cent increase in coaching salaries 
and extracurricular pay for teacher and 
10 per cent raise for department chair- 
men. It raises summer school pay from 
$170 to $185 per week.

It can" to cooperate with a Schaumburg 
airport feasibility study being conducted. 
He pledged the use of CATS data in the 
federally-funded plan to determine tho 
advisability of an expanded village- 
owned airport In Schaumburg. 


General aviation needs of IS commu- 


nities In the Schaumburg area arc being 
studied by Howard, Needles, Tammcn 
and Bcrgcndoff, a Chicago engineering 
consultant. 


The Initial phase of tho $56,000 study Is 


devoted to an Inventory of buildings and 
facilities contained In the privately 
owned Schaumburg Airport. However, 
George Gross, project manager vlib U» 


engineering firm, stressed that the ex- 
amination is not limited to the local air- 
port. The study, also will examine other 
sites within a 
five-mile radius of 


Schaumburg that could be annexed to the 
village, Gross said. 


IN ADDITION, an Industrial survey of 


aviation needs Is being sent to 700 busi- 
nesses In the Schaumburg area, Gross 
said. 


Two-thirds of the cost of the study is 


being paid by a Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration grant. Additional costs are 
being provided by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Transportation and the Village 
of Schaumburg, as sponsor of the study. 


Completion of the project, Including an 


environmental Impact study and public 
hearings, Is scheduled for June 1976. At 
that time, Gross said, the village will 
qualify for additional federal funding for 
airport construction If results of the 
study ore positive. 


Gross said CATS supplied counters to 


pinpoint the number of airport operations 
at Schaumburg Airport during the three- 
month Inventory period.

revenue-bond financing and special as- 
sessment programs. 


The question of the village furnishing a 


"people mover," transportation system 
and parking garage financed by revenue 
bonds came up. However, reasons for the 
developers requesting these improve- 
ments were not explored. Trustees ap- 
pear satisfied with the developers' con- 
tention that "community participation" 
is mandatory to the project's success. 


The merit of a closed-circuit commu- 


nications system in the development also 
was raised and village officials again 
seemed satisfied that they are not being 
asked to forfeit their right to the even- 
tual control of communications and ener- 
gy systems. Developers say they plan to 
limit the communications system to se- 
curity and emergency medical care sys- 
tems and even possibly grocery orders 
from points within the center.

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Symphony thrills

free concert. ""This is absolutely an 
excellent program," he said of the 
mixture of Rachmaninoff, Tschai- 
kovsky, Strauss and other greats 
whose music was performed by the 
orchestra.

High school teachers OK 7.8% raise 


High School Dist. 211 touchers Wednes- 


day accepted a salary contract providing 
7.8 per cent raises by a vote of 283 to 102. 


The vote ends more than seven months 


of salary negotiations with the board of 
education. The board Is expected to rat- 
ify the contract Monday night. 


The contract raises the base salary of 


tcnchcrs from $9,950 to $9,630 this year, 
plus a $iO one-time bonus for each teach- 
er. Teachers also receive a 5 per cent 
Increase In salary for an additional year 
of experience. The contract Is retroactive 
to July I. 1974, the date last year's con- 
tract expired. 


Teachers rejected Aug. 30 a contract 


containing the 7 B per cent raise by a 
tuo-votc margin. They reacted with an- 
ger to the new offer, containing the $50 
bonus, which they described as "an in- 
sult." Roughly half of more than 200 
teachers who met to discuss the contract 
last week said they were ready to strike. 


BUT SEVKHAL leaders of Dist 211's 


teachers' association urged teachers to 
accept the contract, saying it uns the 
best they could set from the school 
board. They ur/etl teachers to work to 
elect new board members more favor- 
able to teachers next spring. 


"Our biggest goal is to work towards 


revamping the school board," said teach- 
er negotiator Dan O'Brien after the vote 
Wednesday. He said teachers arc "\ery

It's time now that teachers put negotia- 
tions behind them and put all their effort 
behind what their job is and that is edu- 
cation. There have been too many dis- 
tractions to start the school year." 


"I'm relieved that we don't have to go 


to extreme measures," said Carl Finks, 
president of the teachers' association. 
"The results could have been disastrous 
to us in future years." 


Many teachers voted to accept the con- 


tract on the recommendation of some of 
the association leaders, said Lowell 
Johnson, one teacher negotiator who was 
against the contract. Wednesday's vote 
"still shows there are 102 teachers who 
say they don't think this is the best 
thing,'1 he said. 


"I feel somewhat disappointed. I think 


wo deserve a better contract than what 
they gave us," said Johnson. "We've got 
to plan ahead in different ways. We've 
got to get the people together to work 
now for a better contract, rather than 
call a crisis meeting when the going gets 
tough."

jier cent Increase in coaching salaries

when the resident refuses a sale, Cent- 
ner said. 


"The situation last ueck is a tragic 


one. My personal advise to residents 
would be not to allow anyone into your 
home if you don't know them or thtir 
background," Bratcher said. 


"IK A RESIDENT does not refuse a 


solicitor entry into his home, he is ob- 
viously taking a calculated risk. But, if 
at any time, a resident is having difficul- 
ty with n solicitor, he should lock his 
door and call the police immediately," 
Bratchcr said.

High school teachers OK 
pact for 7.8% pay raise 


High School Dlst. 211 teachers Wednes- 


day accepted a salary contract providing 
7.8 per cent raises by a vote of 203 to 192. 


The vote ends more than seven months 


of salary negotiations with the board of 
education. The board Is expected to rat- 
ify the contract Monday night. 


The contract raises the base salary of 


teachers from $8.030 to $9,650 this year, 
plus a $30 one-time bonus for each teach- 
er. Teachers also receive a 5 per cent 
increase In salary for an additional year 
of experience. The contract is retroactive 
to July 1, 1D74, the date last year's con- 
tract expired. 


Teachers rejected Aug. 30 a contract 


containing tho 7.8 per cent raise by a 
two-vote margin. They reacted with an- 
ger to the new offer, containing the $30 
bonus, which they described as "an in- 
sult." Roughly half of more than 200 
teachers who met to discuss the contract 
last week said they were ready to strike. 


BUT SEVERAL leaders of Dist. 21 Ts 


teachers' association urged teachers to 
accept the contract, saying It was the 
best they could get from the school 
board. They urged teachers to work to 
elect new board members more favor- 
able to teachers next spring. 


"Our biggest goal Is to work towards 


revamping the school board," said teach- 
er negotiator Dan O'Brien after the vote 
Wednesday. He said teachers arc "very 
serious about being an Influence" In 
April school board elections. "It's the 
first time since I've been in the district

Creek said he was 
pleased by the teachers' vote and ex- 
pects the board to ratify tho contract. 


O'Brien, one of three teacher negotia- 


tors who voted against the contract lost 
month, said he docs not consider the vote 
a defeat. There ore "still a large number 
of teachers who arc still dissatisfied," he 
said. "It doesn't mean we are not united 
in trying to better our lot in Dlst. 211." 


O'BRIEN SAID THE dispute over sala- 


ry has "affected the morale of the staff. 
It's time now that teachers put negotia- 
tions behind them and put all their effort 
behind what their job is and that is edu- 


cation. There have been too many dis- 
tractions to start the school year." 


"I'm relieved that we don't have to go 


to extreme measures," said Carl Flaks, 
president of tho teachers' association. 
"The results could have been disastrous 
to us In future years." 


Many teachers voted to accept the con- 


tract on the recommendation of some of 
the association leaders, said Lowell 
Johnson, one teacher negotiator who was 
against the contract. Wednesday's vote 
"still shows there are 192 teachers who 
say they don't think this is the best 
thing," he said. 


"I feel somewhat disappointed. I think 


we deserve a better contract than what 
they gave us," said Johnson. "We've got 
to plan ahead in different ways. We've 
got to get the people together to work 
now for a better contract, rather than 
call a crisis meeting when the going gets 
tough." 


IN ADDITION TO the bonus and raise 


in base salary the contract includes a 7 
per cent increase In coaching salaries 
and extracurricular pay for teacher and 
10 per cent raise for department chair- 
men. It raises summer school pay from 
$170 to $185 per week. 


Fringe benefits Include a life insurance 


policy that would insure a teacher for the 
amount of his base salary or a minimum 
of $10,000, an Insurance plan for retired 
teachers through which the teacher will 
pay for life insurance at the group rate, 
and an extension of sick leave for a 
teacher with a serious illness or injury.

The grand court of Woodfield Mall 


in Schaumburg was filled Wednesday 
night as it has never been filled 
before, as an attentive audience esti- 
mated at 30,000 heard the Chicago 
Symphony, Orchestra play its wel- 
come home concert.

Woodfield parking lot was filled to 
overflowing. The crowd was the larg- 
est audience to hear the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra in a single con- 
cert. 


People began gathering across the 


ramps and m the aisles around the 
mall's interior as early as 6 p.m. to 
find an advantageous place to hear 
the concert. 


John Lightner, 50, of 810 N. Had- 


dow, Arlington Heights, joined his 
wife and friends while sitting on 
chairs they had carried into the mall. 
Late arrivers, they were "pretty 
much out of luck" in terms of seeing 
. the orchestra because people were 
already standing three deep in front 
of them. 


But Lightner was happy to see the 


free concert. "This is absolutely an 
excellent program," he said of the 
mixture of Rachmaninoff, Tschai- 
kovsky, Strauss and other greats 
whose music was performed by the 
orchestra. 


Many others echoed Lightner's 


delight at the opportunity to see the 
world-renowned Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra perform. 


The 80-minute concert began with 


the noise of shoppers drawing from 
the performance at first.

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Mayor's sales practices 
draw variety of opinions

Reaction of Rolling Meadows aldermen 


ranged 
from 
outrage to unconcern 


Wednesday at the disclosure that Mayor 
Roland J. Meyer Is using city equipment 
and facilities to sell products for his own 
company. 


"Possibly there Is no conflict of Inter- 


est, but It Is just a hair away," said Aid. 
William D. Ahrcns. 2nd. 


Only one alderman, Merrill A. Wucrch, 


1st, dismissed the disclosure as "making 
a mountain out of a molehill." Wucrch 
said he sees no difference between the 
mayor's demonstrating wares with city- 
owned property and any other salesman 
who has a product to sell. 


HOWEVER. THREE other aldermen 


— Fredrick E. Jacobson, 5th; Thomas 
W. Scanlan. 1st; and Stephen J. Ebcr- 
hard, 3rd — joined Ahrcns In raising 
questions about the morality of the setup, 
wondering whether Meyer is "using his 
clout" as mayor for personal financial 
gain. 


Meanwhile, three aldermen — Thomas 


W. Waklron, 2nd; James A. Huddlcston, 
4th: and Daniel E. Weber, 4th - ap- 
peared less concerned, though they said 
they wanted additional time to study the 
mutter. 


Most of the eight aldermen polled 


Wednesday said they Intended to ques- 
tion the mayor on his private corpo- 
ration. Midwest Environmental Systems 
Inc., and its relationship with the city. 
Alt of them said they were unaware the 
llrm exists and the mayor is its owner 
until they were contacted by The Herald. 


WEDNESDAY'S EDITION of The Her- 


aid revealed Meyer's firm, Incorporated 
last December, has become a sales rep- 
resentative for Orbital Collection Sys- 
tems Inc., a Washington-based firm dis- 
tributing garbage trucks identical to 
those owned by the city. 


Midwest employs James McFcggan, a 


former Rolling Meadows public works 
superintendent, who demonstrates the 
capacity and speed of the trucks by tak- 
ing prospective buyers to the city ga- 
rage, 3200 Central Rd., to examine the 
vehicles. The customers also follow city 
trucks on their routes, and arc taken to 
the trash compactor and transfer station 
to view the entire city refuse system. 


Meyer confirmed the Information, and 


said It Is perfectly legal. He said he has 
sought no special treatment or favors 
and has received none, but is treated in 
the same fashion as any other salesman 
handling a product the city uses. 


Ahrcns agreed the business activity is 


legal. But he said he still is "dis- 
appointed." Meyer has "gotten all over 
past city officials for a lot less than this 
— he's hod their heads," Ahrcns said. He 
said he "certainly will talk to the may- 
or" about the matter. 


AN EQUALLY NEGATIVE reaction 


was registered by Jacobson, who said "it 
certainly Isn't illegal but there Is a mor- 
ality issue here In the mayor possibly 
using his clout" to advance sales for his 
own private firm. 


"The aldermen are going to have some 


questions, a lot of questions," sold Jacob- 
son, and "until I can ask some questions 
and get some answers. I don't think any 
additional things can be done." 


Jacobson said Ills first reaction was to 


wonder "why It was never brought to our 
attention by the director of public 
works." 


Jacobson said he was concerned that 


city employes might have been used in 
sales demonstrations, and added "I 
would prefer nobody was demonstrating" 
with city equipment. "Why should the 
taxpayers be Involved In private enter- 
prise?" 


Although Scanlan said "I know Roland 


loo well to think he would do anything 
dishonest," he added he thought the 
mayor had not used good judgment. 


"IF HE WOULD HAVE consulted with 


me on something like that I would have 
said 'No, Roland, I wouldn't do It. It just 
doesn't look good,'" said Scanlan. The 
alderman said he feels Meyer Is "one of 
the best things that happened to this 
city," and felt the mayor might be able 
to Justify his firm's sales technique by 
pointing to other businessmen who dem- 
onstrate their product line with satisfied 
customers. But "I would have said 'no.' I 
just don't think It's good judgment," 
said Scanlan. 


Huddlcston said: "I don't know just 


what to think about the situation at this 
paint. I'd just like to think about the mat- 
ter." Waklron agreed, although he noted 
McFcggan proposed the city buy the spe- 
cialized garbage trucks. "It was his Idea 
for these Kuka Shark trucks and the 
whole system," noted Waldron. 


The fact that the mayor owns Midwest 


might boost company sales, suggested 


Waldron. "I think a mayor might have 
more weight In Impressing a prospect 
ive buyer than any other salesman 
might," he said suggesting there may be 
"unfair competition." 


ALTHOUGH WEBER said he Intends 


to question Meyer, he added he considers 
the mayor "the last guy who would put 
himself In a position where there's any 
conflict of interest at all or where there's 
any public disgrace." He said he sees no 
particular concern if the demonstrations 
are not interfering with city work sched- 
ules or costing taxpayer money. 


Eborharcl said there is an "indirect" 


difference between the mayor and other 
salesmen, but he wants to check the 
facts further. "I don't go for this kind of 
stuff. This concerns me quite a bit," he 
said. 


Wucrcli saw the details as "good read- 


ing," but his only reaction was to say "I 
don't think the mayor is any different 
than any other salesman. What does 
being a mayor of a city have to do with 
it?" he asked.

The Palatine Advisory Board Is plan-

DCS Plalncs, to conduct 
a study of the cost of purchasing the util- 
ity company's equipment In the north- 
east portion of the village. 


CoM of tho appraisal Is not to exceed 


$27,600. 


M a y o r Robert D. Telchcrt said 


Wednesday the purpose of the appraisal 
is to determine whether It would be finan- 
cially feasible for the village to make an 
offer to tho company and assume the wa- 
ter supplying Job in that area. 


"The study will try to place a price on 


capital Improvements and hopefully de- 
termine how the system can be In- 


tegrated into the village water system," 
Teichcrt said. The study also will try to 
determine if the equipment serving 
Mount Prospect can be separated from 
company holdings in other areas, Tei- 
chcrt said. 


ACCORDING TO the agreement pro- 


posed by George March of the engineer- 
ing firm, the study will determine the 
value of the existing water supply and 
sewer system and figure what other 
costs, such as short-range capital im- 
provements, financing of the system, 
purchase and annual maintenance and 
operation costs would be required. The 
study also will report on the total cost 
needed for the purchase, whether the 
present rate structure would provide the 
needed revenue and whether tho pur- 
chase is considered feasible.

Tax money Is 
now starting to come in. 


The loss of three of the tax warrants 


was discovered In June, according to Er- 
landson. The district was expecting part 
of the tax levy to come in and the town- 
ship treasurer issued a call for the three 
warrants to the Minnesota Bank. The 
bank was unable to locate the warrants, 
ho said. 


The second set of warrants was dis- 


covered missing Sept. 26 when the treas- 
urer issued another call for the warrants 
from the East Coast firm, Erlnndson 
said that apparently tho brokerage firm 
holding the bonds merged with another 
firm and lost the warrants during the 
merger. 


"WE'RE GLAD TO GET some of this 


cleared up," said Erlandson. "We paid 
off three of the warrants yesterday 
(Tuesday)." 


The treasurer pointed out that the mix- 


up was going to be an additional expense 
to the township school trustees, a body 
which has control over local school dis- 
trict funds. "Someone has to take care of 
the paperwork," he said referring to the 
trustees, "and it's going to cost some- 
body somewhere along the line." 


Erlandson said he had no idea what 


the cost Involved would be.

Due to a 
recently approved rate increase, about 
2,350 households in Mount Prospect that 
arc served by Citizens pay a minimum 
monthly water rate of $5.36 and a flat 
sewer charge of $6 per month. 


The charge to Citizens customers hi 


Mount Prospect is considerably higher 
than the cost assessed to village resi- 
dents who are tied into the village water 
system. 


THE RATE differential is such that a 


family in the Citizens service area would 
pay $13.46 a month Including a sewer 
charge for 6,000 gallons of water used 
compared to a charge of $7 per month to 
other village residents for the identical 
service. 


"The rale difference is extreme and'as 


it stands there is no relief for the people 
in the Citizens area," Tcichert said. 
"They don't have a constant supply' of 
water and they still pay a higher cost." 


- Tha mayor added that If "the Citizens 
equipment was integrated into the vil- 
lage water system, residents in .the New 
Town area would be assured a'constant 
water supply with good pressure because 
the .village wells could handle the added 
load. 


Teichert said it is possible that if the 


village purchases the Citizens equipment, 
rates charged to residents in 'the New 
Town area eventually could go down 
once the revenue bonds are retired. "At 
least they couldn't be in a worse position 
than they are now," the mayor said. 


NO TIMETABLE for completing the 


study has been determined but Teichcrt 
said he believes the matter is urgent and 
should receive prompt attention. 


"This is way overdue, in my judgment. 


The people have approaclied us to con- 
sider this and they are the ones who will 
have to bear the cost," Teichert said. 


Although Citizens has said it is not in- 


terested in selling any or all of its oper- 
ation, Teichert said if the village made 
the company an offer, he expected it 
would be given serious consideration. 


"The ultimate goal in this situation is 


to provide the people there with better 
service and lower rates," Geichert said. 


TRUSTEE RICHARD N. Hendricks, 


the lone dissenter in the vote to proceed 
with the study, said Wednesday he is not 
opposed to possible purchase of the utili- 
ty company. 


"My question is whether we should 


spend $27,000 for a study when it may not 
be feasible to buy the company at all," 
Hendricks said. 


Hendricfcs moved to have the mtter ta- 


bled in favor of waiting for a legal opin- 
ion on whether the village has the right 
to condemn the company if Citizens re- 
fuses to sell. Teichert ruled the motion 
out-of-order contending that the village 
always has the right of condemnation as 
a last resort. 


"I voted aginst the motion reluctantly 


because my concern was not answered," 
Hendricks said, "but I am in favor of 
obtaining tho company in order to get 
those people on village water." 


Des Plaines, which already has re- 


ceived a study, is considering alterna- 
tives to outright purchase of the system. 
About 500 homes in Waycinden Park, an 
unincorporated Elk Grove Township sub- 
division surrounded by Des Plalnes, are 
served by Citizens Utilities Co.

John Lightner, 50, of 810 N. Had- 


dow, Arlington Heights, joined his 
wife and friends while sitting on 
chairs they had carried into the mall. 
Late arrivers, they were "pretty 
much out of luck" in terms of seeing 
the orchestra because people were 
already standing three deep in front 
of them. 


But Lightner was happy to see the 


, free concert. "This is absolutely an 
excellent program," he said of the 
mixture of Rachmaninoff, Tschai- 
kovsky, Strauss and other greats 
whose music was performed by the 
orchestra. 


Many others echoed Lightner's

The ao-minute concert began with

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Day-care center 
enrollment grows 


The Elk Grove Township Day Care 


Center has Increased its enrollment from 
17 to 27 students within the last month, 
director Dora Fowler said.

Enrollment includes 17 students paying

Fowler said two of the students were re- 
ferred to the center from the Illinois 
Dept. of Children and Family Services. 


NOT ALL STUDENTS attend on a five- 


day per week basis, Mrs. Fowler said, 
with enrollments being accepted for part- 
timers. 


The center is licensed by the state for 


30 students but Mrs. Fowler said licens- 
ing for 40 students, which is the center's 
capacity, will be sought soon. 


She said the center Is not attracting as 


many people as it was designed to serve, 
including lower-Income families. "We 
need to get mothers here to see the cen- 


ter for themselves but transportation 
seems to be a problem," Mrs. Fowler 
said. 


She suggested the board consider pro- 


viding transportation for the center. 
Auditor Bernard F. Lee said the bus now 
serving senior citizens may be the an- 
swer. 


"It might be possible to use the bus 


during the early morning hours and late 
evening hours when it is not in use by 
senior citizens," he said. He added that 
the bus should only be used if it docs not 
interfere with senior citizen service.

during Iho summer by teachers Ma- 
rianne Jozowkl and Don Wlckeraham and 
was presented to the board at its Tues- 
day night meeting. 


Alan Lovin, curriculum director, said 


sex education was taught last year by a 
team of outside consultants. This year, 
he added, the curriculum will be taken 
over at the district level and taught by 
teachers. 


Tho seventh-grade curriculum, which 


will bo taught ovor a four-week period, 
will deal with tho adolescent changes ex- 
perienced by young people, and with re- 
production. 


LEVIN STRESSED that the curriculum 


"emphasizes the normal to alleviate any 
worries about fait or slow development." 


Teachers will discuss not only tho 


physical changes young people experi- 
ence but tho social and emotional 
changes. Discussions on reproduction 
will Include information on tho male and 
femalo reproduction systems, fertiliza- 
tion, prenatal development and birth. 


Eighth-grade curriculum will review 


reproduction and delve Into tho areas of 
dating and social diseases. 
, 


Tho two teachers who mapped out tho 


new program created a 54-page guldo for 
uso by sex education teachers. Tho guide 
Includes pages of reference material, dis- 
cussion topics, diagrams, suggested ac- 
tivities, and tho district's objectives in 
teaching each of the subject areas. 


FOR EXAMPLE, IN tho area of emo- 


tional aspects of adolescent change, tho 
guldo lists as objectives: to Identify feel- 
ings about bodily changes, and to exam- 


Ino the difference between the emotions 
that ore real and those that aro unsub- 
stantiated. 


The unit will deal with understanding 


how bodily changes affect the emotions, 
handling new sex drives, understanding 
feelings of independence, control of emo- 
tions and acknowledging the desire to 
make oneself attractive to the opposite 
sex. 


Tho guide points out there are special 


topics which teachers should bo prepared 
to consider whenever questions are 
asked In class. 


"A question asked by a student in 


slang will bo answered by the teachers 
by changing the words to the correct 
medical term," Levin told the board. Ho 
added that questions of sexual technique 
will not be included In tho program. 


During their research, the teachers 


sought advice from the Illinois Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction's office on 
how to handle discussions of birth con- 
trol. 


The response from tho state, Levin 


said, was that only a doctor can discuss 
birth control with a class and students 
must have written permission from their 
parents. Teachers should refer questions 
on tho subject back to the parents — 
pointing out there are religious overtones, 
he said. 


"NOT 
INCLUDING birth control infor- 


mation is like giving a child a book of 
matches and not telling him where tho 


extinguisher Is," said board member 
Leora Rosen. 


Other board mcmbcs tagged OSPI's 


answer as "archaic" and "outdated." 


Wickersham, who may.be teaching the 


sex education course, said both ho and 
Jczowki had hoped the board would react 
in favor of including birth control in the 
curriculum. He said changes would be 
made In the guide as teachers work with 
it and it was possible this addition would 
be made. 


The guide contains recommendations, 


also approved by tho board: 


• A sex education curriculum for kin- 


dergarten through eighth grade should 
be developed to emphasize self-under- 
standing, family life, social responsi- 
bilities and physical development. 


• The process of formulating a sex 


education curriculum should bo an on-go- 
ing process; deletions and additions 
should be made as necessary. 


• The guide should be evaluated by 


parents and teachers and should be re- 
vised each year based on recommenda- 
tions. 


• Parent meetings should be held to 


show the specific materials that will be 
used and answer any questions. 


• A parent bookshelf should be estab- 


lished with reference materials for adults. 


• Supplementary materials should be 


purchased. 


• No teacher should be forced to teach 


the curriculum. 


• Teachers will have in-service train- 


Ing to help them use the guide and be- 
come comfortable with the subject area. 


The curriculum will be used this year 


after initial changes arc made by Levin 
and training workshops arc held for in- 
structors.

Officials react to actions 
of Meyer's sales practices

Reaction of Rolling Meadows aldermen 


ranged 
from outrage to unconcern 


Wednesday at tho disclosure that Mayor 
Roland J. Meyer Is using city equipment 
and facilities to sell products for his own 
company. 


"Possibly there Is no conflict of Inter- 


est, but it is just a hair away," said Aid. 
William D. Ahrcns, 2nd. 


Only one alderman, Merrill A. Wuorch, 


1st, dismissed the disclosure as "making 
a mountain out of a molehill." Wucrch 
said he sees no difference between tho 
mayor's demonstrating wares with city- 
owned property and any other salesman 
who has a product to sell. 


HOWEVER, THREE other aldermen 


— Fredrick E. Jncobson, 5th; Thomas 
W. Scanlan, 1st; and Stephen J. Ebcr- 
hard, 3rd — joined Ahrcns in raising 
questions about the morality of the setup, 
wondering whether Meyer Is "using his 
clout" as mayor for personal financial 
gain. 


Meanwhile, three aldermen — Thomas 


W. Waldron, 2nd; James A. Huddlcston, 
4th; and Daniel E. Weber, 4th — ap- 
peared less concerned, though they said 
they wanted additional time to study tho 
matter. 


Most of the eight aldermen polled 


Wednesday said they Intended to ques- 
tion the mayor on his private corpo- 
ration, Midwest Environmental Systems 
Inc., and Its relationship with the city. 
All of them said they were unaware the 
firm exists and the mayor Is its owner 
until they were contacted by The Herald. 


WEDNESDAY'S EDITION of Tho Her- 


ald revealed Meyer's firm, incorporated 
last December, has become a soles rep- 
resentative for Orbital Collection Sys- 
tems Inc., a Washington-based firm dis- 
tributing garbage trucks identical to 
those owned by the city. 


Midwest employs James McFeggan, a 


former Rolling Meadows public works 
superintendent, who demonstrates the 
capacity and speed of the trucks by tak- 
ing prospective buyers to the city ga- 
rage, 3200 Central Rd., to examine tho 
vehicles. The customers also follow city

But he said he still is "dis- 
appointed." Meyer has "gotten all over 
past city officials for a lot less than this 
— he's had their heads," Ahrcns said. He 
said ho "certainly will talk to the may- 
or" about the matter. 


AN EQUALLY NEGATIVE reaction 


was registered by Jacobson, who said "it 
certainly isn't illegal but there is a mor- 
ality issuo here in the mayor possibly 
using his clout" to advance sales for his 
own private firm. 


"The aldermen are going to have some 


questions, a lot of questions," said Jacob- 
son, and "until I con ask some questions 
and get some answers, I don't think any 
additional things can be done." 


Jacobson said his first reaction was to 


wonder "why It was never brought to our 
attention by the director of public 
works." 


Jacobson said he was concerned that 


city employes might have been used in 
sales demonstrations, and added "I 
would prefer nobody was demonstrating" 
with city equipment. "Why should the 
taxpayers be Involved in private enter- 
prise?" 


Although Scanlan said "I know Roland 


too well to think ho would do anything 
dishonest," he added he thought the 
mayor had not used good judgment. 


"IF HE WOULD HAVE consulted with 


me on something like that I would have 
said 'No, Roland, I wouldn't do it. It just 
doesn't look good,'" said Scanlan. The 
alderman said he feels Meyer is "one of 
the best things that happened to this 
city," and felt the mayor might be able 
to justify his firm's sales technique by 
pointing to other businessmen who dem- 
onstrate their product line with satisfied 
customers. But "I would have said 'no' I 
just don't think It's good judgment," 
said Scanlan. 


Huddteston said: "I don't know just 


what to think about the situation at this 
point. I'd just like to think about the mat- 
ter." Waldron agreed, although he noted 
McFeggan proposed the city buy the spe- 
cialized garbage trucks. "It was his Idea 
for these Kuka Shark trucks and the 
wholo system," noted Waldron. 


The fact that the mayor owns Midwest 


might boost company, sales, suggested 
Waldron. "I think a mayor might have 
more weight In Impressing a prospect 
Ivc buyer than any other salesman 
might," he said suggesting there may be 
"unfair competition." 


ALTHOUGH WEBER said he Intends 


to question Meyer, he added he considers 
the mayor "the last guy who would put 
himself in a position where there's any 
conflict of interest at all or where there's 
any public disgrace." He said he sees no 
particular concern if the demonstrations 
are not interfering with city work sched- 
ules or costing taxpayer money. 


Eberhard said there Is an "indirect" 


difference between the mayor and other 
salesmen, but he wants to check the 
facts further. "I don't go for this kind of 
stuff. This concerns me quite a bit," he 
said.

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A money-maker facility one option 
Remedies to ease parks 
financial woes suggested

Three broad courses of action nrc 


emerging as possible remedies to the 
money Ills of the Arlington Heights Park 
District, said John G. Woods, chairman 
of a blue ribbon committee appointed to 
study the district's financial future. 


The alternatives Include: 
• Construction of n major revenue-pro- 


ducing facility, coupled with a park dis- 
trict tax rate increase and long-term as- 
sistance from the stale legislature. 


• A merger with the village govern- 


ment, which would assume the park dis- 
trict's tax effort and other money man- 
agement responsibilities. 


• Preservation of the park district as 


an autonomous unit of government, but 
dependent on the village for financial as- 
sistance In land acquisition and bonding 
power. 


These three and other possible options 


arc to be discussed at the committee's 


fourth meeting at 7:30 p.m. today at 
Olympic Park, 660 N. Ridge Avc. 


"I HOPE WE CAN start to narrow 


down our options very shortly now," 
Woods said, adding that the committee's 
work may be completed in several more 
weeks, and certainly should be finished by 
the end of the year. 


Woods said that figures supplied this 


week by Arlington Heights Park District 
Treasurer Roger Burke project a mount- 
ing deficit over the next five years. In 
1078-70, Burke estimates income of $1,5 
million against expenses of $2.1 million. 


"We obviously have a serious problem 


at this point. Our dependency on taxes 
for the major shurc of our revenue, and 
the lack of growth in our activity fees to 
a substantial degree, simply will not sup- 
port the expenses we will incur with our 
present set up," Burke reports. 


He estimates that the park district's 


assessed valuation will rise at an annual 


School warrants 
totaling $500,000 
reported lost 


A total of $300,000 worth of negotiable 


tux anticipation warrants Issued by Elk 
Grove Township Dht. 30 have apparently 
been lost by two financial Institutions, 
school officials said. 


The loss does not affect the school dis- 


trict because the institutions arc respon- 
sible for any loss if the warrants arc 
cashed, according to Arthur Perry, as- 
s I s t a n t superintendent for adminis- 
tration. Both institutions will post bonds 
1': times greater than the warrants to 
ju>urc payment If the originals arc cash- 
ed. 


The Dist. SOJjinrd of Education au- 


thorized Issultsco of duplicate tax war- 
rants to replace the originals earlier this 
week. 


ACCORDING TO PERRY, the action 


will allow the district to pay the debt as 
planned and remove any possibility of 
tarnishing the district's credit rating 
with bonding companies. 


The two institutions arc Northwestern 


National Bank of Minneapolis and Kid- 
dcr. Pcabody & Co., a Now York-based 
brokerage firm, said Harold Erlandson, 
Elk Grove Township school treasurer. 


William Schumway, attorney for the 


school treasurer, refused to supply any 
Information from the warrant-sale docu- 
ment! in his possession, saying he didn't 
want to "embarrass" the two institutions 
involved. Schumway contended that the 
information Is confidential. 


Edward Gcsmc. an official in the 


bonds and investment department at 


Northwestern National, said he knows 
nothing about the lost warrants. 


ANOTHER BANK OFFICER however 


said he was vaguely aware of the situ- 
ation but didn't know any details. 


Gcsmc did say it was possible North- 


western National was holding the bonds 
for "one of our clients — maybe a coun- 
try bank." 


The warrants arc a means to borrow 


against anticipated tax revenue. They 
were Issued against 1073 tax monies. 


The warrants are to be paid off when 


the tax money is received and will expire 
in six months, Perry said. Tax money is 
now starting to come in. 


The loss of three of the tax warrants 


was discovered in June, according to Er- 
lamlson. The district was expecting part 
of the tax levy to come In and the town- 
sliip treasurer issued a call for the three 
warrants to the Minnesota Bank. The 
bank was unable to locate the warrants, 
he said. 


The second set of warrants was dis- 


covered missing Sept. 26 when the treas- 
urer issued another call for the warrants 
from the East Coast firm. Erlandson 
said that apparently the brokerage firm 
holding the bonds merged with another 
firm and lost the warrants during the 
merger. 


"WE'RE GLAD TO GET some of this 


cleared up," said Erlandson. "We paid 
off throe of the warrants yesterday 
(Tuesday)." 


rate of only two per cent, compared with 
a 12 per cent yearly increase in the cost 
of goods and services and 8 per cent pay- 
roll increases. Revenue from program 
fees will grow by 5 per cent, according to 
Burke. 


"THESE ARE THE figures we've been 


needing and, assuming they're sound, 
they really point up the problem," Woods 
said. 


Raising the park district's tax rate to 


the maximum allowed by law offers no 
long-term solution to the problem, he 
said. A recreation facility that would pro- 
duce more money from fees than It costs 
to build and operate might help the situ- 
ation, Woods said. 


But he expressed doubt whether an in- 


door ice rink, which has been proposed 
in the Arlington Heights Park District in 
the past, would be a successful revenue 
producer. 


An Indoor ice skating rink operated by 


the Rolling Meadows Park District has 
had financial problems, and city resi- 
dents have complained that too much of 
its operating time is taken up by hockey 
games, which bring in more money than 
general skating. 


Woods said the financial plan com- 


mittee probably will want to meet with 
state representatives from Arlington 
Heights to explore the possibility of 
changes in Illinois law that would benefit 
financially-strapped park districts. One 
such change might be raising the ceiling 
on park district tax rates, he said. 


As for the possibility of a merger of 


the village and park district, Woods said 
it has been suggested that an elected 
park board continue to set park and rec- 
reation policy, using funds raised by the 
village. 


He likened the possible set up to the 


operation of the village library board. 


A REFERENDUM would be one way 


to merge the two governmental units. 
But Arlington Heights Village Ally. Jack 
M. Sicgel also has said a mutual agree- 
ment to combine the village and park 
district may be possible under Arlington 
Heights' home rule powers. 


Before making its recommendations to 


the village and park board, the com- 
mittee probably will take a tour of Ar- 
lington Heights Park District facilities, 
as well as some other suburban park dis- 
trict, Woods said. 


"I think we should see whether what 


we've been doing has really been first 
class, or whether we've been living too 
luxuriously," he said. 


Kay Mullcr, park district vice presi- 


dent, who was instrumental in the forma- 
tion of the blue ribbon financial planning 
committee, said that, though the money 
problems of the park district were real, 
there was no immediate danger of it go- 
ing bankrupt. 


"If nothing else, we could survive 


three more years on tax anticipation 
warrants," Mrs. Muller said, referring to 
the district's ability to borrow money 
against future taxes. 


"But once we start this we're com- 


mitted to a deadend street so naturally 
we're reluctant to go that way," she 
added.

Avenue and Wilke Road has a group of 
Arlington Heights residents upset. 


Homeowners and businessmen along 


that stretch of Northwest Highway will 
have to share the cost of the proposed 
$174,000 lighting project with the village 
tlirough a court-determined special as- 
sessment, said David Patterson, Arling- 
ton Heights Board of Local Improve- 
ments presidents. 


Although the streetlights arc a village 


project, the special assessment is made 
on the "general concept that you pay for 
improvements in front of your house," 
Patterson said. 


Patterson said the lights will provide 


controlled illumination on the street, 
which is a state highway and a major 
thoroughfare In the village. He said 
streetlights will make the area safer for 
homeowners and pedestrians. 


RESIDENTS ARE protesting the pro- 


posal because they feel the lights will 
shine Into their homes and that the proj- 
ect will benefit the village more than 
themselves. 


Many street Improvements are funded 


through state motor fuel tax. The funds 
can't be used to relieve individual North- 
west Highway homeowners or business- 
men of their special-assessment burden, 


however, because "there just isn't e- 
nough (motor fuel) tax to handle this proj 
cct and also handle other improve- 
ments," said BOLI secretary 
August 


Belt man. 


Motor fuel tax is spent on streets and 


street maintenance such as snow and ice 
removal, salting, and repairs, said Gene 
Willroth, public works director. 


Another group of homeowners on the 


village's northeast side is protesting the 
Board of Local Improvements' plan to 
force sidewalk installation in front of 100 
homes in the area. The board wants to 
bring the homes into compliance with the 
village's 1966 sidewalk ordinance, which 
culls for walks in front of areas one-half 
mile from schools and parks and where 
more than 50 per cent of a neighborhood 
already has sidewalks. 


Although the board is giving home- 


owners a chance to save money on the 
installation by posting a letter of credit 
to cover the cost of the project, residents 
still contend that the $1,000 to $2,000 cost 
per home is too high during an era of .in- 
flation. Several homeowners also s'ay 
that there is not enough pedestrian traf- 
fic to justify additional sidewalks and 
that the walks may jeopardize valuable 
trees or esthetic surroundings. 


Symphony thrills 
suburb audience

The grand court of Woodfield Mall 


in Schaumburg was filled Wednesday 
night as it has never been filled 
before, as an attentive audience esti- 
mated at 30,000 heard the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra play its wel- 
come home concert. 


The event, sponsored by the Wood- 


field Merchants Assn., recognized the 
orchestra's recent return from a Eu- 
ropean tour. 


Traffic in the vicinity of the shop- 


ping center was backed up for miles 
before the presentation and the 
Woodfield parking lot was filled to 
overflowing. The crowd was the larg- 
est audience to hear the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra in a single con- 
cert. 


People began gathering across the 


ramps and in the aisles around the 
mall's interior as early as 6 p.m. to 
find an advantageous place to hear 
the concert. 


John Ughtner, 50, of 810 N. Had- 


dow, Arlington Heights, joined his 
wife and friends while sitting on 
chairs they had carried Into the mall. 
Late arrlvers, they were "pretty 
much out of luck" in terms of seeing 
the orchestra because people were 
already standing three deep in front 
of them. 


But Ughtner was happy to see the 


free concert. "This is absolutely an 
excellent program," he said of the 
mixture of Rachmaninoff, Tschai- 
kovsky, Strauss and other greats 
whose music was performed by the 
orchestra. 


Many others echoed Lightner's 


delight at the opportunity to see the 
world-renowned Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra perform. 


Tile 80-minute concert began with 


the noise of shoppers drawing from 
the performance at first. But shortly 
into the program the power of the 
orchestra 
washed 
out any dis- 


tractions, and stores were quickly 
emptied of customers. 


The concert was recognized as an 


opportunity for many who otherwise 
would never see a symphony orches- 
tra perform. Conductor Henry Mazer 
said of the audience: "It was hard to 
tell but I thought they were with us." 
He said the audience might be the 
largest he ever performed for. "I felt 
like I was in the coliseum, but there 
were no lions," he said. 


Wally Kujala, who plays piccolo 


with the orchestra, echoed

maestro's comments, saying he had 
never seen such a huge audience at a 
performance. 


"They were tremendous," he said

Mayor's sales practices 
draw variety of opinions

Reaction of Rolling Meadows aldermen 


ranged from outrage to unconcern 
Wednesday at the disclosure that Mayor 
Roland J. Moycr Is using city equipment 
and facilities to sell products for his own 
company. 


"Possibly there Is no conflict of Inter- 


est, but It Is just a hair away," said Aid. 
William D. Ahrcns, 2nd. 


Only one alderman, Merrill A. Wucrch, 


1st, dismissed the disclosure as "making 
a mountain out of a molehill." Wucrch 
said he sees no difference between the 
mayor's demonstrating wares with city- 
owned property and any other salesman 
who has a product to sell. 


HOWEVER, THREE other aldermen 


— Fredrick E. Jacobson, 5th; Thomas 
W. Scanlan, 1st; and Stephen J. Ebcr- 
hard, 3rd — joined Ahrcns In raising 
questions about the morality of the setup, 
wondering whether Meyer Is "using his 
clout" as mayor for personal financial 
gain. 


Day-care 
center rolls 
up by 27 


Tho Elk Grove Township Day Care 


Center has Increased Its enrollment from 
17 to 27 students within the last month, 
director Dora Fowler said. 


Mrs. Fouler told the township board 


Tuesday night that a second classroom 
will be opened this week to accom- 
modate the Increase. She said all equip- 
ment for the center located at the Elk 
Grove Presbyterian Church, 600 E. Elk 
Grove Blvd. has arrived and funds from 
tuition also arc coming in. 


Enrollment includes 17 students paying 


full tuition of $30 per week and 10 students 
on cither a partial or* full subsidy. Mrs. 
Fowler said two of the students were re- 
ferred to the center from the Illinois 
Dcpt. of Children and Family Services. 


NOT ALL STUDENTS attend on a five- 


day per week basis, Mrs. Fowler said, 
with enrollments being accepted for part- 
timers. 


The center Is licensed by the stale for 


30 students but Mrs. Fowler said licens- 
ing for 40 students, which is the center's 
capacity, will be sought soon. 


She said the center Is not attracting as 


many people as It was designed to serve, 
Including lower-Income families. "We 
need to get mothers here to sec the cen- 
ter for themselves but transportation 
seems to be a problem," Mrs. Fowler 
said. 


She suggested the board consider pro- 


viding transportation for the center. 
Auditor Bernard F. Lee said the bus now 
serving senior citizens may bo the an- 
swer. 


"It might be possible to use the bus 


during the early morning hours and late 
evening hours when It Is not in use by 
senior citizens," ho said. He added that 
the bus should only be used if it docs not 
interfere with senior citizen service. 


IN OTHER ACTION, road and bridge 


supervisor Alfred C. Stcll told the board 
four bids were received by salt suppliers 
Tuesday. Stcil made no recommendation 
because he said he wants to determine 
which company can insure the best deliv- 
ery schedule. 


Low bidder was the Diamond Salt Co., 


Chicago, at $13.27 per ton. Other bidders 
were Morton Salt Co., Chicago, at $14.63 
per ton; International Salt Co., Rosv- 
mont, at $15 per ton; and Carglll Inc., 
Chicago, at $15 per ton. 


Steil said the township paid Morton 


Salt Co. $12 per ton for salt last year. 
Tho township orders an average of 400 
tons of salt per season. 


Police 
cadet gets 
his goat 


Tho Mounllcs may always get their 


man, but Arlington Heights police ca- 
det Philip Lorcnz got his goat 
Wednesday night. 


Lorcnz, responding to a call at the 


Thomas Bruno home, 2045 Cherry 
Hill, discovered a billy goat trapped 
In tlio backyard. 


Tho billy goat, from the William 


Parks farm. 1114 E. Palatine Rd., 
was new to the area and apparently 
got lost and wandered into the 
fcnccd-ln backyard, Lorcnz said. 


Lorcnz described the goat as being 


about three feet high, having a full 
set of horns and a "rambunctious" 
disposition. 


Tho animal was quickly subdued 


with the aid of Parks' employes sum- 
moned to the scene by Lorcnz. "They 
just went right In there and grabbed 
that goat by tho horns," the cadot 
said of the capture. 


Mrs. Bruno called police after 


overcoming her surprise In seeing a 
goat grazing In her yard, police said. 


Tho Cherry Hill address Is about 


three blocks from tho farm and the 
goat enjoyed only a brief tosto of 
freedom. 


Meanwhile, three aldermen — Thomas 


W. Waldron, 2nd; James A. Huddleston, 
4th; and Daniel E. Weber, 4th — ap- 
peared less concerned, though they said 
they wanted additional time to study the 
matter. 


Most of the eight aldermen polled 


Wednesday said they Intended to ques- 
tion the mayor on his private corpo- 
ration, Midwest Environmental Systems 
Inc., and Its relationship with the city. 
All of them sold they were unaware the 
firm exists and the mayor Is its owner 
until they were contacted by The Herald. 


WEDNESDAY'S EDITION of The Her- 


aid revealed Meyer's firm, incorporated 
last December, has become a sales rep- 
resentative for Orbital Collection Sys- 
tems Inc., a Washington-based firm dis- 
tributing garbage trucks identical to 
those owned by the city. 


Midwest employs James McFcggnn, a 


former Rolling Meadows public works 
superintendent, who demonstrates the 
capacity and speed of the trucks by tak- 
ing prospective buyers to the city ga- 
rage, 3200 Central Rd., to examine the 
vehicles. The customers also follow city 
trucks on their routes, and arc taken to 
the trash compactor and transfer station 
to view the entire city refuse system. 


Meyer confirmed the information, and 


said it Is perfectly legal. He said he has 
sought no special treatment or favors 
and has received none, but Is treated in 
the same fashion as any other salesman 
handling a product the city uses. 


Ahrcns agreed the business activity is 


legal. But he said he still Is "dis- 
appointed." Meyer has "gotten all over 
past city officials for a lot less than this 
— he's had their heads," Ahrcns said. He 
said he "certainly will talk to the may- 
or" about the matter. 


AN EQUALLY NEGATIVE reaction 


was registered by Jacobson, who said "it 
certainly isn't illegal but there is a mor- 
ality issue here in the mayor possibly 
using his clout" to advance sales for his 
own private firm. 


"The aldermen are going to have some 


questions, a lot of questions," said Jncoh- 
snn, and "until I cnn abk some questions 
and get some answers. I don't think any 
additional things can be done." 


Jacobson said his first reaction was to 


wonder "why It was never brought to our 
attention by the director of public 
works." 


Jacobson said he was concerned that 


city employes might have been used in 
sales demonstrations, and added "I 
would prefer nobody was demonstrating" 
uitli city equipment. "Why should the 
taxpayers be Involved in private enter- 
prise?" 


Although Scanlan said "I know Roland 


too well to think he would do anything 
dishonest," he added he thought the 
mayor had not used good judgment. 


"IP I1E WOULD HAVE consulted with 


me on something like that I would have 
said 'No, Roland, I wouldn't do it. It just 
doesn't look good,'" said Scanlan. The 
alderman said he feels Meyer is "one of 
the best things that happened to this 
city," and felt the mayor might be able 
to justify his firm's sales technique by 
pointing to other businessmen who dem- 
onstrate their product line with satisfied 


customers. But "I would have said 'no.' I 
just don't think It's good judgment," 
said Scanlan. 


Huddleston said: "I don't know just 


what to think about the situation at this 
point. I'd just like to think about the mat- 
ter." Waldron agreed, although he noted 
McFcggan proposed the city buy the spe- 
cialized garbage trucks. "It was his idea 
for these Kuka Shark trucks and the 
whole system," noted Waldron. 


The fact that the mayor owns Midwest 


might boost company sales, suggested 
Waldron. "I think a mayor might have 
more weight in impressing a prospect 
ivc buyer than any other salesman 
might," he said suggesting there may be 
"unfair competition." 


ALTHOUGH WEBER said he intends 


to question Meyer, he added he considers 
the mayor "the last guy who would put 
himself In a position where there's any 
conflict of Intcrc&t at all or where there's 
any public disgrace." Ho said he sees no 
particular concern if the demonstrations 
are not interfering with city work sched- 
ules or costing taxpayer money. 


Ebcrhard said there is an "indirect" 


difference between the mayor and otlier 
salesmen, but he wants to check the 
facts further. "I don't go for this kind of 
stuff. This concerns me quite a bit," he 
said. 


Wucrch saw the details as "good read- 


ing," but his only reaction was to say "I 
don't think the mayor is any different 
than any other salesman. What docs 
being a mayor of a city have to do with 
it?" he asked. 
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Plan OK to stymie hospital branch? 


MR. AND MRS. Elmer Crane wore 
special guests at a dinner honoring 
Crane for his many years of work for 
tho Arlington Heights Lions Club. He 
joined the Lions Club in 1948, and 


has boon secretary of the organiza- 
tion for 25 years. A sot of Lions Club 
flags wore purchased in Crane's hon- 
or. Ho also received a special procla- 
nation. 


Franklin Boulevard Community Hospi- 


tal will have to begin construction of its 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove branch without 
the planning approval needed to obtain 
important Blue Cross-Blue Shield funds, 
• a hospital spokesman said Wednesday. 


Norman Davis, a Franklin Boulevard 


consultant, said approval by Com- 
prehensive Health Planning, Inc., a pre- 
requisite to receiving a Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield contract, probably would take six 
months. 


To delay start of construction that 


long, Davis said, would mean a sharp 
rise in construction costs. 


"If we don't get started this year, I 


doubt if we'll ever do It," he said. "We 
simply can't wait for Comprehensive 
Health Planning to review it." 


DAVIS SAID EVEN if hospital officials 


waited for the review, there is still the 
possibility the agency would not accept 
the hospital plans. 


Franklin Boulevard Hospital legally 


can begin construction without the ap- 
proval of Comprehensive Health Plan- 
ning. Without that agency's approval, 
however, Blue Cross-Blue Shield will not 
sign a contract with the hospital. 


This means that U would not be fully 


reimbursed by Blue Cross-Blue Shield for 
costs incurred by patients with that type 
of hospital Insurance. 


A spokesman for Blue Cross said 


Wednesday more than 30 per cent of the 
persons in the United States are insured 
by the company and would thus create a 
"severe financial hardship" on any hos- 
pital which was not a member. Officials 
could not break down membership In the 
Buffalo Grave-Wheeling area. 


In addition, Davis said without a Blue 


Cross contract the hospital backers will 
have to look toward an alternate method 
of financing tho branch hospital. 


A STATE LAW allows the hospital to 


finance part of the construction with gen- 
eral obligation bonds that arc purchased 
through the county or municipality in or- 
der to obtain lower interest rates. Davis 
said, however, that unless the hospital 
can show financing agencies that it has a 
contract with Blue Cross, they ore un- 
willing to commit financial support. 


Thus, If the project cannot be financed 


with general obligation bonds, the hospi- 
tal would have to use private financing 
which carries higher interest rates, 
Davis said. 


He said it may be financially beneficial 


for his clients to obtain private financing 
because the higher Interest rates may 
cost less than if they wait several 
months and are faced with substantially 
higher construction costs. 


Davis said he was dismayed to learn of 


the Blue Cross requirement because he 
thought the hospital had cleared its final 
hurdle two weeks ago when its final 
plans were approved by the Illinois Dept. 
of Public Health. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR Comprehensive 


Health Planning said a recent report In- 
dicated there is no need for additional 
hospital facilities in Cook County. He 
said the new hospital will not be ap- 
proved unless Franklin Boulevard offi- 
cials can show the agency otherwise. 


"The assumption that a hospital is not 


needed out here is pretty ridiculous," 
Davis sold. "I don't know how they 
(Comprehensive Health Planning) can 
refuse to approve us after we already 
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have state approval." 


By obtaining approval by the state be- 


fore Oct. 1, the hospital avoided the new- 
ly-enacted certificate of need law, which 
requires the backers to prove that a hos- 
pital is needed where it is being pro- 
posed. 


Davis said it probably is illegal for 


Blue Cross to refuse to enter into a con- 
tract because a hospital has not been ap- 
proved by Comprehensive Health Plan- 
ning. He said, however, he doubts the 
hospital will challenge the matter in 
court. 


Before any decisions are reached, 


Davis said, he plans to meet with Blue 
Cross officials. He said he met with them 
recently, but little progress was made. 


THE BLUE CROSS spokesman said it 


has been the firm's policy since 1973 to 
require review of all hospital facilities by 
a local planning agency before entering 
into a contract.
